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BE INTHE WIND 


Marc Colomer (Mon) regained the lead 
in the 1996-97 World Cup Indoor Trials 
Series with a convincing round-six win 
in Andorra on March 1. Colomer defeat- 
ed fellow Spaniards Amos Bilbao (G-G) 
and Jordi Tarres (G-G). What about 
archrival and the now-second-in-points 
Doug Lampkin? After Lampkin and Bil- 
bao tied on points in the qualifier, Lamp- 
kin was apparently illegally bumped 
from the final when official FIM tie- 
breaker rules were not followed. And, in 
fact, Colomer and Tarres had also tied, 
and no attempt was made to break theirs 
at all, bringing the overall results of the 
event into question. Lampkin has filed a 
protest. 


Sacramento Harley-Davidson's Joe Kopp 
(H-D) captured the victory at round one 
of the Florida Harley-Davidson Dealers 
Association/KK/Dirt Shirts-sponsored 
Florida Flat Track Series, held at Savan- 
nah's Oglethorpe Speedway on February 
28, the event also doubling as the open- 
ing round of the new AMA Hot Shoe 
National Series. Chasing Kopp home on 
the half-mile track were Kevin Atherton 
(H-D) and Geo Roeder II (H-D). Ken 
Coolbeth Jr. (W-R), Dave Camlin (H-D), 
Bryan Bigelow (Rtx) and Roy Miller 
(Hon) topped the 600cc Expert, 883 
Harley-Davidson, 600cc Pro-Am and 
250cc Pro-Am classes, respectively. 


On March 1, Florida Flat Track Series 
action then moved to the newly paved St. 
Augustine Speedway, where Moroney’s 
Harley-Davidson teammates Mike 
Hacker and Dave Camlin exchanged 
wins in the 750cc Expert and 600cc 
Expert mains, riding Harley-Davidson 
and Rotaxes, respectively. Hacker was 
first in the 750cc class over Camlin and 
Paul Lynch (H-D). Camlin prevailed on 
the 600's with Steve Beattie (ATK) finish- 
ing third behind Hacker. Bartels’ Harley- 
Davidson's Johnny Murphree (H-D) 
took the 883 with Bryan Bigelow win- 
ning both the 250cc and 600cc Pro-Am 
races, riding a Yamaha and Rotax, 
respectively. 


Will Davis rode to a double win at 
round one of the Motorcycle Asphalt 
Racing Series (round three of the Florida 
Flat Track Series) held at Volusia Speed- 
way on March 2. Defending MARS 
champion Davis rode his ATK to the win 
in the 600cc class and also topped the 
750сс main, riding a Harley-Davidson. 
Brett Landes (Rtx) and Lonnie Pauley 
(Rtx) chased Davis in the 600cc race 
while it was Steve Morehead (H-D) and 
Mike Hacker (H-D) following in 750cc 
action. Hacker held off Johnny Mur- 
phree in the 883 class. After a quick trip 
from Volusia's asphalt half-mile to its 
dirt half-mile Total Control Racing’s Will 
Davis (H-D) picked up where he left off 
in the afternoon when he made a last-lap, 
turn-three pass to get around both Joe 
Kopp (H-D) and Rich King (Hon) to take 
the 750cc main. Ken Coolbeth Jr. (W-R) 
continues to run in the 600cc class as he 
beat Rich King (Rtx) and Dave Camlin 
(Rtx). With the first four of nine rounds 
of the Florida Flat Track Racing Series 
completed, Mike Hacker (66) leads the 
points race over Will Davis (61) and Paul 
Lynch (54). 


Nate "Gator" Wait has done it again. 
While leading his 883 qualifying heat at 
the March 1 night event at St. Augustine 
Speedway, Wait appeared to have lost 
the front end exiting turn two and 
crashed spectacularly out the pit gate. He 
then hit a concrete wall, bounced over 
that and finally hit a large sign post. 
Wait's major injury was yet another bro- 














ken leg as his right femur snapped in the 
crash. 


Kyle Lewis (Suz) was the top rider in the 
CMC West Coast .Arenacross Challenge 
held February 28 through March 1 at 
Sacramento, California's Arco Arena. In 
Friday night's racing Lewis topped Dean 
Matson (Suz) and Rusty Holland (Kaw) 
in the 125cc class, then returned to top 
the 250cc class ahead of Holland and Ray 
Crumb (Kaw). On Saturday, Lewis again 
prevailed in both classes. Holland and 
Scott Davis (Kaw) finished second and 
third, respectively, in thé 125cc class, 
while Crumb and Chris Wheeler (Suz) 
rounded out the top three in the 250cc 
class. 


The 56th Daytona 200 by Arai will be 
broadcast live, flag-to-flag, on ESPN2, 
Sunday, March 9. ESPN2’s coverage of 
the event will begin at 1 p.m. (Eastern), 
headlining a record six hours of coverage 
of AMA Pro Racing. Besides the Daytona 
200 coverage, ESPN2 will air 600cc 
Supersport, 750cc Supersport, 250cc 
Grand Prix, Harley-Davidson Super- 
Twins and the Daytona Supercross. 


- Lucky Strike Suzuki's Anthony Gobert 


underwent surgery to have a plate insert- 
ed in his right collarbone after crashing 
the Suzuki RGv500 during the first day 
of testing at Phillip Island in Australia, 
on February 26, according to Cycle News 
contributor Darryl Flack. Gobert, who 
originally broke his collarbone last 
August during practice for the Sentul 
round of the World Superbike Series, fur- 
ther damaged the collarbone while test- 
ing the Suzuki in Japan in November and 
has continued to test with the injury. 
Peter Goddard also tested with the team 
and also crashed, suffering a dislocated 
shoulder and a banged-up elbow. Both 
Gobert and his teammate Daryl Beattie 
circulated in the high 1:34s, well over a 
second slower than Michael Doohan and 
his Repsol Honda teammate Alex Criv- 
ille. Reports that Gobert's most recent 
crash was the result of an engine seizure 
were refuted by Lucky Strike spokesman 
Stu Avant. He said that on-board teleme- 
try showed that Gobert had entered the 
Southern Loop too fast after only three 
laps on new tires. Gobert continued to 
test the following day, but a CAT scan 
later revealed that his collarbone was 
crooked and part of the bone had hol- 
lowed out. The operation will allow the 
Australian to test at Shah Alam in 
Malaysia in two weeks, 


Although Australian Michael Doohan 
was the fastest man at the combination 
Honda /Suzuki Phillip Island test, his 
teammate Alex Criville was also impres- 
sive, lapping at 1:33.2 - just 0.4 of a sec- 
ond behind Doohan. "Mick was testing 
the different versions of the new bike, 
but I have settled on the Big Bang 
engine," Criville said. ^Yes, I prefer this 
bike. It's the best way for me, this engine 
is perfect.” Commenting on changes to 
the bike, Criville said: "We have new 
cylinders which produce a little more 
power, and the forks are lighter. The bike 
is very similar to last year's, and steers 
about the same." Takuma Aoki crashed 
his V-twin NSR on the first day of the 
test, damaging his shoulder and sitting 
out the rest of the session. Tadayuki 
Okada, meanwhile, also tested the 1997 
NSR500 and recorded a best time of 
1:342. 


Three-time World Champion Max Biaggi 
was no match for fellow Honda rider 
Ralf Waldmann during the three-day 
Honda test at Phillip Island, according to

Roberts 
recently com- 


pleted its first full 
test session with the 
brand-new Modenas 
KR3 500cc GP bike at 
Shah Alam, 
Malaysia, with the 
team running two 
engines and two 
chassis during the 
test with the promise 
of a new "stage-two" 
engine scheduled for 
the next test session. 


"This has been a very useful test and we're feeling optimistic," Kenny Roberts, the 
man behind the new three-cylinder GP bike, said. “Right now we're still in reliability 
mode, but we did over two GPs of mileage on one of the motors without changing any 
major components. The engine has a few teething problems, but that's absolutely what 
we expected with the first prototypes. Later this month we will have a completely dif- 
ferent motor - closer to race spec. We aren't ready to run with the big boys yet, but our 
feeling is that we will be able to do that in the very near future." 

Jean-Michel Bayle, however, was tossed off the new bike on the final day of the test 
when an engine problem caused the bike to seize. 

"Part of a reed cage broke and we have never seen that happen before," Roberts 
explained. "A piece of aluminum from the cage got into the crankcase area and 
stopped the motor. As I said, we knew we would have teething problems, and the guys 
back in England are already working on a stronger cage." 

Kenny Roberts Jr. came away from the test impressed: "The chassis is really good, 
the suspension works well and the bike is going to be very easy on tires," Roberts Jr. 
said. "It feels good aerodynamically, too. The wind seems to flow over you, and not 
against you. The guys already knew there would be things to fix on the motor - that's 
only natural at this stage of the project. But I’m happy and I can't wait to get out on the 


bike again." 


Further tests are planned in March in preparation for the season-opening Grand 
Prix in Malaysia on April 13. For the full story on the Modenas КЕЗ, see page 20.

Team boss Erv Kanemoto said the team 
is fighting a chattering problem with the 
new NSR250. "We're just still trying to 
understand the machine a little more, but 
we're having big problems," Kanemoto 
said. "Though in this test we've probably 
closed the gap of what we needed to 
from our last test in Malaysia. We are just 
going to have to make things work, 
though that's necessarily not being real 
optimistic either. It's difficult to say how 
far off we are from being prepared for 
the first race, but you would think too 
that the Aprilia machines are pretty well 
sorted out and I think they have been 
testing more than us." Biaggi's best at 
Phillip Island was a 1:36, roughly two- 
tenths off Waldmann's best. Biaggi has 
four more tests scheduled, in Sentul, 
Indonesia, in Shah Alam, Malaysia, in 
Jerez, Spain, and again in Malaysia. 


The FIM has released its 1997 World

The European debut of the Yamaha 
YZM400F took place a week before Doug 
Henry made his eighth-place debut on 
the American version at the Gatorback 
National MX in Gainesville, Florida, on 
March 2. At the Beaucaire Classic warm- 
up race in France, on February 23, Swe- 
den's Peter Johansson and Italian Andrea 
Bartolini competed on the red-and-white 
YZM400Fs. Both riders were optimistic 
of their chances with the bike which fea- 
tures a compact liquid-cooled 397cc 
motor with double overhead camshafts 
and a five-valve head mated to a four- 
speed transmission in a slightly modified 
YZ250 frame. "The horsepower-per- 


pound ratio is more important than the- 


ultimate horsepower figure," Johansson 
said of the new Yamaha. "The pickup of 
power out of the gate is much better than 
on the Husqvarna I rode last year, and I 
think we can match the KTMs out of the 
gate.” Bartolini said, “The bike is so easy 
to ride. The power is strong, but at the 
same time does not put the strain on 
your arms like the 250." 


Husaberg unveiled its own small-bore 
four-stroke at Beaucaire with a 440cc 
machine for former 500cc World Cham- 
pion Joel Smets to ride. "For sure I will 
use the 600cc bike at Lommel for the first 
GP," Smets said. "But we are trying to 
get this bike (the 440) ready for the races 
on the hard tracks. The bike is much easi- 
er to turn and you can get the power on 
the ground more like a two-stroke." The 
motor, which fits in a normal 600cc Hus- 
aberg frame, has been made by mounting 
a 600cc top end on a 350cc bottom end 
with a modified '95 piston. The Husaberg 
Smets rode has a three-speed transmis- 
sion. There is also an innovation in the 
Husaberg's fuel feed system, which uses 
a Dutch-built VHM carburetor. Chief 
mechanic Ludo Van der Veken said: 
“Whereas the needle rises in a normal 
carb, the needle (in the 440 Husaberg) 
has a falling movement." 


Honda's chief engineer Mr. Yamazaki 
has been in Europe for the last two 
weeks, testing in Belgium with defend- 
ing 250cc MX World Champion Stefan 
Everts and in southern France with Jocke 
Karlsson. Everts says he is very satisfied 
both with the bike and his new team in 
which he is his own boss. "You won't see 
our full image (sponsors) until the first 
GP in Spain," Everts said of his new 
team. "We will announce our main spon- 
sor there." Yamazaki was an interested 
observer at the Yamaha four-stroke 
launch at Beaucaire. "We do have four- 
stroke projects," Yamazaki said. "But 
there are no immediate plans to race 
them." Honda claims to have two-stroke 














competition engines which can meet the 
stringent new California emission laws 
which will take effect on January 1, 1998. 


KTM Holding AG, the parent company 
of both KTM Motorcycles and Husaberg, 
have bought a controlling interest in 
White Power, the Dutch-based suspen- 
sion specialists. This presumably ends 
any doubt as to which suspension will be 
fitted on the Austrian and Swedish bikes 
in the future, particularly as the Dutch 
firm has already produced its own PDS 
(Progressive Damping System) shock 
system, in which the rear shock is mount- 
ed directly onto the swinging arm with- 
out linkage. Kurt Nicoll and Rupert 
Walkner, however, will continue to use 
the Ohlins shock on the PDS bikes at pre- 
sent. 500cc World Champion Shayne 
King has yet to decide whether to use the 
PDS or conventional (linkage) rear sus- 
pension system and is currently i 
out comparison tests in New Zealand. 
The Kiwi will also have new internal 
engine modifications which are top 
secret and will probably remain so as 
there is no external evidence connected 
with the mods. 


The factory Yamahas in the 125 and 
250cc classes in the World Championship 
MX Series will use Kayaba suspension 
front and rear this year. Ohlins, a divi- 
sion of Yamaha, will now only supply 
the new 500cc GP squad. 


Dutchman Pedro Tragter will race the 
250cc GPs for Honda of Troy. The Day- 
ton, Ohio-based dealership does a lot of 
mail-order business in Europe and was 
looking for a GP presence, thus hiring 
Tragter. 


There could be a U.S. round of the 250cc 
GP MX Series at Budds Creek MX Park 
in Budds Creek, Maryland, next year, 
according to the FIM's Giuseppe Luongo. 
He also confirmed that the 1998 series 
will start at Kyalami in South Africa.

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Let the shark bite 

A revised version of the 6-year-old 
900SS (and 750SS/600SS derivatives) 
heads the list of new models planned by 
Ducati management after the takeover 
by American investment house TPG. 

Though you won’t get anyone in 
Bologna to say so on the record - pre- 
sumably because they're afraid of dent- 
ing sales of the existing model, another 
batch of which is set for production in 
the 1997 model year now that TPG 
money has paid all outstanding bills, 
and deliveries from suppliers have start- 
ed to flow again - the Nuova 900SS must 
surely be set to debut at the Milan Show 
in September. After all, it’s badly need- 
ed and a year overdue. 

But before that, Ducati enthusiasts 
around the world will already have 
been able to buy a radical new alloy- 
framed 900SS-powered street bike that 
will be considerably more advanced 
technically and stylistically than any- 
thing likely to come out of Bologna any 
time soon - the Vee Two Squalo. Due to 
be launched on March 22-23 at the 
opening round of the 1997 World 
Superbike Championship at Phillip 
Island in Australia, the Squalo (Italian 
for “shark,” very appropriate, given the 


° bike's Down Under heritage) is the 
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product of a collaboration between two 
of the top specialist companies in their 
respective fields, Brook Henry's Vee 
Two Australia and Kensei Sato's Over 
Racing in Japan. 

The genesis for the collaboration was 
the keenly contested rivalry between 
Vee Two and Over in the 1996 European 
Supermono series, run as a support 
event to the World Superbike Champi- 
onship, during which Henry and Sato 
were able to strike up an acquaintance 
and to appreciate each other’s work. 

From this, they decided to team up 
on a V-twin Ducati project, developing 
first a race version of the OV-1 OA Over 
chassis for the 900SS Ducati, fitted with 
the engine from the Vee Two Bimota 
DB2R on which yours truly had 
clinched the 1996 BEARS World Series 
title. The all-new street version is cur- 
rently being completed in the Vee Two 
factory in Perth, Western Australia. 

The new Vee Two Squalo uses Over's 
trademark oval-section alloy tubular 
spaceframe, fitted with WP rising-rate 
rear suspension and upside-down fork, 
and Vee Two's 944cc version of the two- 
valve Ducati 900SS motor, clothed in 
dramatic bodywork styled by British 
designer John Keogh. Keogh’s working 
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drawing (shown right) 
gives an impression of 
the finished product, 
and contrasts with the 
more classical look of 
the stock Over OV-1 
OA, of which Over has 
built and sold more 
than a dozen examples 
in the past six months, 
exclusively for the 
Japanese market. 

“The tie-up be- 
tweenus and Over 
makes all the sense in 
the world,” says Vee 
Two’s Brook Henry. 
“We're engine special- 
ists, not chassis designers, though the 





success of our Alchemy frame kit for the 


bevel-drive Ducati motor shows our 
customers are waiting for us to offer 
them a more-modern chassis package 
compared to the stock Ducati frame. 

“Now, thanks to linking up with 
Over, we can do the same thing with the 
Squalo for the belt-drive two-valve 
desmos as we did for the older engines 
with the Alchemy. Over’s worldwide 
reputation for chassis expertise is sec- 
ond.to none, and together with John 
Keogh’s design flair and our proven 
engineering ability, I’m certain there'll 
be a strong market for the Squalo when 
we put it into production in April this 
year. We'll be selling it all around the 
world (including, through Over itself, in 
Japan) both as a complete bike where 
homologation allows, and as a chassis 
kit for road or race.” 

The extensive range of Vee Two tun- 
ing options for the 900SS motor will also 
be available, up to and including the 
new fully sequential fuel-injection pack- 
age, developed in conjunction with Aus- 
tralian EFI specialists Motec. 

Reliable sources have confirmed that 
an Over OV-10A chassis has been 
acquired by the Ducati factory’s R&D 
department via the company’s Japanese 
importers, while a leading Ducati engi- 
neer has openly expressed keen interest 
in the Over frame’s steering geometry 
and handling. It may be too much to 
expect the Nuova 90055 to have a tubu- 
lar alloy chassis - too close to the obvi- 
ously Over-inspired TL1000 Suzuki 
frame, perhaps? - but expect something 
with similar geometry and a steel chas- 
sis to come out of Bologna before too 
long, fitted with an uprated version of 
the “Classical” two-valve desmo 
engine. 











ST4 - definite 

There’s no firm word on when the 
Nuova 900SS will be launched, but it’s 
confirmed that later this year Ducati will 
debut a performance version of the two- 
valve ST2 Sports Tourer designed by 
Miguel Angel Galluzi (creator of the 
Monster) that was launched at Cologne 
last October and will enter production 
in April. Known as the ST4, this will 
appear at the Milan Show in September, 
powered by a revamped version of the 
fuel-injected otto valvole 916 motor in 
single-injector form. 

However, Ducati also is developing 
an uprated performance version to be 
known as the 5745, using a 955cc twin- 
injector version of the "desmoquattro" 
motor, producing 120 bhp and likely to 
be more than a match for the new BMW 
R1200RS when it comes to high-perfor- 
mance, long-distance mile-eating. 
Except, the Ducati will still come fitted 
with chain final drive - for now. 





Harris Suzuki TL1000 on the way 

Ducati may have decided to opt for a 
steel rather than an alloy spaceframe 
because it don't want to risk being 
accused of following in Suzuki's foot- 
steps with its V-twin, but later this year 
you will conversely be able to buy a 
TL1000-powered bike fitted with a 
European-built tubular steel spaceframe 
for the fuel-injected Suzuki motor. 

No, not Bimota’s SB8, due to debut at 
the Milan Show in September, which 
will surely have an alloy spaceframe not 
so dissimilar from the Vdue 500 two- 
stroke's. Instead, the TL1000 cafe racer 
will come courtesy of British chassis 
gurus Harris Performance Products - 
who of course, let's not forget, run the 
works Suzuki team in the World Super- 
bike Championship. 

"We're not in any way suggesting we 
can improve on the stock Suzuki 
frame," says Harris partner Steve Bay- 
ford. "Only that the TL1000' is such a 
fabulous engine, it deserves to be the 
basis of a whole range of different inter- 
pretations of what a V-twin sports bike 
should be - of which ours will be the 
first of many, I'm sure. 

^We see a market for a more classi- 
cal, European-style cafe racer which 
makes more of a feature of the motor 
than the stock TL1000 does. It'll still be a 
modern design, not a sort of Japanese 
Vincent, but the flavor of the styling and 
chassis design will be more European." 

Harris is working flat out to have the 
new V-twin ready to launch at the Birm- 
ingham (England) Show in November, 
even though designers Steve and Lester 
Harris haven't yet put pen to paper to 
start drawing up the chassis geometry. 
This is because, unlike all previous 
designs to flow from the prolific British 
frame specialists over the past 25 years, 








they've commissioned a professional 
styling house to first finalize how the 
completed bike should look before 
designing the chassis - rather than 
building the frame first, and clothing it 
after, as usual. 

We're not allowed to reveal the name 
of the stylists, but it is an internationally 
known design house with two-wheeler 
clients all over the world. However, this 
move marks an important step in the 
evolution of the Harris company - one 
that, as they withdraw from Grand Prix 
racing (there's no Harris-Yamaha team 
in the 500cc GP class in '97) will see the 
bespoke chassis specialists develop 
more and more into a small-volume, 
high-tech street bike manufacturer. Not 
unlike - well, Bimota. 

"The success of our Magnum 5 frame 
kit for the Honda FireBlade and Suzuki 
GSXR has also taught us something," 
Bayford says. "Lots of people want the 
bike delivered to them fully built up - 
there are still customers who want to 
order a frame kit and emerge six months 
later from their garage with something 
they built themselves, but they're get- 
ting to be a minority. We'll still go on 
catering for them - but we have to recog- 
nize that we're becoming a full-scale 
manufacturer, and the TL1000 project is 
the one that'll take us over the brink. 
That's why we're having the bike 
designed first, before we develop the 
prototype - we're not going to compro- 
mise performance for styling, but 
instead will have the entire bike 
designed as an integrated whole." 

Because of this, a final decision in 
favor of a tubular-steel spaceframe has 
yet to be made, but Bayford says it's 95- 
percent certain this is what the Harris 
TL1000 will end up using. 

"Steel is a more classical material 
than aluminum," he says, "and it's also 
more versatile - you can nickel-plate it 
to make a feature of the welding, or 
paint it as an integral design feature or 
as part of the overall paint scheme. 
Weight is hardly a factor - Ducati has 
shown there's no effective penalty for 
using a steel spaceframe, if you do it 
right." 

One thing's for sure, though - the 
Harris TL will be fitted with a rising- 
rate rear suspension using a convention- 
al Ohlins shock, rather than Suzuki's 
avant-garde rotary damper. 


Next up - the OV-20 

One company that has of course already 
made the step from being a chassis spe- 
cialist to selling complete bikes is Over, 
whose TDM-engined OV-15A EuroTwin 
was sold in small-volume production as 
a complete bike. Designer Kensei Sato is 
currently developing several exciting 
projects, including the new OV-20 chas- 
sis with which Over will defend its 
European Supermono title this season, 
but with the 105 x 88mm mega-mono 
762cc Yamaha five-valve engine of the 
OV-16 title winner to be fitted during 
the course of the season with fuel injec- 
tion developed in Australia by Motec. 

Sato has just completed the first 
Honda-powered version of the OV-16 
for Japan's Thruxton team, whose 674cc 
Honda Dominator-based engine has 
input from HRC, and delivers over 70 
bhp at the rear wheel. 

But away from the booming (pardon 
the pun) world of singles, Sato also is 
hard at work on the OV-19, which 
involves designing one of Over's dis- 
tinctive oval-section alloy-tube frames 
around the Yamaha YZF1000 Thunder- 
ace engine. 

The bike will make its debut later this 


spring, with a range of optional tuning 
parts for the 1002cc four-cylinder engine 
which Over also is developing, along- 
side its free-flowing exhaust system 
already available for the YZF1000 
engine. The OV-19 will be available both 
as a frame kit and a complete bike, and 
will be available for export around the 
world. 


New Three Cross Guzzi 
British Guzzi guru Amedeo Castellani’s 
Raceco UK tuning company surely pro- 


duces the fastest and most powerful V-. 


twin shafties ever built. Pint-sized for- 
mer Australian GP star Paul Lewis 
clinched the 1995 British BOTT title on 
the Raceco Guzzi (shown above), as well 
as thrilling 50,000 spectators at the 
Brands Hatch World Superbike round 
that year by dueling with the pair of 
Brittens in the BEARS World Series sup- 
port race. 

Outings for the fuel-injected eight- 
valve bike, which now produces 136 
bhp at the rear wheel, were limited in 
1996 while Castellani moved his busi- 
ness out of London and into the Suffolk 
countryside. But he used the time off 
racing to good effect, developing the 
most potent Moto Guzzi street bike ever 
offered for sale through official Guzzi 
channels. 

British Moto Guzzi importer Three 
Cross is one of the Italian marque’s prin- 
cipal distributors, and has in the past 
been responsible for commissioning sev- 
eral of the most tasty short-run perfor- 
mance specials to come out of the Man- 
dello factory, like the B-kitted Dr. John 
Daytona and the C-kit Daytona Racing. 
Now, though, with constraints on pro- 
duction capacity for short-run models as 
the Italian factory gears up to manufac- 
ture a big range of new bikes and with 
the approval of Guzzi management, 
Three Cross has entrusted Raceco U.K. 
with the production of the next in the 
lineup of Moto Guzzi sports specials, 
based on their ultra-competitive racer. 

Taking the current flagship of the 
Guzzi range, the Daytona RS, Raceco 
| has increased capacity to 1100cc by fit- 
ting forged Omega 95mm pistons and 
Carrillo reds, matched to a balanced, 
lightened crankshaft and flywheel. Fac- 
tory C-kit race cams help deliver over 
100 bhp at the rear wheel in street guise, 
| with revised mapping for the Weber/ 
Marelli single-injector EFI, with the 
option of further increasing perfor- 
mance with bigger valves and ported, 
flowed heads. 

There's a substantial increase in 
torque, too - though this is hardly at the 
top of a Guzzi customer's performance 








shopping list. The single biggest 
improvement, Castellani says, is that the 
irritating flat spot around 5000 rpm on 
the stock Daytona RS has been com- 
pletely filled in on the big-bore version. 
Chassis setup is essentially un- 
changed from stock, though uprated 
brakes, suspension and carbon body- 
work can be fitted at extra cost. The 
price of the Three Cross Raceco Daytona 


RS1100, scheduled to go on sale in April, 
will be between $19,000 and $21,500, 
depending on the customer's chosen 
specification. For more information, fax 
Raceco UK at 44/1728-602103. 


A must read 

Every so often a motorcycle book comes 
along that stands out from the rest as a 
must-have addition to the serious 
enthusiast's bookcase. John Bradley's 
"The Racing Motorcycle - A Technical 
Guide for Constructors: Volume 1" is 
one of those. It's literally indispensable 
if you want to extend your understand- 
ing of how all bikes - not just racers - 
work, and why. 

The best compliment I can pay “The 
Racing Motorcycle" is to say that, on the 
basis of producing it, author John 
Bradley deserves to be ranked right up 
there alongside Phil Irving as a writer 
gifted with the capacity to explain com- 
plicated technical concepts in a way lay- 
men can understand. Like the author of 
"Tuning for Speed" and "Speed - and 
How to Obtain It," Bradley writes in a 
direct, straightforward style about a 
wide range of aspects of contemporary 
motorcycle design, scorning the use of 
jargon or esoteric terminology in favor 
of plain English. 

"The drag area of a medium-sized 
classic bike with no form of streamlining 
is about 0.35m? with the rider prone, 
and about 0.55-0.60m* with the rider sit- 
ting upright. As you can see, these fig- 
ures are a reasonable reflection of the 
drag area represented by 'average man' 
alone." This comes as part of a fascinat- 
ing exploration of the origins of drag 
and how to combat it, in turn a vital 
topic for anyone interested in racing. 
Those with, er, above-average personal 
bulk may not necessarily find the con- 
clusions encouraging. 

The subtitle - "A technical guide for 
constructors" - is a bit of a red herring, 
because really the book is a bible for 
anyone interested in understanding why 
the people who built a bike did so the 
way that they did (mistakes and all), 
rather than seeking to do so oneself. On 
the other hand, it's a great how-to man- 
ual. I invite anyone to read the chapter 
on Swinging Arm Geometry to resist 





checking out and almost certainly modi- 
fying their own bike after doing so. 


This is intended to be the first of two 


companion volumes and Volume 1 
leaves one looking forward to Volume 2. 
Anyone, even the more, er, experienced 
motorcycle journalist, can expand his 
knowledge from reading this book.

ls it selling in Germany? 

Germany has for some years been 
Europe's largest motorcycle market, so 
the sales figures should be a barometer 
of what happens on the rest of the conti- 
nent. Or maybe not. 

At a time when. the Honda 
CBR900RR was the best-selling bike 
over 250cc in the admittedly smaller 
British market, the German statistics for 
the first 10 months of 1996 (bike sales 
are minimal for the last two months of 
the year, so this is effectively an overall 
picture for the year) have just been pub- 
lished in the magazine Das Motorrad, 
and make interesting reading. 


Especially since Suzuki has retained 
its grip on the number-one slot in terms 
of manufacturers, with 37,586 bikes sold 
- 22.3 percent of the market compared to 
second-place Honda with 20.6 percent, 
from 34,759 units. 

Yamaha is in third spot with 18 per- 
cent, Kawasaki fourth with 14.5 percent, 
before, not surprisingly, BMW as the 
best of the rest, having sold 19,818 bikes 
(in the year they built 50,000 units for 
the first time) in their home market, for 
a total share of 11.8 percent. Harley- 
Davidson was next with 5259 bikes 
(making their 4000-plus bikes sold in 
Australia - a vastly smaller market - all 
the more remarkable), followed by KTM 
with 3106 units and Ducati with 2675. 
Triumph? Well, now you know why 
John Bloor went all out to develop the 
T595/T509... 

The best-selling bike, out of the total 
of 168,610 motorcycles sold during this 
period - a slight 2.9 percent drop on the 
same 10 months the previous year? 
Great subject for bike trivia, because 
most people would never guess it: the 
humble, obsolescent, cheap Suzuki 
GSF600U with 5807 sales in those 10 
months, ahead of Yamaha's XV535 
which sold 5484. 

Suzuki’s GSF1200 Bandit under- 








standably clocks in third with 3894 units 
sold, just in front of BMW's best-seller, 
the RI100RT on 3731. Honda's top 
model was the CB500 in sixth on 3664 
bikes sold, just in front of the BMW F650 
Funduro on 3461. Captain Sensible com- 
pleted his stranglehold on the top 10 hit 
list with the Yamaha XJ600 in eighth 
place and the Suzuki GS500 in 10th, 
sandwiching the country's best-selling 
Supersports model (sorry, don't count 
the GSF600 - when did you last see one 
of these on the race track?), the CBR600 
Honda. But the betting must be that 
Suzuki's powerful German sales opera- 
tion will have the new GSXR600 
cranked up ahead of the Honda by the 
end of 1997. · 


Morbidelli’s sport tourer 
If at first you don’t succeed, try, try 
again - and you may get lucky the third 
time. Italian motorcycle enthusiast and 
woodwork machinery tycoon Giancarlo 
Morbidelli has at last unveiled the final 
production version of his 850 V8 sport 
tourer (shown below), due to begin pro- 
duction this spring on the basis of 10 
bikes per year, each sold at a price of 
just under $150,000 from a single dealer 
- the factory. 

After a barrage of criticism for the 
weird looks of its first two efforts, car 


stylist Pininfarina has come up with 
something more generally acceptable, 
while Bimota has developed an all-new 
1460mm-wheelbase chrome-moly steel 
frame, with the 847cc 90-degree V-eight 
engine underslung from it, acting as a 
semi-stressed chassis component. 

The fuel-injected 55 x 44.6mm 
engine with single-plane crank has now 
been developed to deliver an electroni- 
cally restricted 120 bhp at 11,000 rpm at 
the rear wheel, 20 percent up on the 
version originally unveiled two years 
ago. Suspension is by Paioli, with a 
46mm cartridge fork up front and a sin- 
gle offset cantilever rear shock mount- 
ed on the outer casing for the shaft final 
drive. 

The gearbox is a five-speeder, and 
claimed top speed for the bike weigh- 
ing 440 pounds dry is 148 mph. Instru- 
mentation is fully digital, with an LCD 
display monitoring speed, rpm, 
oil/water temp and oil pressure. 
There’s a passenger seat beneath the 
squab fitted to the prototype, but no 
luggage as standard equipment, 
though Morbidelli is developing an 
optional range of hard. panniers for 
those who want to use their bike for 
something more than impressing their 
friends at the yacht club. єх

T^ opening round of the 1997 
AMA National Motocross Cham- 
pionships at Gatorback Cycle 

Park saw two different types of overall 

winners: The experienced veteran and 

the teenage upstart. 

The veteran role was played by 
defending 250cc National Champ Jeff 
Emig of Team Kawasaki. The 26-year- 
old Emig put in two commanding rides 
in the 250cc motos for a successful 
beginning to his title defense. “Jeffro” 
pulled both holeshots on his Jeremy 
Albrecht-tuned KX250 and was never 
headed. The only rider even close to the 
same pace as Emig was former class 
champ Jeremy McGrath, who ran sec- 
ond in both motos and got close to the 
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leader toward the end of the second 
heat before making a mistake with two 
laps to go. 

“I just rode my own race and didn't 
worry about the other guys out there," 
the Kawasaki/Bridgestone/Shift/ 
Arnette-backed Emig said. "I wanted to 
start this series out strong and show 
everyone that I deserved to wear this 
number-one plate, that I was stronger 
than ever. Well, I don't know about 
being stronger, but I definitely rode real- 
ly smooth. I had a little bit of pressure 
from McGrath, but he bobbled before 
we started to go at it and that was pretty 
much it. My goal was to go 1-1 and here 
I am. What a great way to start the 
series." 

Finishing a surprising third in the 
250cc class was Manchester Honda/ 
Axo/Scott-backed Damon Bradshaw (5- 
3), who held Emig in check for the first 








10 minutes of the second moto before 
letting go of the pace. Fourth overall 
was Team Yamaha's John Dowd (4-4), 
the victim of poor starts both times out. 
Honda of Troy’s Larry Ward rounded 
out the top five with a 6-7 showing. 

In the role of the whiz kid was Flori- 
da favorite son Ricky Carmichael, who 
shocked his more experienced competi- 
tors in the 125cc class with a sizzling 2-1 
ride in what was just the second profes- 
sional National of his career. 
Carmichael, a 17-year-old member of 
Mitch Payton’s SplitFire/Pro Circuit/ 
Kawasaki team, came from midpack in 
the first moto to within inches of victory 
behind defending 125cc National MX 
Champion Steve Lamson. 

But in the second moto, Carmichael 
got a good jump off the gate on his 
Chad Watts-tuned Kawasaki KX125, 
carved a tight inside line around a first- 
turn pileup to emerge with the holeshot 
and never looked back as Team Yama- 
ha's Kevin Windham gave chase the 
whole way. Carmichael carried a 10-sec- 
ond lead across the finish line, much to 
the delight of a record crowd of 14,500 
enthusiastic fans. 

The only rider in the last 20 years to 
win a pro National earlier in his career 
was French legend Jean-Michel Bayle, 
who won the first AMA National he 
entered in 1989 right here at Gator- 
back. : 

“1 knew in my head that I could get 
top three, but I was only hoping for top 
five so I wouldn't be disappointed if I 
didn't do as well," Carmichael said. 
"But I never really thought I would win 
like that. The crowd was really behind 
me, especially in the second moto. It 
was like a dream come true." 

Lamson finished second overall after 
failing to find his winning pace in the 
second moto and dropping back to fifth. 
Windham, already beset by an ankle 
injury, suffered severe arm pump - 
chronic in both classes - and dropped 
from first to fifth in the first moto before 
rebounding for second in the followup 
moto for third overall. А 

Honda of Troy’s Mike Craig threw 
away a sure win in the first moto when 
he hit a trackside high wall with two 
laps to go and a 10-second lead. Craig 
injured his right hand in the process, 
but still rode to third in a painful-but- 
necessary second moto. Fifth on the 
day went to Primal Impulse rider Rob- 
bie Reynard (3-10), out of the lead pic- 
ture in the second moto after a terrible 
start. 

The record crowd on hand for the 
Supersports-produced 21st annual 
Gatorback Nationals had the pleasure 
of perfect weather, but the dynamic 
track suffered in the sunny, windy con- 
ditions. The once-sandy Gatorback 
track is now a hard-pack deal with a lot 
of supercross inspiration in the design. 
As usual, the pit area was dotted with 
broken bikes and injured riders after 
the race. Among the top riders on the 
injured list were Team Suzuki's Greg 
Albertyn (shoulder), Kawasaki's Ryan 
Hughes (knee) and HoT's Craig (hand). 
But the track was generally well-liked 
by the riders and very exciting for the 
fans. 


125cc NATIONAL 


The semi-factory Hondas of Mike 
Craig and Robbie Reynard led the 
charge into the sandy first turn to start 
the 1997 125cc National season, but by 
the time the pack got through the 
sweeper a flat-tracking Kevin Windham 
had the lead. Craig, Noleen Racing 








USA's Jeff Willoh and F&S Suzuki's 
Tony Lorusso followed closest, while 
Reynard, Chaparral’s Michael Brandes 
and Tim Ferry held off another pack. 
Outside the top 10 were Lamson and 
Carmichael. 

“1 didn’t get such a good start but 
me and Lammy got together and start- 
ed up through the pack, “Carmichael 
said of his first-moto strategy. “I saw 
him and I knew that would be my best 
chance to catch up through the pack 
because he’s really good at that, so I just 
tried to hang with him and see what 
happened. We got some breaks when a 
couple of guys got tired and Michael 
Ray (Craig) crashed, but I think we 
worked really hard to get first and sec- 
ond.” 

Reynard soon worked his way past 
the impressive-looking Lorusso and 
Willoh, who would finish sixth and sev- 
enth, respectively, and got into a good 
three-way battle for the lead with Wind- 
ham and Craig. However, toward the 
halfway point Windham started to slow 
severely. : 

“I was having real problems with 
my arms pumping up because I 
couldn't do anything this week 
because of my ankle," Windham said. 
“I guess that's what happens when you 
lay on the couch all week long. And no 
matter how good the shape you're in, 
if you're riding tight you're going to 
pump up." Windham was passed by 
both Craig and Reynard, then later lost 
two more spots to the Lamson/ 
Carmichael train. 

Reynard was the next to slow down 
with arm pump, leaving Craig to pull 
away with what looked like a sure win. 
But with two laps to go, the Honda rider 
found himself in a mental no-man's 
land. 

“1 was riding great, I wasn't really 
tired and I started thinking about slow- 
ing down," Craig explained. "Then I 
thought, “Мо, I better keep charging 
because I might make a mistake if I slow 
down a little.’ No sooner did I think that 
than I jumped too far up a hill, hit a 
square edge and crashed into the wall.” 

Reynard should have been in the 
position to win at that point, but Lam- 
son and Carmichael were already fight- 
ing through. Carmichael never quit

pushing, but Lamson never made a mis- 
take. 

“I knew it was a long moto and if I 
kept working hard I would make up a 
lot of ground," Lamson said of his poor- 
start/strong-finish ride. "I had settled 
for second and was just thinking about 
holding Ricky back, so I was just as sur- 
prised as everyone else when I saw the 
yellow flags out for Craig." 

Carmichael kept the heat up but 
could not make a pass and settled for 
second behind Lamson with Reynard 
third and Craig recovering for fourth. 
The disappointed Windham was fifth. 

The second moto started out even 
better for Carmichael as he zipped 
around the inside of the first turn and 
avoided some major carnage in the cor- 
ner. 
"| got a good jump out of the gate, 
but a couple of guys just to my right 
piled up and I was lucky to avoid 
them," Carmichael said. Windham 
avoided them too, and together they 
took off from an early chase group that 
included Craig, Lamson, SplitFire/Pro 
Circuit/Kawasaki teammates Craig 
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(Left) Nac Nac 
Enterprises/ Team 
Suzuki’s Jeremy 
McGrath got good starts 
and rode well. He was 
able to reel Emig in near 
the end of the second 
moto, but a crash 
relegated him to second 
overall with a 2-2 moto 
score.

Decker and Casey Johnson, Moto XXX's 
Brian Deegan and privateer Brock Sell- 
ards. 

With Windham right on his tail, 
Carmichael's mechanic Chad Watts 
made a bold statement on the third lap 
when he wrote "Breathe - Pull Away" 
on the pit board. Carmichael took the 
advice to heart and picked up his pace 
even more. 

“For a little bit there, he was right 
behind me but I kept telling myself 1 
gotta pull away, I gotta pull away,’” 
Carmichael said. “1 wanted some room 
so that I could slow down and relax at 
the end of the race, and that's what I 
did." Carmichael had about 10 seconds 
on Windham at the finish line, which he 
rode across slowly with his arms over 
his head after Watts put out a "Good Job 
but No Showboating" signal from the 
mechanic's area. 

Windham was reluctant to go with 
the kid for two reasons: Arm pump and 
points. "He was going really fast and 
riding smooth and I didn't want to risk 
working too hard and getting the arm 
pump again and maybe crashing," 
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Windham said later. “I also was think- 
ing that good points were important 
because I’m not just going after race 
wins this year - I’m going after the title. 
I had zero points here last year because I 
was hurt and I didn't want to start this 
series out the same way." 

Craig was pleased with his well- 
earned third-place finish in the second 
moto. 

“I knew after the first moto that I was 
fast enough to win, but my hand was 
giving me some problems," said Craig, 
who had to seek the medical attention of 
Jeff Stanton's wife Sarah, a sports thera- 
pist, in between motos but still wasn't 
sure if the hand was fractured or not. 
"It's a long series and I'm looking for- 


` ward to being up there every weekend. I 
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blew the first moto, but I still feel good 
about my day. And I'm really happy for 
my friend Ricky, that he got a win here 
on his hometown track." 

Team Honda newcomer Scott Sheak 
was a disastrous 10th in the first moto, 
but the second time out he put in an 
inspired ride through the pack for 
fourth. The last move Sheak made was a 
confidence-boosting pass on teammate 
Lamson, who was not riding as smooth- 
ly as he did earlier in the day. An 
impressive sixth in the moto was Honda 
of Troy's French import Stephane Ron- 
cada, who was deep in the pack (16th) in. 
moto one. Rounding out the top 10 were 
Brandes, Deegan and the poor-starting 
Reynard. 

“I think I had a little bit of an advan- 
tage because I've ridden here a lot 
through the years, but the track's a lot 
different now than it used to be, but 
we'll have to wait and see at another 
race, I guess," Carmichael said of his 
surprising win. "Did I think (a win) 
would happen this soon? No, never." 








250cc NATIONAL 


When the 250cc class blew into the first 
sweeper to start the National series the 
favorites Emig and McGrath were right at 
the front with the booming four-strokes of 
Yamaha YZM400F-mounted Henry and 
Husaberg-mounted Guy Cooper, right 
behind, followed by Larry Ward, Suzuki's 
Mike LaRocco, former class champion 
Mike Kiedrowski, Bradshaw, Yamaha's 
Ezra Lusk and Kawasaki's Ryan Hughes. 

At the back of the pack was the hard- 
lucked Albertyn, who started midpack 
but then crashed into a downed rider in 
the Gator Pit. Team Moto XXX's Brian 
Swink also crashed hard early. 

Although Henry stayed close for a 
lap or two on the thumper, it was soon 
apparent that Emig and Lamson were in 
a class by themselves. 

“1 know there's 40 guys out there 
every time, but the way things are going 
right now - and especially after last year 
- it seems like it's going to be Jeremy 
and me for a little while longer," Emig 
said of his friendly outdoor rivalry with 
McGrath. "I really wasn't surprised that 


~ it was just me and him out front.” 


Larry Ward soon passed Henry but 
there was no chance of going after the 
leaders. Instead the HoT rider had to 
worry about the pressure coming up 
from LaRocco, Bradshaw and Yamaha's 
John Dowd, who started poorly but was 
now on the move. 

In the second half of the moto 
LaRocco finally passed Ward, but by 
then Emig and McGrath were more 
than 35 seconds ahead. Dowd's drive 
landed him in sixth behind Ward and 
Bradshaw, but after a few a laps of 
close dueling with Bradshaw, Dowd 
was able to pull away. LaRocco might 
have been next in line but Dowd ran 
out of time and LaRocco was:still going 
strong.

There was a period in the second half 
of the race that might have offered fans 
a glimpse at the future of motocross. 
Four-stroke rider Henry came up to lap 
fellow thumper pilot Cooper and the 
two ended up riding together for about 
three laps. As the sound of their engines 
boomed across the limestone quarry 
where the Gatorback track sits, fans 
seemed to be as interested in the pitched 
battle between these two former 125cc 
National Champions as they were in the 
Emig/McGrath battle for the win. 

Then again, there really wasn’t much 
of a battle for the win as Emig pulled 
away from his nemesis. By the time he 
crossed the finish line Emig was carry- 
ing a 12-second lead on McGrath. 

“I just tried to keep a good pace the 
whole time, keep my head together and 
not worry about what anyone else was 
doing,” Emig said. “I know in the mid- 
dle I kind of slacked off, but then I 
decided it would be better to close out 
with some really fast laps to have my 
rhythm for the second moto, so I picked 
up the pace right to the finish. The bike 
is working great, the team is giving me 
everything I need and I feel like it’s 
going to be a great year.” 

“1 rode good, the bike was great, but 
Jeff was just going a little faster,” 
McGrath said. “I’m not even tired. I feel 
like I’m getting more and more comfort- 
able on the bike, and I’ve always been a 


second-moto guy. Maybe that will hap- ` 


pen today and ГЇЇ be in front of Emig 
instead of behind him.” 

Emig again got the holeshot in the 
second moto, while McGrath was a little 
way back in sixth. Bradshaw was a 
quick-starting second, then came Lusk - 
who DNF'd the first moto after an early 
crash - Henry, Ward and McGrath. 
Albertyn had another bad start and was 
back in the pack. 

Bradshaw kept some pressure on 
Emig for a few laps, but then the Kawasa- 
ki slowly pulled away and settled into a 
pace that no one on the track could match 
except for McGrath, who needed about 
half the moto to get into second. Once 
there, the Suzuki rider started picking up 
the tempo even more. By the time the 
two-lap signal came out, Emig’s advan- 
tage was just one second. Just as the fans 
started to really cheer him on in the hopes 
of seeing the superstar earn his first win 





aboard a Suzuki, McGrath made a mis- 
take in the corner, tipped over and lost 
any chance of catching Emig. 

“I really had a shot but I just made a 
mistake and that was it,” McGrath said 
of the spill. “I’m still really happy with 
the way I rode, especially since I was 
catching him so much before I crashed. I 
know you keep hearing saying this, but 
things are getting better with every race, 
I'm getting faster and stronger, and I 
know my best races are coming up." 

“I knew he was coming, but I was 
just keeping my pace and trying to focus 
on my own race," Emig said. "He was 
giving it his all to catch up, so I was just 
about ready to do the same to pull away 
again before he fell. It feels really good - 
to start a series with a win like this." 

Bradshaw looked fast and smooth in 
third and ended up with his best score 
of the season - a strong third overall. 

"It always feels good to come back to 
Gainesville and race because I have so 
many good memories of this place," he 
said. "I really wanted to be up there 
with those other guys, but third overall 
is pretty good for my first National on 
this bike and with this team." 

While Emig and McGrath were going 
full tilt and Bradshaw was cruising, the 
rest of the pack was falling apart. Alber- 
tyn had.climbed up and actually passed 
Bradshaw for one moment before the | 
halfway flags were out, but then crashed | 
in the very next corner and injured his 
shoulder, causing him to quit. Team- 
mate LaRocco blew his shock out and 
had to quit, and Kawasaki's Hughes 
bent his bars down to his gas tank after 
a major spill on one of the jumps. Coop- 
er quit with bike problems, as did Team 
Chaparral's Phil Lawrence. 

Finishing fourth after another deep- 
in-the-pack start was Dowd, while 
Chaparral's Jimmy Button put in a great 
effort to finish fifth and sixth overall. 
Then came Henry, his sixth. place.an 
improvement over the first moto, and 
HoT's highest finisher Ward. 

“1 can't believe how bad my arms 
pumped up," Ward said. “I’m not say- 
ing that I would have won either moto - 
or got second - but I know that I should 
have gotten third today. I think the out- 
door season will go well for both me 
and the team this year, but I wanted to 
start the series a little better." CN

Steinbrecher then: sprinted. the foot- 
ball field-length staging area to get to his.rider just before the gate 
dropped. “! think that was good. for Doug because it took his mind 
off the start and the race and the bike and everything," laughed a 
breathless Steinbrecher. "He was too worried about not racing at 
all." Henry got a good start this time and finished a stronger sixth 
for eighth overall. Henry was not nearly as competitive as he has 
‘been in the AMA Supercross Series, but the track was by no 
means à four-stroke-friendly track.

DAYTONA BEACH, FL, MAR. 2 
A nyone who thought he could beat 





Muzzy Kawasaki's Doug Chan- 
& dler at Daytona this weekend was 
seriously deluding himself. From the first 
Sunoco Race Fuels Formula USA qualify- 
ing session, when Chandler turned a lap 
4.5 seconds faster than the field, to the 
first leg, which he won by 22 seconds, to 
the second, which he won by 26, Chan- 
dler was only racing against himself, test- 
ing tires and showing off the awesome 
power of the Muzzy Kawasaki Raptor. 

“You come up here and hope to do 
your best,” Chandler said in Victory 
Lane, after repeating his double-win 
weekend from a year ago. “To walk 
away with two wins makes you even 
more pumped for next week and the 
Daytona 200.” . 

Though he obviously wanted to win, 
that wasn’t his stated purpose. 

"You're mostly looking for consisten- 
cy in your lap times," Chandler said after 
the second leg. “You just want to be able 
to keep improving and we were able to 
do that. My last lap was my fastest.” 

The AMA Superbike Champion won 
$2500 from the $10,000 purse in each leg, 
making his weekend haul $5000, before 
contingencies. : 

Since Chandler isn't contesting the 
entire F-USA series, his placings were 
mostly irrelevant to the series regulars 
who were hoping to follow him home. 
Harley-Davidson's Chris Carr had other 
ideas. Riding as the sole rep of the Mil- 
waukee factory, after his teammate 
Thomas Wilson was sidelined with a bro- 
ken collarbone, Carr had the most satis- 
fying road racing weekend of his career, 
finishing second to Chandler in both 
races on a machine that showed consid- 
erable development and speed and was 
the equal of the rest of the field.

“I know the bike's improved in horse- 
power,” Carr said. “I’m certainly pleased 
with the pace that we ran this early with 
the bike development this week. Those 
guys got experience and it doesn’t matter 
if it’s AMA or F-USA. I was racing 
against some fairly experienced racers on 
good motorcycles and I got the better of 
both of them.” 

In the first leg he had a racelong scrap 
with Dutchman Racing's Fritz Kling and 
Team LaBelle’s Dave Sadowski, losing 
them in the final three laps after Kling 
was slowed by an overheating engine. 
He was able to clear out a little faster in 
the second one, gapping Sadowski on the 
sixth lap and running mostly alone for 
the rest of the race. 

Kling and Sadowski swapped places 
in the two races, with Kling taking fourth 
in the first and third in the second, Sad- 
owski just the opposite. Kling spent 
much of the day overcoming problems. 
He had engine problems in practice, put 
a new one in, then in the first race was 
slowed. when his engine began overheat- 
ing and spitting water out on the 11th 
lap. 

"Fritz's bike was spewing water the 
whole time,” Sadowski noticed. “He was 
putting water on the track and I was slip- 
ping and sliding. I tried pulling up next 
to him to tell him. He almost threw it 
away big time and he said, ‘I’ve had 
enough." 

In the second leg Kling fitted yet 
another motor, then lost a good deal of 
power in his front brakes and ran off the 
track in turn one on the third lap. He 
made his way back to third, but couldn't 
challenge Carr. 

Zlock Racing's Andy Deatherage was 
a consistent sixth and fifth in the two 
legs. 

Tray Batey's debut with the F-USA 
number-one plate wasn't auspicious. The 
Valvoline Suzuki rider was fifth in the

It impressed me today. With our stuff, 
we were just down a little bit, but this is a 
good start to the season. I didn't rev it 
past 10,500 all weekend. Last time I was 
here I revved it to 11,800. That's why the 
engine broke. It ran like a top all week- 
end." 

“I knew we had them pretty well cov- 
ered timewise in qualifying," Chandler 
said. “My whole goal was to go out there 
and put as many laps in as Ї can and stay 
consistent. Instead of worrying or trying 
to fit it in practice or qualifying, we can 
sort out the tire situation today. Day- 
tona's a unique place and you've got to 
get used to the speed as well as the hard- 
er tires." 

Once Chandler was away the fight 
was for second and it took a couple of 
laps for the principals to form up. By the 





first leg, then dropped out of the second 
with less than two laps to go when he 
suffered a severe rear-tire problem and 
had to pull in with the tire well out of 
round. His new teammate Chris Taylor 
fared even worse, carding a 33rd and 
27th in the two legs.

Chandler didn't lead every lap of the 
first leg; Sadowski led one. Then Chan- 
dler was by and away. He blew by Sad- 
owski on the back straight and set off at a 
pace that would end up being about two 
seconds a lap faster than anyone else. 
Sadowski might have wanted to give 
chase, but thought better of it. 

“1 heard the Raptor coming," Sadows- 
ki said. "It's got that unique exhaust note. 
I went, ‘Man, I know I got to let Dougie 
go ‘cause he can do 51s here.’ I just tried 
to stay with him but the bike's a rocket- 
ship. The Raptor's really something else. 





end of the third lap it was Carr leading 
Sadowski and Kling with Zlock Racing's

It was an interesting battle, the Harley 
clearly the equal of Kling’s Dutchman 
FZR1000 Yamaha on the straights with 
Sadowski hanging in the draft.

;Race track proliferation isn't only an American phenomenon. A 
new multi-purpose facility, located between Hannover and Berlin 
in northern Germany, was unveiled at Daytona by Hans Valentin 
Klein, one of the three partners and founders of the track. Called 
the Motopark Oschersleben, the 2.28-mile-long track is 
already slated to host a round.of the 1997 World Supersport 
Championship. іп August of this year and the World Superbike 
teams will test there in preparation for a 1998 round at the circuit. 
The main.track, which can be configured a number of different 
ways, has seven lefts, seven rights and. 10 straights, the longest 
being the 2244-foot straight. The organizers have built this to be a 
comipletely modern facility, with a hotel built.on the west bend and 
a museum for automobile and aviation technology. Over $33 mil- 
lion will have’ been spent by the time the complex is completed, 
‘but its location and multi-functionality should guarantee that the 
investment will be quickly paid. back. About six million people live 
within:a 75-mile radius and. Berlin is only two hours away. In addi- 
tion to races, the track will be used by. the German automotive 
industry for testing and Continental Tires, which has a test facility 
in nearby, Hannover, has already committed to using the road 
course as a test track.

It was 
especially hard for Kling to maintain the 
pace since his front brakes were fading 
badly and the lever was coming back to

the bars. As he was closing up on Carr he 
made a mental error in the second horse- 
shoe and Carr was able to gain back 
some breathing room.

P here were a number of standout 
Т performers during the three-day 

# Daytona Championship Cup 
Series races, but none more than Chicago 
Performance's Ken Krebs. The 29-year- 
old Illinois native won four of the 26 
races; impressive enough in itself and 
made more so because they were all | 
earned during the seven races he ran on 
Saturday. And he might have won a fifth 
had the Yoshimura Suzuki team opted to 
not cherry-pick his final race of the day. 

"That's so lame, coming to a regional 
race and winning on a factory bike,” said 
Krebs, who rode a Suzuki GSXR750, at 
the end of his very productive day. But 
he wasn't going to let one race spoil his 
afternoon. 

He began his winning ways in the 
Unlimited Sport Bike, followed it with a 
win in Expert Heavyweight Sport Bike, 
then added the Unlimited Superbike and 
Unlimited Grand Prix. He finished third 
to Yoshimura Suzuki's Pascal Picotte and 
Larry Pegram in the Expert Heavyweight 
Superbike. Yoshimura's Aaron Yates 
pulled in on the final lap while in third. 

Krebs also rode what he admitted was 
his underpowered Suzuki GSXR600 to a 
third in the Expert Middleweight Grand 
Prix, a fourth in Friday's Expert GT-2 and 
a fifth in the Expert Middleweight Sport 
Bike - also on the 600. His only black 
mark was a crash on the opening lap of 
the Expert GT-1. 

"Everyone went in to turn one and 
everyone locked up their brakes," Krebs 
said. "I plowed into some guy." 

Penguin Racing School's Eric Wood 
was another Expert multiple winner. The 
Massachusetts rider took the Expert Mid- 
dleweight Superbike and Sport Bike 
races, both aboard his Kawasaki 600. 
Both times he beat the similarly 
equipped North Carolinian Kris Clubb. 
Clubb finished second to Deutsche 
Financial Services' Mark Foster in the 
Expert GT2 before winning the Expert 
Middleweight GP 

The most prolific Amateur was Kirk 
Tulloch of nearby Orlando. Tulloch rode 
his Cycle Sports Center/EBC/Silkolene- 
backed Kawasaki 600 to wins in the 









Amateur GT2, Amateur Middleweight 
Grand Prix and Amateur Middleweight 
Superbike. His win in the GT2 was the 
most thrilling, nipping Honda West's 
Woody Gephart at the line by .010 of a 
second at the end of the seven-lap, 25- 
mile race. 

The only other Amateur multiple win- 
ner was yet another Floridian, Tampa’s 
Aubrey Earnest. The Moto-Jets Sports- 
sponsored rider won the Amateur GT1 
and Amateur Heavyweight Superbike. 

Krebs made it to Victory Lane for the 
first time with his most decisive win, the 
Unlimited Sport Bike. Starting from the 
third row, Krebs took over the lead on 
the straightaway run-up to the left-hand 
` kink, passing Jerry Lawson. Lapping 

nearly two seconds a lap faster than any- 
one else, Krebs put his stamp on this one 
early on, and ended up winning by 9.450 
seconds at the end of the five-lap, 17.80- 
mile race. It was his slowest win of the 
day, but his easiest. 

“I finally had a decent grid position, 
so I pushed it, got out front and tried to 
hold it," Krebs said. "Running two- 
minute laps (he averaged 2:01.390) 
wasn't bad, I guess." 

ProTek/Parkway Cycles' Seth Hahn 
put his Suzuki GSXR1100 into second on 
the second lap and held it to the end, all 
alone and well away from the battle for 
third which went to Z-man Screen's 
Jimmy Shelton aboard a Suzuki 
GSXR750. 

Next up for Krebs was the Expert 
Heavyweight Sport Bike. This time he 
started from the fifth row and had to 
work a little harder to get out front. Still, 
he was there by the second lap and to get 
there he had to pass HyperCycle Suzu- 
ki's Jason Pridmore. 

At the halfway mark he had better 
than two seconds on Pridmore, who was 
getting pressured by Hudson Valley Rac- 
ing’s Richard Alexander Jr. Alexander 
moved into second on the third lap, 
using an inside move in the International 
Horseshoe, then tried to go after Krebs. 

Instead he found himself under attack 
by Pridmore and Bell's Suzuki's John 
Robert Jacobi. 

Krebs would win, this time by 1.975 
seconds, with Alexander taking second 
and Pridmore, who'd been dropped to 
fourth, using the draft to recover to third. 

Krebs barely had time to get a drink 
of water before he had to re-grid for the 
following race, the Unlimited Superbike. 
Jetting away from the third row, Krebs 

was into the lead on the first lap, though 
he came under early attack from Steve 
Grigg, but not for long. Grigg pulled 
down pit road on the third lap and Krebs 
was able to ease away, winning the five- 
lap race by 3.434 seconds. This one was 
his fastest, averaging 106.856 mph with 
an average lap time of 1:59.937. 

Shane Prieto took over second when 
Grigg retired and went unchallenged to 
the end. Third went to Marco Martinez, 
the Fort Lauderdale rider coming out the 
best of a three-rider feud. 

Krebs' final win, in the Unlimited 
Grand Prix, was his toughest. Krebs and 
a few others got away cleanly out front, 
ahead of a first-turn crash that stalled 
nearly the entire field. 

Though he took the early lead it was 
tenuous, Moto Liberty's Randy Renfrow 
pushing him on his Honda RS250. The 
lead pair split and Renfrow made his 
move on the second lap, but was held off 
and Krebs was briefly able to shake the 
Virginian from his draft. But the veteran 
Renfrow caught his wind running down 
the back stretch on the fourth lap and 
briefly nosed his way to the lead on the 
East Banking, only to see Krebs out- 
power him down the tri-oval. 








On the final lap, Renfrow stayed 
behind Krebs for most of the go-around, 
including going into and through the 
chicane. It looked like the perfect plan. 
He was three bike lengths back coming 
off of NASCAR Four and he made his 
move on the high side, coming up about 
a bike length short. Officially Krebs won 
by .015 of a second with Renfrow sec- 
ond, then - about 14 seconds later - 
Marco Martinez on his Kawasaki ZX-7R. 

Renfrow's lone win came in the 
Expert Lightweight Grand Prix where he 
convincingly beat Englishman John 
McGuiness on the John Bird Motorsports 
Aprilia by 7.823 seconds. 

Krebs barely had enough time to put 
gas in his machine and get another drink 
of water before he had to go right back 
out for the Expert Heavyweight Super- 
bike race. It took him until the fourth lap 
before he moved into fourth - the first 
non-Yoshimura Suzuki - and he broke 
away from the pack fighting over that 
spot to secure it at the end. He gained a 
spot when Yates pulled in on the final 
lap after Picotte and Pegram took first 
and second. Picotte's average speed of 
112.147 mph was the fastest of the CCS 
weekend. 

^Four firsts and a third. Not a bad 
weekend at all," Krebs said. "I didn't 
have the horsepower to match the 
Yoshimura bikes. I was a little down in 
that department." 

Finishing behind Krebs in that race 
were Michael Fitzpatrick and Wood. 
Wood had beaten Yates and Picotte earli- 
er, in the Expert Middleweight Sport 
Bike race, but that was mostly a function 
of grid position. Wood started from the 
sixth of 20 rows, not great, but better 
than Picotte's 18th-row, second-wave 
position. 

KWS Motorsports' Kris Clubb was 
the one who got the jump with Wood 
up to seventh by the time they hit the 
banking the first time. A lap later and 
Wood was second and closing, right on 
Clubb's tail and into the lead on the 
banking. After that he was gone, win- 
ning by 5.199 seconds, and the fight 
was for second with Clubb holding it 
and a pack of seven coming after him 
right to the stripe. In the end, Clubb 
held it with Yates breaking out of the 
pack to take third and bringing Picotte 
with him. 

^We've done all kinds of work on the 
bike," Woods said. "I hope we'll get the 
lap times down even more by Sunday. I 
was pretty happy with those laps. The 
front tire has a lot of laps on it so I tried 
to slow it down once I got out front." 
Woods had taken his first win on Fri- 


day, coming off of the fifth row to chal- 


lenge for the lead by the second of five 
laps. High on the East Banking, Woods 
took the lead on the third lap passing 
Clubb and setting sail. He won by a com- 
fortable 7.206 seconds with Clubb second 
and the late-charging William Luke tak- 
ing third on the last lap after starting 
from the 10th row. The top three were all 
Kawasaki-mounted. 

Clubb's lone win came after he got the 
jump on the Expert Middleweight Grand 
Prix field, with Luke second and Krebs 
third. Clubb won by 4.2 seconds.

"I've finally done it," Clubb said. “I 

grew up racing motocross and jumping 
the gate all the time. It's all in the tim- 
ing." 
The only victory that Kirk Tulloch 
didn't have to fight hard for was Thurs- 
day's Amateur Middleweight Grand 
Prix. The race was red-flagged and, after 
the restart, Tulloch won by a casual 6.683 
seconds over Stacey Young and Bobby 
Ludlum. 

Tulloch began Friday with the 30- 
minute GT2 race. It was red-flagged after 
13 minutes with Tulloch running in the 
lead trio. The clock continued to run and 
the race was restarted about five minutes 
later. 

On the restart, Tulloch trailed Brian 
Stokes for a lap, then went inside him in 
the International Horseshoe on the sec- 
ond and final lap. Honda West's Woody 
Gephart moved into second later in the 
lap and the pair were side by side on the 
run to the flag, Tulloch winning by .010 
of a second. Stokes ended up third, just 
ahead of Gabriel Henning. 

Tulloch and Stokes were also closely 
involved in the outcome of the Amateur 
Middleweight Superbike event. Tulloch 
got off to the early lead but was visibly 
down on power on the straightaways. 
On the third lap he lost the lead to Bell's 
Suzuki of Lexington's Myron Bell, then 
took it back a lap later, Stokes making it a 
three-rider fight for the lead. 

It was a race that would go to the flag, 
Tulloch prevailing by .199 of a second 
over Stokes with Bell taking third. CN

Bostrom 
rules

DAYTONA BEACH, FL, MAR. 2 
ualifying was disheartening for all 
| but one in the 22-rider Harley- 
Q Davidson TwinSports field. That 
one was Miller's Electrical Construction's 
Eric Bostrom. He not only set a new qual- 
ifying record of 2:11.450, just under Matt 
Wait's old mark of 2:11.701, but he was 
better than 2.5 seconds faster than any- 
one else. Barring misfortune he owned 
this one, and it turned out to be a flaw- 
less performance. 

Jumping away from the pole position, 
Bostrom established a lead that he would 
add to with each passing lap. For the first 
tour it looked like Bartels’ H-D's Jake 
Zemke might be able to stay with him, 
but even he admitted it wasn't happen- 
ing. 
"| lost Eric's draft on the first lap," 
Zemke said. Then he had to worry 
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about the rest of the field. With such a 
large lead, Bostrom had other concerns. 

“You start shifting the bike 
smoother and thinking about things a 
little more,” Bostrom said. “I was 
happy to be within a second of our 
qualifying time” 

He won the seven-lap, 25-mile race in 
15 minutes, 27.326 seconds at an average 
speed of 96.743 mph. With no one push- 
ing him, Bostrom didn’t establish a 
record. But it didn’t matter since he won 
by 10.338 seconds. 

“We hope we can do the same thing 
next week (in the AMA’s Progressive 
Insurance SuperTwins race),” Bostrom 
said. 

Zemke watched Bostrom ease away 
and had the rest of the field to worry 
about. After he lost Bostrom’s draft, he 
knew the field had the draft on him so he 
had to “work hard to lose them.” That he 
did, gradually. 

On the third of seven laps he had over 
three seconds and he opened it up slight- 
ly after that, adding a second by the end 
over third-placed Greg Hutcheson. Post- 
race dyno runs found that Zemke’s 883 
produced 67 horsepower, two over the 
65-horsepower limit - he lost his points 
and his purse money, but not his finish- 
ing position. 

Hutcheson had taken over third in the 
parade on the first lap and never relin- 
quished it. He made the occasional 
inroad into Zemke’s cushion, but never 
was able to maintain the push. 

"It was like I was getting closer, then 
each time I closed up I'd lose a little bit," 
the Kersting's Cycle Center-backed 
Hutcheson said. 

Behind the podium finishers, who 
were effectively decided on the opening 
lap, there was position changing. Matt 
Guidera held on to fourth on the second 
lap and kept Hal's H-D/Buell's Todd 
Evans at bay for much of the race. It 
wasn't until the final lap that Evans was 
able to sprint by to take fourth. 

About nine seconds behind them 
came a four-rider pack, Brian Bodine 
moving from eighth to sixth on the final 
lap, passing Shawn Conrad and drop- 
ping Jody Hendley to ninth behind Lance 
Jones. 

Perry Melneciuc, who normally races a 
Yamaha TZ250 in the AMA 250cc GP class, 
was 10th in his class debut. a

Woodcraft

his one was as good as it gets. 
T Eighteen riders were in the lead 

! pack and the draft was so strong 
it would suck you in from 70 yards 
away. But if you were in the wrong 
place it would just as quickly spit you 
back several places. Trying to keep track 
of the leaders was futile and the rider 
who won the race only led at the very 
end. 

Penguin Racing School's Eric Wood 
took the victory after a crafty last lap 
and some luck in traffic. Erion Racing's 
Andrew Stroud and Doug Toland had 
spent much of the race at the front and 
either one of them could easily have 
won, as could Team LaBelle's Dave Sad- 
owski, who took the lead in the chicane 
on the final lap. But on that last lap 
Stroud hit traffic in the chicane and 
Wood and Toland were able to sprint 
by, and Sadowski, without the benefit of 
the draft, found himself horsepower- 
deprived and was shuffled from first to 
fourth. Stroud caught Toland's draft, 
but couldn't catch Wood, who rode low 
on the apron to avoid getting drafted, 
and won a sensational race. 

"When you look at the two guys 
standing next to me (Stroud and Toland) 
and realize they're world-class riders, I 
couldn't be happier," Wood said in Vic- 
tory Lane. He explained his unique line 
on the East Banking by saying that he 
"realized there was a big freight train, 
but the distance around the bottom end 
of the speedway is less there and if any- 
one dropped down I'd hook into their 
draft. In the meantime I'd pick off a cou- 
ple guys." 

“Tt really was anyone's race, it just 
depended on what position you were in 
on the last lap," Stroud said. "Doug 
(Toland) came flying by me at the end so 
I figured he got a good tow. Being in 
front coming out of the chicane on the 
last lap was not the place to be. I got

caught out by some lapped riders and 
lost my drive." 

The difference at the line was .019 of a 
second - Wood over Stroud with Toland 
just behind. 

Then, in quick succession, came Team 
LaBelle's Sadowski, in his inaugural ride 
on the Suzuki GSXR600, 4 & 6 Racing's 
Ray Yoder (who would later lose his 
points and purse, but not his finishing 
position, for using illegal fuel), Rick Kirk 
and Moto Liberty's Toshiyuki Kaku, who 
spent much of the race bumping into 
Sadowski. 

"I'm up on the wall and the guy's 
bumping into me," Sadowski said. "It 
was like NASCAR. Six different times he 
bumped me. He did it while I was going 
in a straight line. I went to outbrake him 
and I said, I can't take this anymore’ and 
I just gave him a little foot.” 

Sadowski said that Kaku came over 
after the race and apologized. 

Wood completed the 10-lap, 35.6-mile 
race in 20 minutes, 9.152 seconds at an 
average speed of 105.992 mph. 

The race complexion might have been 
different had two of the top qualifiers not 
been disqualified after timed qualifying. 
Ben Bostrom, who qualified on the pole, 
was DQ‘ed after his Zero Gravity Honda 
was found to be 1.5 pounds below the 
minimum weight limit. Third-fastest 
qualifier Matt Wait was also removed 
from the field, his infractions being a 
motorcycle that was one-half pound too 
light and not in compliance with the 
spec-fuel rule. 

Regardless of their presence or 
absence, this was a quality field, evenly 
matched and it was apparent right from 
the wave of the green flag. William Luke, 
Richard Alexander Jr., Stroud and 
Toland jumped to the front with Toland 
taking over the lead by the end of the lap 
and Wood moving into fourth. 

The lead pack seemed to not dimin- 
ish; it was just the opposite. There were 
about 18 riders nose-to-tail in the lead 
draft and no position was safe from 
attack, though it looked like Toland 
might make a break on the second lap. 
He had a slight margin, then came under 
pressure from Alexander, who dropped 
low on the apron to take second. Just as 
quickly he was shuffled back to fourth 
behind Toland, Luke and Wood. Stroud 
found himself back in seventh on the 
third lap, up to fourth on the second, 
then into second on the brakes going into 
the chicane on the fourth, making it 
Erion Racing one-two. 

Their party was interrupted by Owen 
Weichel on the sixth lap when he got 


_ between them, with Yoder just behind 


and Wood lurking nearby. By now Sad- 
owski was well into the top 10 and about 


^ to move in on the top five. 


The lead pack lost two of its own on 
the seventh lap with Jeff Williams crash- 
ing in turn one and Frank Williams going 
down in the West End Horseshoe. 

Stroud somehow managed to hold 
onto the lead while chaos was going on 
behind him. He kept it until the ninth lap 
when Yoder made his way to the front, 
briefly, then got shuffled back to third 
behind Stroud and Wood, with Toland 
losing more ground. 

From early on everyone knew this one 
was going down to the last lap and it did. 
Stroud led down the back straight from 
Wood, then Yoder, Sadowski and Kirk. 
Sadowski took the lead going through 
the chicane just before they hit traffic and 








Wood, who looked like he got held up, 
made the best of it. He used the low line 
and as they went four wide to the line he 
used a different line and reached the line 
first. 

"I saw Dave Sadowski shoot out of 
the chicane," Woods said. "I thought, 
‘Oh man, that bike's fast.’ I just put my 
head down and figured the only thing to 
do was go where no one would follow 
me in the draft. I figured I'd go down pit 
lane and nobody would follow me, and it 
worked." 

"There were three lapped riders there 
at the apex," Stroud explained. "I lost my. 
drive. Right away I knew I was stuffed. 
Sadowski was the first one to pass me." 

“I tried real hard but I don't think 
there was any catching him," Toland 
said. “As everyone saw, a lot can happen 
in one lap. I looked back one time and 
there was a string of bikes as far as I 
could see. I looked back in NASCAR 
Turn Four and they all went by me. I 
knew I was in trouble then and that I'd 
have to ride hard to pull it out." 

Since he was down on power, there 
was no way that was going to happen. 
Post-race dyno runs showed Woods’ 
Kawasaki to have about five more horse- 
power than the Erion Racing Hondas. 

Sadowski got shuffled back to 
fourth when his Suzuki suddenly 
wouldn’t pull coming out of the chi- 
cane. “I was heading for the flag and it 
went dead,” Sadowski said. “Without 
the draft it wouldn’t go. It was frustrat- 
ing for me to not have any horsepower. 
Every time I'd get going I'd ruin it with 
five or six life-threatening moves that 
I'd pull off.” 

Sadowski also said that the racing was 
so close that Yoder rammed him from 
behind, but was able to keep going. ^I 
thought he went down, but he's so 
strong he pulled it out." 

Yoder finished fifth just ahead of Kirk 
and Kaku with Rad Greaves eighth on 
another Erion Racing Honda. William 
Luke ended up ninth just in front of 
Weichel. €N

Higbee 
gone

he outcome of the Buell Lightning 
Т race was decided in large part by а 

single bolt. When the shock- 
mounting bolt on Eric Bostrom’s Electri- 
cal Construction Buell 1200 came loose 
on the second lap, the rear of the bike sat 
down on the tire, the wheel locked up 
and Bostrom, who was about 300 yards 
out of the chicane, wrestled his bike to a 
stop as it left a long black mark. That was 
his signature. 

After that, Shawn Higbee put his sig- 
nature on the seven-lap race, blitzing 
away from the 17-rider pack at better 
than four seconds a lap to win his inau- 
gural Buell Lightning Series race on the 
Motorcycle Online/Corbin-backed Buell. 
For Higbee, it was a warm welcome back 
to racing after struggling through 1996 
on the Fast by Ferracci Ducatis. 

“After not making it on the podium 
last year, it’s great to be back as number 
one,” the former AMA Harley-Davidson 
TwinSports champion said. "I figured it 
would be Eric (Bostrom) and I out front 
and we'd probably have to dice it out. I 
guess Eric had a problem on his bike.” 

To say the least. 

“It was a wild ride,” Bostrom said of 
his second-lap adventure. “One minute 
I’m drafting Shawn (Higbee) and the 
next minute I’m locked up.and side- 
ways.” 
` That he and Higbee had cleared out 
from the field with relative ease does not 
bode well for the series regulars, espe- 
cially since this was Higbee’s first race on 
the Buell. 

“ still have to learn how to ride this 
bike because this was my first time on it,” 
Higbee said. “I was using the race to 
learn as I went.” 

He learned well enough to win in 
record time, completing the seven-lap, 
25-mile race in 14 minutes, 36.486 sec- 
onds at an average speed of 102.354 mph. 
Higbee lowered the average-speed mark 
of 100.675 mph held by Eric’s brother 
Ben Bostrom. 

He also takes the lead in the champi- 
onship points standings after the first of 
nine races with 35 points. 

Second in the standings and on the 
day was Shawn Conrad on the HMC 
Hansen Racing Buell and his day was far 
less leisurely than Higbee’s. Starting on 
the back row of the grid, Conrad waited 
patiently through the initial sorting-out 
process of the first few laps - Bostrom’s 
retirement, then Billy Graef pulling to a 
smoking halt in turn one - rode hard and 
found himself in third behind Roy David 
Nicholson and. in front of Young's H-D's 
David McGrath, with Low Country 
Harley-Davidson's Shawn McNary back 

Conrad moved into second on the 
third lap, dropped back to third on the 
next one, but was back in second by the 
end of the lap on a machine that had a 
visible speed advantage. He had Nichol- 
son in tow and the two were pulling 
away from McGrath when McGrath 
overshot the first turn and rejoined the 
field almost at the very back of the field. 
He would end up 10th. 

Meanwhile, Conrad was able to edge

away from Nicholson, who didn't make 
the final lap, handing third over to Todd 
Evans who moved by McNary with a 
classic draft-pass on the final lap. Jody 
Hendley was fifth until the post-race 
inspection. He was found to be under the 
class minimum weight of 395 pounds 
and was docked his points and purse 
awards, but maintained his finishing 
position. 

“1 really had to ride to get through all 
that traffic after starting on the back 
row," Conrad said. "This is our first actu- 
al Buell race so it's great to be on the 
podium. I managed to pass Graef on the 
banking. I was able to hold enough of an 
advantage in the infield so that the next 
time I got out on the banking I was able. 
to pull away without him drafting past." 

After finishing third, Todd Evans 
explained that he'd blown up his engine 
in morning qualifying and had to re- 
build it. 

"Then we had to start in the third 
row, but it all worked out pretty good," 
Evans said. “The last lap was all pretty 
much strategy. I’ve been here before. You 
don't want to lead coming out of that last 
corner toward the finish line. You've got 
to be behind them, otherwise they're 
gonna come right by you. That's what I 
did. I just planned it right." 

After passing him on the fourth lap, 
New Castle H-D's Brian Bodine spent the 
rest of the race trying to shake Illinois H- 
D/Buell’s Michael Friberg, which he did 
as the race wound down. Bodine was a 
secure sixth, Friberg seventh, then 
Modesto Harley-Davidson's Robert 
Bussey, David Kieffer and McGrath. (N

DAYTONA BEACH, FL, MAR. 2 
asahiro Ifzuka made short work 
of the Idemitsu American Grand 
P Prix field, blasting away from the 
field on the second of seven laps to win 
by a very comfortable 12-plus seconds at 
Daytona International Speedway. 

The Silverman Racing Museum- 
backed Honda RS125 rider's only com- 
petition was his own race record from 
the fall race here, which he broke easily, 
winning the 25-mile race in 15 minutes, 
5.180 seconds at an average speed of 
99.110 mph. His previous winning aver- 
age was 98.766 mph. 

“Му bike was very strong because our 
tuner makes very good motor," lizuka 
said in heavily accented English. "We 
had new airbox from Japan that helped. 
The suspension, with a Penske shock, 
was good. Everything worked good. I 
think I feel very comfortable with this 
new team (which he joined after riding 





for Moto Liberty Honda last year). 
There's no pressure and I enjoy it." 

lizuka won last year's championship 
by 104 points and takes the lead in this 
one by scoring 35 points in the series 
opener. 

Though lizuka made himself scarce 
from the start, the fight for second was a 
good one and it went right to the end. 
Moto Liberty Honda's Marcello Del Giu- 
dice hooked up with class newcomer, 
and AMA 250cc GP campaigner, Roland 
Sands, series runner-up Vicky Jackson- 
Bell, on the second Silverman Racing 
Museum entry, and World Sports 
Imports' Mark Foster, also an AMA 
250cc GP regular. 

Jackson-Bell led the rest of the 23-rider 
field across the stripe on the second lap, 
then Del Giudice braked deep into turn 
one to take the spot. 

On the next lap it was Del Giudice 
again in second, with Foster now third, 
then Sands and Jackson-Bell, who 
seemed to have the faster mount from 
turn four to the finish line. Even so, there 
was no getting away and swapping was 
constant, especially in the draft and on 
the brakes. 

“We were three abreast on the bank- 
ing all the time and that was weird," 
Sands said. "If there was an inch on the 
outside somebody was going by some- 
body." 

Everyone got their turn in second 
place but there was a hint of order in the 
final two laps. 

Sands led across the stripe from Del 
Giudice, Jackson-Bell and Foster ending 
the fifth lap and again on the sixth, then 
the back pair swapped as Sands tried to 
get a gap. On the final run to the flag 
Sands was able to prevent himself from 
being drafted and Del Giudice held off 
the fight for fourth. Foster had gotten by 
Jackson-Bell on the West Banking, only 
to see her go by on the run down the 
back straightaway. Once they came out 
of the chicane it was Jackson-Bell's race 
with Foster ending up fifth. 

"That was some of the best racing I’ve 
ever had," Sands enthused. "That's the 
way 125 racing is. It's the best, the clos- 
est, the diciest - the best. Just insane." 

“We worked our butts off to try to 
get it running well, but Iizuka has got 
his stuff dialed in," said. Del Giudice, 
who sang the National Anthem before 
the day's races began. "His bike pulls 
out of the corners real well. If we had a 
few more days we might catch him." 

Well behind the top five came Perfor- 
mance Machine's Chris Rogers, all alone 
and the first Yamaha-mounted rider. €N

with the introduction of the Honda 
NSR500V V-twin, has their position as the 
choice of privateers been challenged. 

Since deciding to go forward with this 
project, Roberts has been a very busy 
man. Though he occasionally gets back to 
his ranch in Hickman, .outside of 
Modesto, California, he spends most of 
his time in Banbury, about 70 miles 
northwest of London, in the cradle of 
Formula One country. That’s where he 
has chosen to design and build his race 
bike, mainly because of the nearly limit- 
less supply of outside contractors with 
automotive experience. 

The day Cycle News visited Roberts 

was the day of the official electronic 
press launch, photos and interviews 
unveiled on the Marlboro and Roberts 
group websites (http: / / www.roberts- 
group.com). A more formal launch had 
been planned that day in London, but it 
was inexplicably canceled by Marlboro. 
Instead, Roberts had the day free to dis- 
cuss the onset of a new era in racing. 
When did you actually get serious 
about doing this? 
The problem has been with Yamaha. It's 
been very bumpy negotiation. The trou- 
ble with Yamaha is very much of a.... 
well, to get what Phillip Morris wants 
fróm them was sometimes difficult for 
them to understand. So you're dealing on 
а year-to-year contractual basis. And 
there's been bumpy years where my 
sponsors requested me to go to Honda. 
Well, then you go to Honda and they say 
you can't come here because we'd love to 
have you, but Yamaha would quit. The 
biggest team can't run the best bike type 
of thing. So I was trapped. Obviously, 
Lucky Strike is with Suzuki so I had no 
trump card. So every time you're telling 
people that it's got to be this way or 
nothing, it gets a little hairy. Especially as 
the financial commitment to racing gets 
bigger, from whoever you're dealing 
with. So for three or four years we have, 
off and on, when negotiations would get 
really bad or the people would start let- 
ting us down, we would get more serious 
about doing our own thing.

enny Roberts has always 
done things his way and he's 
Ki prevailed. From his dis- 
tinguished career as a racer to 
his current vocation as a team owner, 
he’s usually managed to stay one step 
ahead of the competition. You don’t win 
two AMA Grand National Champi- 
onships, three 500cc World Champi- 
onships, then three more as a team 
owner, plus a 250cc title, without some 
degree of knowledge. It didn't always 
work, and there were some magnificent 
failures, but, on balance, he's far ahead. 
Now, at the age of 45, he's taken on his 
most ambitious project ever, the creation 
of a 500cc World Championship-contend- 
ing three-cylinder two-stroke, the Mode- 
nas KR3. To those who know him it 
doesn't come as a surprise. For some time 
he's been an advocate of a reduced role by 
the Japanese factories in Grand Prix rac- 
ing. He successfully convinced Yamaha to 
provide competitive YZR500 engines to 
privateers and, mounted in Harris and 
ROC frames, they've filled much of the 
GP grid for the past five years. Only now, 
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They had a big shakeup at Yamaha 
and they moved some people around, 
and one of those was a key person who I 
always depended on telling me the truth 
- because I didn't ever get everything I 
wanted, but I need the truth. And I need- 
ed to know what they were thinking 
about for the future because, as they're 
going to find out, it’s hard to manage a 
racing team. Especially if you're working 
month by month. It's almost impossible. 
And to beat Honda and Suzuki, who run 
their own thing - there's no middlemen. 
They run their own thing. When they 
changed the people around, and.moved 
the people out of the department I could 
really trust, the negotiations for me were 
at an end at that point. That was Decem- 
ber 3 of last year (1995). And December 4, 


I said go, let's build our own. Because _ 


there's no way I could depend on the 
new people to carry out and do what my 
sponsors want to do. 

And what's that? 

Number one, to have a motorcycle to 
race. Because they could say at any time 
that they weren't going to race again. So I 
had to have something to fall back on. 
And as things progressed and as it start- 
ed looking better and better, it became a 
stronger and stronger option. Until the 
end, the negotiations with Yamaha were 
as everyone expected, luke cold. I just 
said, "Why am I doing this?" Working 
with people I didn't enjoy, getting lied to 
occasionally. It really got to the point that 
it's their business and they ran it proper- 
ly. I'm not going to change that. Or they 
run it improperly. I don't know. I don't 
care. There's nothing I can do about that. 
I know what it takes to run a racing team 
and I know what it takes to try to win 
and that's 100 percent commitment from 
everybody. And it was real hard. And it 
got to the point where why am I doing 
that? I'm not enjoying the people I'm 
working with. It just got to the point that 
right after Assen I met the top racing 
manager and the other guy and I just 
went, “I’m not doing this again." And, at 
that point, at Assen, there was no option 
for me. I was not working for Yamaha. 
This was '96. I had enough. I just said, 
“Look, I'm building my own bike. I’m 
going to race that or I'm not going to 
race," and that's the way I maintained it 
all the way through. Now we never actu- 
ally sent out an official press release 
because Marlboro didn't want to do that. 
But it had nothing to do with me. 
Because I wasn't turning around. АП the 
money that they have is not worth 
putting up with what I was putting up 
with. 

And when you made that decision in 
September you knew that this project 
was far enough along that you'd have 
something to race next year? 

Yeah, I thought I did. Obviously there's 
going to be some hiccups because we got 
such a late start to actually commit to 
building the race bikes. This is just a pro- 
totype. The race bikes aren't going to be 
built until the end of March and we race 
in April. One of the things that we're fair- 
ly proud of is that Marlboro decided to 
go with us with such a scary project. If 
I'd have known four months ago that we 
were going to race, we could have had 
the bikes ready by now. But I only gave 
the go-ahead to do that two weeks ago. 
What would you have done? Sat out a 
year? 

Probably more than that. Probably sat 
out forever. If you're not working with 
the right people and the sponsors no 
longer have the faith that you can do it, 
it's really not fun. It takes a lot of money, 
a lot of commitment from people. It all 
has to be the right deal to all make it 
enjoyable but also successful. 
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Did you approach any other manufac- 
turers in the fall to get bikes on an inter- 
im basis to get you through the year? 
No. We have no backup. It’s gutsy. It’s a 
big undertaking. And to be honest, very 
truthfully, I didn’t think it would be as 
big as it actually is. And I’ve done a lot in 
motorcycle racing. Me and my engineer- 
ing staff thought it was going to be a little 
easier than it is. There have been quite a 
few hiccups in engineering, which we 
expected. We didn’t expect as much. 
Anything in particular? 

Everything. When you send stuff out 
contracted on a blueprint, it comes back 
and sometimes it’s 10 percent off. Ten 
percent off doesn’t fit. Two percent off 
doesn’t fit. It doesn’t meet the specifica- 
tions. It doesn’t fit and it has to be made 
again. Tensions are high right now. We 
really want to be on a race track setting 
lap records. We really thought we were 
at this point. We really thought we'd be 
at a race track doing well right now. So 
we're behind. There’s no question about 
it. I've never denied it. 

When did you actually start designing 
the bike? 

Warren (Willing) is the guy who basical- 
ly put the motorcycle together. He start- 
ed three or four years ago. We kick it 
around all the time. And he had concept 
drawings in his computer. He has a pro- 
gram in his computer and at races he'd 
diddle around with the three-cylinder 
idea, two-cylinder idea, four-cylinder 
idea. How to do this, how to do that. We 
actually built a twin in America, a V-twin 
test motor, about two years ago - a 250. It 
was a concept that we wanted to do for 
our motor and it was successful. Part of 
our three is that twin. So we've been toil- 
ing with the thing for quite a while. It's a 
dyno motor, made out of complete billet. 
It's quite a nice little piece. At this point 
we don't have any plans to race it. 
Willing has had these drawings all 
along. When he did he turn them into 
reality? 

It was May when TWR (Tom Walkin- 
shaw Racing) started to design the 
motor. 

And how did you come to choose them? 
John Gentry used to work for me and 
now he works for them. And they were 
kicking around ideas in their engine 
department for what they could do and 
what they couldn't do. And motorcycles 
came into it. Why don't we build a 
motorcycle engine? And John said, 
^Well, if you guys want to build a motor- 
cycle engine, I know someone who wants 
to build one too." And I had a meeting 
with Tom and his people and they were 
enthusiastic, and that was all it took. I 
had two meetings and I said go. This 
thing has been done in three phases. 
Phase one being the dyno motor, the test 
motor. Phase two being what you see 
now. Phase three being race ready for 
April. TWR did all of the drawings and 
some in-house manufacturings, but a lot 
of the stuff is done around England. The 
ignition is done by us. We do certain pro- 
jects too. АП the chassis stuff is ours, the 
radiator and all that stuff. It was original- 
ly designed in their design staff studio, 
but it's our responsibility to make it all 
happen. And now we have the capability 
of designing our own CAD (computer 
assisted design) parts. We'll be up and 
running within two weeks with our CAD 
system. 

So if we want a handlebar changed, 
for instance, we will design it, send it out 
to the people that build them and say 
build them for us. And by midseason, I'd 
say we'll have the capability of doing 
everything in-house. Except the engines. 
We want TWR to do the engines. They 
have what we believe are some of the 


best engine engineering people and there 
are some things in the motor that we feel 
are unique so it doesn't have to be very 
special. It just has to do what it's sup- 
posed to do. And it has to be made to the 
best tolerances. It has to be made from 
the best material and it has to have the 
best people working on it. That's what 
they really bring to the table. They've 
been building race engines for a long 
time. 

There was some talk that you spoke to 
Aprilia about this. 

I did talk to Aprilia about this. I have to 
sell it. I’m not a manufacturer, I’m not 
Aprilia. So it only makes sense to sell it to 
a manufacturer. I talked to Harley about 
this two years, three years ago. So it's not 
something new. 

How far did you get with Harley? 

It made it to the board. It made a lot of 
sense for them to do this project because 
we could have done it there very easily. 
Almost as easy as we did it here. And it 
would have been successful. 

What would they have to gain from it? 
Harley's got to expand into the world. 
They can't just be in the American mar- 
ket, and I think what it brought to them 
was a huge marketing opportunity 
worldwide to sell their merchandise. 
And it brings a whole new group of peo- 
ple. And some day they're going to need 
that. 

As it is, they sell every one they make. 
That's going down too. The 050 
changes. It’s funny, isn’t it? 

And why didn’t the Aprilia deal ecto 
out? 

Two reasons. One, they’re very, very ner- 
vous about this project and the speed in 
which we're putting this on the race 
track, and there are big risks around that. 
They were very, very keen to do it. 
Again, it's easier for them to say, "We 
have a twin, let's just wait a year and see 
what happens." Of course, they missed

it. Now 
it's gone and 
nobody can get it. My attitude was, yeah, 
I have to sell it. There's no question that I 
needed the finances to build the motor. I 
kind of wanted to do it with someone 
other than someone who's already out 
there. It really kind of worked out as a 
blessing in disguise. The Modenas thing 
15 а much bigger deal for me. 

How hard was it to talk Marlboro into 
paying for this? 

Marlboro is a sponsor who pays for the 
running costs. Just like they did with 
Yamaha, basically. 

Who pays for the rest? 

Modenas. Modenas is a motorcycle 
which is part of the Hicom Group. They 
build about 10,000 units a month of a 
110cc and they were interested in 
expanding into the world market and 
this will lead on to products and possibly 
other things. 

And how did you convince them to 
build a motorcycle? 

I had meetings with them. It started 
about December. I’ve had two meetings 
with them. Once in England and one in 
Malaysia and did the deal. And had they 
not come through, I'd still be trying to 
sell it. I had enough to do it the first year. 
I had enough to do that from all my 
sponsor pool and from outside sources. 
Year two and year three I would have 
had to sell to somebody. 


hat Kenny Roberts enjoys most about racing is engineering. What he may well be best 


at is salesmanship. 


A little more than a month after making contact with a Malaysian businessman at a 
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Malaysian industrial concern which would guarantee the survival of his revolutionary three- 
cylinder GP project for three years and give a name to his motorcycle. 

MODENAS is an acronym (Motosikal Dan Enjin Nasional SBN BHD) for the company -- 
one of the various automotive enterprises under the giant DRB Hicom Group umbrella - -which 
produces Malaysia's first national motorcycle, the Modenas Kriss. Through a previous associa- 
tion with the chairman of the Proton auto group, another DRB Hicom Group holding, Roberts 
made his pitch to the second in command of Modenas on December 14 at the race where his 
Asian 250cc team was competing. On January 22, Group Chairman Tan Sri Dato' Seri Yahaya 
Ahmad and Roberts met in London and the three-year agreement was inked. 

"This is a strategic alliance in our effort to build a meaningful presence in the world motor- 
cycle market,” the chairman said in a statement. 

What do they get for their considerable investment? Obviously, they get profile. Win or 
lose, the Marlboro Roberts Modenas KR3 will be the center of attention at every Grand Prix, 
giving the Malaysian company the sort of publicity it'd be hard pressed to buy. 

They also get the naming rights to the motorcycle and access to Team Roberts technology 
for the length of the contract. But, Roberts says, "It's a bigger deal than that. Their goal is to 
build the highest-performance, highest-quality street machines.” 

And Roberts will develop any technology, any engine configuration they request. "That's 
what we bring to the table, our expertise to get things done correctly in a short amount of 
time.” 

Incorporated in August of 1995 as part of the DRB Hicom Group, Modenas produces 
100,000 motorcycles a year with capacity expected to rise to 350,000 in three years. Though 
their market is currently local, their plans include worldwide distribution, something. other 
members of the group have achieved. Among the partners in the production of the 110cc four- 
stroke is Kawasaki Heavy Industries Ltd. 

DRB Hicom is a diversified industrial and global ate with operating income in 
1995 - the last year for which are available - of 5.625 billion RM ($2.25 billion U.S.) and 
a pre-tax profit of 624.5 RM million ($250 million). Its core business interests include automo- 
bile manufacturing and distribution, financial services, property management and construc- 
tion and a host of service industries including engineering, information technology, airport 
and airline services, communications and waste management. Hicom Holdings alone has 65 
companies, including manufacturing ventures with Honda, Suzuki, and Yamaha, as well as 
the production of Proton automobiles, Malaysia's national car which is exported to over 32 
nations, mostly in the Third World. Automotive-related businesses - passenger cars, 4x4's, 
buses, trucks and motorcycles, and their support industries - accounted for 76.5 percent of 
DRB Hicom Group's income in 1995. 
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How long is their commitment? 

Three years. They're actually people who 
really want to do something. It's really a 
change from what I've been doing. The 
racing department at Yamaha is. very 
eager and they want to do that. But the 
bean.counters that actually run the com- 
pany just don't let them. So you never 
really know where you stand from year 
to year. 

What does Modenas hope to get out of 
it? 

Now, you're finding out what their name 
is. They bought the naming rights to the 
motor just like Chevrolet did with Ilmor. 
That's basically what they're in this for. 
They're a very aggressive company, a 
very big company. I think they have 
32,000 employees with this group. 
They're into everything from airliners to 
banks to heavy industry. Motorcycles are 
one division. 

How did you find them? 

I'm looking, looking to sell it. I was look- 
ing in Indonesia, I was looking in 
Malaysia, China even India. Anybody 
who made a product that could benefit 
from this project. Because the actual cost 
of this project and what you'll get out of 
it is very good. It's not like it's a bad pro- 
ject. It’s a very good project, provided 
that we keep on the leading edge of tech- 
nology. They have access to that technol- 
ogy. They have access to what I consider, 
and what many consider, the best team 
in the world of motorcycle racing. Espe- 
cially since no one has the technical base 
that we have in the companies that we 
own and the diversified way that we can 
get things done. I think, no question, the 
speed in which we can get things done. 
With Yamaha you mentioned that there 
were times you wanted to get some- 





thing done and it either didn’t get done 
or didn’t get done fast enough. 

That’s a problem and if they think that 
it’s not a priority and they just spend 
money on it, they’re not going to do it. 
To give you an example, there’s a hole 
right in the right-side fairing of the bike 
in 1991 and it ate the “r” up in "Marl- 
boro." And it was to cool the clutch off. 
And we asked them to duct it from the 
front ina little side duct. You know how 
many years it took me to get that done? 
Years, I’m talking about. 

Why couldn't you do it yourself? 

Every year they changed the fairing. 
Their responsibility to Marlboro is to do 
the bikes. To do a bottom thing like that, 
to make a mold, is fairly expensive. And 
all I did was say next time we make fair- 
ings, why don't you do that. And they 
go, yeah, yeah. And they write it down. 
And it took three years. And finally, in 
Japan, I just finally grabbed one of them 
and threatened to kill him if he didn't do 
it. And it's not the fact that I could've 
done it. Sure I could've done it, but they 
should've done it. Or they should have 
told me, "Kenny we can't do it.” I’m not 
really even complaining. It's frustrating. 
It just wears you down after a while. 

Last year you seemed to take matters 
into your own hands. 

Last year we knew we were building 
something else. We didn't do much last 
year to our motorcycles. Last year we 
had our hands full running three riders 
with the same crew that we ran two with 
and we were building our own motorcy- 
cle on the side and putting all this togeth- 
er. 

Does it ever get overwhelming? 

It does get overwhelming. I haven't had 
a good night's sleep in a long time. The

project, he's also a realist. He's entering 


the race season on an untested machine with two largely inexperienced riders. 
Can you win the 1997 500cc World Championship? 


A s enthusiastic as Kenny Roberts is about his 


АП in all, I would say no. The odds are against us, largely. We are actually racing Mick 
Doohan, who's a very established hard-core guy right now. He's at his peak, he's not going to 
get any better. He may even get worse, but he's not going to get any better. But he's very, very 
able of winning every race. And that's a very hard combination, even if our motorcycle is bet- 
ter, because we still have relatively no experience. These guys have no experience compared to 
Mick. None, zero. Just those two things alone, right there, is a tall order to ask (Kenny Roberts) 
Junior or Jean-Michel (Bayle). Our only hope next year is to engineer a better motorcycle. If we 
can engineer a better combination, I think that we can win races. But to win the World Cham- 
pionship, I don't see a realistic shot at that. ; 

But if you said, “Well, you have Yamahas for next year and you have Junior and Bayle” 
and you asked if we realistically have a shot at winning the championship, my answer would 


be no. We do not. The total combination would still be weighed toward Honda and Doohan. I - 


think that they'll give Mick some fits, but heavily weighed toward Mick. For us to beat Mick 
Doohan right now we have to build a better motorcycle, have a better team and much better 
backup for our riders. And I think our riders can win the World Championship. But that's a 
tall order for the team to take in one year, considering that we probably won't even run our 
race engines until the first race. : 

After Doohan who do you see? 

Our two guys. I think our two guys are two young guys who are going to last.a while. Then I 
see other young guys coming up. (Anthony) Gobert, (Troy) Corser. (Alex) Criville is just 
improving, improving, improving. And if Mick quit, Criville would step right into Mick's 
place, and he's plenty capable of beating him right now. He's training hard and I think he's 
going to give Mick some more thrills this year. I’m really impressed with what he's done. 

`. (Norifume) Abe will be better. Abe's got a funny style, but when he figures it out he's 
going to be a good racer. I think he's a good racer right now, he's just got some experience to 
learn. He just needs more experience, and it's going to take him a little while. With that style 
it's going to take him a little longer. It's a very aggressive style and he uses a lot of front end, 
but he has a feel for the rear and that's a combination to beat. If he ever learns how to go 
through an ess-curve as well as he can get around a single corner he's going to be good. 

Gobert, I mentioned, and Daryl’s (Beattie) proven that he can run consistently, but I don't 
see Daryl beating Mick right now. I don't know how good the Suzuki's going to be. That's a 
wild card. I think if the Suzuki's going to be better and Daryl's 100 percent, I think Daryl's 
capable of beating Mick as well. l'm not sure for the whole World Championship, but he's 
proven he can beat him. And if the Suzuki is a better motorcycle than the Honda, which is a 
big if, I think they can. From what I understand, they went very well in testing. Even Gobert's 
surprised a few people, so it really depends on how good the bike is. 

(Luca) Cadalora's a fast motorcycle racer. I don't think he has the consistency lap after lap 
after lap that Mick has, even if the bike's not working. But he certainly can ride a motorcycle. 
He's got probably the most feel of anyone I've ever worked with. Corser, | don't think he's 
going to set the world on fire this year. But he's got a lot of experience, probably more than our 
guys. I think the combination of the Yamaha and Luca's going to be at times, and I 
don't think Corser's going to let Luca out of his sights for too long. I don't see them beating 
Mick for the championship. But I think Luca's capable of winning races.

most frustrating part is not actually keep- 
ing on a time schedule. Engineering runs 
into these hiccups and this won't be a 
problem next year, but it's a problem 
right now. Our new bike for the '97 sea- 
son isn't done yet. But our '98 model 
could come the middle of '97 or the end 
of '97. Our '99 could come in '97. That's 
what I see as the benefit. It's not really a 
problem that Yamaha waits a year to 
build a new bike as long as they update 
through the season with what you need 
to win. I don't see us having huge advan- 
tages. I think we can do it quicker. That's 
what we want. We want to be able to do 
that. We're never going to have the 
capacity and money to throw at this pro- 
ject that Honda could it they wanted to. 
So we have to be better. We have to make 
better stuff cheaper. 

Can you compete doing it that way? 

I think that we can compete. Obviously, 
we're not lacking in any type of manu- 
facturing. The Japanese do not have any 
edge on manufacturing that we do. Basi- 
cally it’s down to the people who draw 
the part that ask for them to be manufac- 
tured. And that's where I think we have 
some strong points. They can do more of 
it because they bring up young engi- 
neers. We don't have to bring up young 
engineers. Our old engineers are good 
enough. It's just a different philosophy. 
This is a more of a Formula One project 
than it is a motorcycle project. Again, I'm 
not saying that what they do is bad. 
Because what they do for their company 
is very good because it teaches the young 
engineers how to build better parts 
quicker. Puts them under a little pressure 
to see how they react. And we will prob- 
ably be doing the same thing with Mode- 
nas. We will be their link to high-quality 
technical parts. And that will flow to an 
assembly line somewhere and get manu- 
factured some day. Whether it's a 125 or 
250 or 500. 

Have you run the bike enough to know 
how reliable it's going to be? 

No. 

Is that a concern? 

Yes. Everything is a concern at this point. 
Whether the footpegs are strong enough, 
whether the gearshift lever is going to be 





strong enough. What the mileage is on it 
so we can order more if we need them. 
Everything is a concern. This is a Formu- 
1а One racing team. We are not stopping 
for three years on this project. The draw- 
ings are being updated and all put into a 
CAD system and whenever we want, we 
still have some stuff that we want to 
make lighter and that depends on 
mileage. If the thing runs too long, we 
want it to run less. It's ongoing, every 
day people come in here to work. It's a 
small group compared to Honda, but 
every day people come in to work. And 
when we're at races there's going to be a 
full work staff here working. 

Where else are people working on this 
project? 

We have a 250 team in Asia, three riders, 
I think, and a facility. We have an R&D 
connection with Australia, the biggest 
two-stroke development company in the 
world, called Orbital. We have an R&D 
facility, dyno, single-cylinder test bench 
in America and some other equipment 
that's very specialized. We have the 
KRTR (Kenny Roberts Training Ranch) 
and also a racing facility and workshop 
in Spain. And then we have the facility at 
our disposal at TWR. We're also sfarting 
a little group in Japan. 

What does TWR deliver? 

The engines will arrive here ready to race 
and we will just put them in the bike. 
We're in charge of the bike, they're in 
charge of the motor. It's not like Formula 
One where you have to turn it back in. 
It's a joint venture with them and us and 
we probably will have our own dyno 
facility here soon. 

Who designed the chassis? 

All the designs were done at TWR either 
with drawings or CAD with Mike Sin- 
clair and Warren Willing. Mike and War- 
ren worked on it after every Grand Prix. 
They were flown back to England and 
they designed the complete bike. And 
TWR did the detail stuff. It was done 
with both parties, what they're strong at 
and what we're strong at. There are some 
things that are a little bit different, but 
there's nothing that's whacko. We just 
can't afford to go whacko at the moment. 
We will go whacko eventually. We will 








go farther than anybody else in aerody- 

namics, in suspensions, in whatever. 

„That's what we've always been good at, 

oing the next step, and we will continue 
to do that. Right now we want to win. 
We know that this thing is going to be 
okay on the race track because it's got to 
be okay. We've got too much experience 
‘for it not to be okay. Whether it wins 
races... that's another thing. That 
depends on riders, tires, whatever. But 
«we know the bike's going to be okay. 

And from riding it the first time, it’s 
‘going to be a joy. 

“Is it like anything you've ridden before? 
Yeah, it is like something I've ridden 
before. Something I rarely got beaten on, 

sactually. Like one of my 2505 that Kel 
(Carruthers) built. I asked Kel to make 
me a small 250 once. It had the kind of a 
powerband that this thing has - real good 
bottom-end power. It’s just going to be a 

_joy to ride. It's a very small motorcycle 
and after riding a Yamaha this one is just 

sigoing to be funner to ride. Now whether 
dt's faster, I don't know. But it’s going to 

-ibe a lot funner to ride. We're not going to 

win any top-speed award. That's not our 
:goal. 

;How are you going to win? 

3We've won races before and we've never 
ywon on top speed. There was only one 
year that we had top speed, and we 
;didn't really have top speed. We've 
;always had handling and acceleration 
was good, but we never really had top 
speed cornered. That's been Honda's 
domain for a long time. And we don't 
feel that we're going to beat that, and 
horsepower-wise. But our bikes are 
hopefully going to come off the corner a 
little better, and if it can come off the cor- 
ner a little better that's really better than 
what we had last year. If everybody 
makes a big jump, okay, then we've got 

gto reset our target. But our target was set 
ол something that we had last year 
“which was a very decent motorcycle. The 
¿motorcycle that we had last year was a 
slot better than it was a year before. So 
we're basing it on that and I think we're 

„going to be competitive. I'm not sure that 
we're going to win every race, I’m not 

sure that we're not going to win any. I’m 
not sure that we're going to last every 
race. But we have to start somewhere. 
‚Ате you at all concerned about the 
effect this will have on the riders if the 
thing isn’t reliable? 

Jl tell you something. We have the two 
mentally strongest riders that Гуе had for 
ҳа long time since Wayne (Rainey). These 
guys are, and not because Junior's 
(Kenny Roberts) Junior, but they 
approach racing the right way. There's 

,no thrills, there's no sunglasses and 
blowjobs. These guys know the sport and 
its engineering and, yeah, there's going 
Xo: be some hiccups. They both rode the 
machine already. They're both thrilled to 
death with it. But they haven't had it on a 
race track. Just (airport) runways and 
stuff. They're relying on us to make it 

sight. They're young enough in their 

jgareer to jump on anything and ride it 
really well. It's not like if this thing isn't 

#eliable they'll never get another chance 

fin 500 racing. I think Jean-Michel (Bayle) 











career - the 1986 Suzuka 8-Hour - and over 13 since he retired from 
the 500cc World Championship after finishing second to Freddie 
Spencer in 1983. The highlights of his 22-year racing career are the two 
AMA Grand National Championships and the three consecutive 500cc 
World Championships from 1978 to 1980. And as soon as he hung up 
his leathers he went into team ownership, running Wayne Rainey and 
Alan Carter on Marlboro Yamaha 250s in 1984, then coming back in 
1986 with Randy Mamola and Mike Baldwin on Lucky Strike Yama- 
has. 

He's been at it full time since then, winning the 500cc title with 
Rainey from 1990 to 1992 and the 250cc World Championship with 
John Kocinski in 1990. 

Trying to pick the 
highlights from such a 
long and distinguished 
career isn't easy and it's 
made more difficult 
from the distance 
Roberts feels to his 
accomplishments as a 
team owner. To him, 
they don't compare to 
his racing successes. 

What follows are a 
few of the races that 
stand out and the cir- 
cumstances surround- 
ing them. Roberts 
doesn't just explain 
why he won, but how 
he won. 


[ has been nearly 11 years since the final race of Kenny Roberts’ 


Roberts broke his back 
at a Yamaha test track 
in Japan, then won his 
. first race back at 
Salzburg, Austria, in 
1979. 

It's really funny. Now 
that I look back on that 
I don’t know how I did 
it. I fell off on the 29th 
of February, 1979, at 
the Yamaha test track 
in Japan, and I raced at 
the end of March. The 
bike went into the 
guardrail before I did 
and knocked the 
padding away. Then I 
hit the guardrail with 
my ass and it knocked 
me back onto the race 
track. I ended up with compression fractures of the 11th and 12th ver- 
tebrae - and quite-severely. I was very lucky that it didn't do perma- 
nent damage. It ruptured my spleen and I think I broke a collarbone. 

It's funny, you know. I "worked on my own skills and my riding 
ability so much by the time I got to Europe, and that came from flick- 
ing Yamaha dirt trackers around and wanting to win races when the 
equipment was not quite up to what the Harleys were at time. It was 
just trying to find a solution to win. And always trying to do that. We 
never gave up. And we made a lot of mistakes. But I learned a. lot 
about motorcycles doing that. I had my own frame manufactured for a 
while and it was all a disaster. But I learned an awful lot. I probably 
know more about what makes a motorcycle work. I didn't read any 
books about it - I did it. Nothing was done on a blueprint, it was done 
on a race track. 

Looking back on it, if I'd have had an engineering staff and money 
` it would have been a lot different. And I was learning stuff myself. I 
never found anybody that knew any more about it than I did. Because 
Kel (Carruthers) didn't know anything about dirt track, and Kel was 
probably the best guy that I had. 

But dirt track was a whole other deal. So I always worked on a 
solution to a problem of riding. And the solution at that race (the 
comeback ride in the Austrian GP) was to ride at about 80-85 percent 
of my ability and strength, and at the end of the race I'd do one lap at 
90 percent, because I just didn't know. But I knew how far I could lean 
the motorcycle over and I knew how hard to gas it and I knew how to 
brake. АП these things I knew. I didn't really have to exert myself. 

The competition was (Barry) Sheene and his bike broke, on the first 
lap. And the 1979 Yamaha at that race track ran very good. It was 
probably the best it ran the whole time that I raced the World Champi- 
onship. That particular race it just seemed to be really good. The '79 
bike was actually a pretty good bike. 
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Although Roberts says that racing the TZ700 dirt tracker was probably the dumbest thing he ever did, no 
race did more to add to the Kenny Roberts legend than his victory on the bike in the 1975 Indy Mile. 










I raced the whole race with Virginio 
Ferrari on the factory Suzuki. I raced at proba- 
bly 75 percent and it was a real fast race track and that’s where I 
excelled anyway. I didn’t take any chances and won the race. And it 
was one of the easiest races that I ever rode. And I thought about the 
back all the time, kept myself out of trouble, very focused on that. I 
wore a back brace around the pits. But it healed very quickly. It 
impressed the hell out of the guy (the doctor). He didn’t understand 
what I did that it could heal that quickly. 

One of my fans sent me a vegetable book on juices and stuff, so I 
was maxed out on that stuff. My place looked like a supermarket with 
vegetables and raw beet juice, things to build up the blood. 









































At the Indianapolis Mile in 1975, Roberts rode a Yamaha TZ700, 
four-cylinder two-stroke dirt tracker, running down Harley-David- 
son's Corky Keener and Jay Springsteen on the final lap. 

To me, that was probably the dumbest thing I ever did - ride the four- 
cylinder. If I saw my kids riding like that I’d take them off the bike. 
Hitting hay bales to get traction at 120 mph is not what you should be 
doing when three feet aw ay from the hay bales is a cement wall with 
inch cable every foot. You’ d.end up looking like you went through a 
cheese grater. It was probably the dumbest thing I'd ever done. 

I had so much faith in my ability that I'd kill myself. | knew that if 1 
came to Europe too early I'd kill myself because I have too much. You 
build up too much faith in your ability, and this is why I try to keep 
my riders from doing that. You build up such a Superman coat of 
armor that you think you're invincible and as you're flying through 
the air you're thinking: "I hope I didn't hurt the bike so I can get going 
again." I was just about smart enough to realize that in general. 

That race (the Indy Mile), that was one of the stupid things. I want- 
ed to win that race. And I was getting closer and closer to the lead, but 
the cushion was getting farther and farther away. It had wire on it and 
straw all over the thing. The tire was chunked completely; it had no 
tread on it. I don't know how I got that drive. I have no idea. You did 
something different with that thing every lap and lap times varied like 
à second and a half, just depending on what kind of drive you could 
get óff the corners. And when I grabbed fifth it would always hook up. 
And it just launched and | damn near ran into him (Keener). 

I started out dead last trying to get the cushion. And once I built up 
the cushion to where it was helping me, it just kept getting farther and 
farther out. And if I missed it, of course, I'd be in the hay bales. Turns 
three and four were always higher than turns one and two because the 
cushion just kept getting out there further and further. It was getting to 
the point where we were just packing the hay bales in three and four. 
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I raced it (the TZ dirt tracker) twice. They black-flagged me 
the second time because the thing wobbled so bad. We out- 
smarted ourselves at that race. It was at San Jose and Kel (Car- 
ruthers) had hand cut a slick because we'd chunked a rain tire 
in the heat race, which I'd won. I don't think the rain tire 
would've made the main event. I tested the slick in practice 
when it was damp and it worked. Like an idiot, I’m out there 
with a slick on it with some grooves in it. It hooked up okay. I 
just figured that when it got black it would be even better 
because slicks are even better than grooved tires. 

I remember starting the race thinking, "You poor bastards 
out here, you're going to eat shit because I'm just going to kill 
all of you." The thing never hooked up going down the straight 
and it'd just get into these big tank-slappers and wobbles and I 
didn't know what to do. Kel said, "Well, black-flag him, man. 
He's going to kill himself." I was just about ready to pull in 
anyway because you couldn't ride the thing. It wouldn't hook 
up going in, it wouldn't hook up coming out. So we out-tricked 
ourselves that time. 































Roberts cut his teeth on the AMA Grand National circuit, 
riding Yamaha 650cc twins against the mighty Harleys. 





* When asked which of his races on the Yamaha 650 twin stood 


out, Roberts was at a loss. 

All the ones I won, obviously. I had good races on the twin 
when the bike was competitive. And, even when it wasn't 
competitive, I felt that I could be there. I just wanted to be bet- 
ter than anybody else that could ride that twin. 

I know there were times that I was too far ahead. I was run- 
ning shock absorbers and stuff that they're just now running, 
the single-shock stuff. We went through all of that. And at the 
time it was a disaster. All I wanted to do was ride the wheels 
off of it. Whether it was hard to ride or not, I didn't care. It was 
just, "Let's see if 1 could make this work." I had fun doing all 
that stuff. Riding harder than everybody else...to win on a bet- 
ter bike was never really a thrill for me. I didn't want to win on 
a Honda. 

If I was (Mick) Doohan right now I'd be going, “I don't 
want to do this because it doesn't show my ability." I just 
wanted to show my ability. The Yamaha was sometimes not 
the best motorcycle on the race track. I just wanted to be the 
best guy, best racer, it didn't matter - 750, 250, 500, dirt bike, 
short tracker. The best races that I won on the twin, and the 
best races that I won on short track and TTs and stuff, were the 
ones that I helped engineer to make it better and win. That was 
more satisfying for me. When I could put something together 
that could win. Sometimes I had to make it win. I'd work a lot 
harder to make it win than I would if somebody else just 
brought me a bike. 


What about the Houston TT in 1980, your final dirt track win 
after two 500cc World Championships? 
That was fun. That was one of the things that Mert (Lawwill) 
had built the bike and the bike was good. It was just a flawless 
deal. It was a slam dunk for me. I could still ride dirt, obvious- 
ly, and the bike was very good and had the right power. 

I'm really picky on power. Top-end power, l've never been 
a big fan of. But I really need throttle control. Because I lean it 
over so far that if I don't have that throttle control it gets ugly. I 
really need that throttle control to make it do what I want it to 
do. I was never really concerned about winning. I wanted to 
ride the motorcycle the way I wanted to ride it. And in that 


race I could. I could go outside, 
inside. The 500 had big flywheels 
and I could get traction. Where the 
650s and stuff, that’s what really 
killed me my whole career. On 
most race tracks, I just couldn't 
hook up like the Harleys. It really 
does make it look bad. when 
you've got to ride it out high and 
out of control to keep up. 

I think that (the Houston TT) 
was a big moment for me. Coming 
back to America after winning the 
World Championship three times. 
That was a big, big thrill. Like 
Wayne (Rainey), and those guys, 
and Eddie (Lawson), they had 
World Championship races that 
they won in America but I never did. The closest thing I had in 
America was racing 
at Houston or Lagu- 
na. Daytona, I don't 
know about Day- 
tona. As a rider's cir- 
cuit, it's not what I 
consider a skill 
thing. Sure it was 
when I was head-to- 
head with Freddie 
(Spencer) and Eddie 
that year, but it 
wasn't like master- 
ing Laguna Seca for 
example. Not men- 
tioning the money or 
how big the races 
are, I just felt better 
being able to put it 
on everybody at 
Laguna because it 
was a rider's circuit 
and it didn't really 
depend on the tire or 
speed of the bike 
and stuff. 





Roberts returned to dirt track racing for a one-off ride in the Houston TT in 1980. Roberts 
found the Mert Lawwill-built, single-cylinder 500cc Yamaha to his liking and he won the 
race, the last of his 15 career AMA Grand National dirt track victories.

The 1983 Swedish TT where Freddie Spencer ran you off the 
track in the final corner, a move that probably cost you the 
World Championship. You said you underestimated Freddie 
at the time. 
Yeah, I did. I didn’t think he was that foolish, because there 
was no doubt he was going to make it. In racing, if there’s a 
doubt, if there’s a little doubt there, especially on the last lap, 
you know the guy's going to go. for it. There was no doubt. It 
was too off-the-wall for him to make it. Because 1 knew he 
wasn't going to make the corner. I just knew it. And that’s why 
I just underestimated him. I didn’t know it was worth that 
much. And it wasn’t worth that much to me. Winning is great. I 
was a winner, I’d won races. But to knock somebody down to 
do it... I’m more of a people person. 

Right after the accident I had some words for him in the car. 
I was a little angry. Nobody said much. It was just worth more 
to him than to me. I like winning races and World Champi- 
onships. It’s not like I didn’t like winning. But it’s not the 
biggest thing in the world to me. I haven't talked to Freddie 
since then. Our paths don’t meet, unfortunately. I don't see him 
and he doesn’t get to see me. 





What about your first win as a 
team owner at Spa in 1986. 
How does that compare to 
being a rider? 

Like I said, I’m more of a peo- 
ple person. I enjoy people and 
engineering. Solving problems 
and relationships that I’ve had 
all my life. That (team owner- 
ship) was just sort of a natural 
progression that you could con- 
tinue on with. When I was rac- 
ing it used to drive Kel (Car- 
ruthers) nuts because I’d come 
down there and do stuff that he 
knew wasn't going to work. But 
there’s no way to tell me it 
wasn’t going to work. I had to 
do it myself. That's the way I 
was - I wanted to know. I want- 
ed to know why it did that. The 
racing team was a way to just 
continue that. And also to keep 
going with the relationships 
that I had built up. The tire peo- 
ple and bike people, Yamaha. 
And that was just the way to do 
it. 

We put the Dunlop thing 
together and that was off the 
norm, a risky venture, to bring 
them back in to 500cc Grands 
Prix at that level. And I think 
that was successful. And that 
was one of the things you 
couldn't do.as a team owner if 
you ran Yamaha equipment, do 
a tire deal or do a suspension 
deal or something out of the 
normal Yamaha. 

Did you think using the 
Goodyears you used during 
your GP career ever cost you a 
race? 

More than once. But they also 
won me some races too. I 
would have never left 
Goodyear if they hadn't left. 1 
don't leave people unless they 
just desert me. I would have 
never left Yamaha. It was never 
my choice to leave Yamaha. If 
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they wouldn't have put the people in control that they did, I'd still be 
at Yamaha. I wouldn't be doing this. Goodyear, too. They just finally 
said, “Kenny, we don’t think we can do this. We don’t think we can 
turn this around in a year. We know we can’t put other teams on 
them.” 

It got to the point that everybody was ganging up on me. We had 
to expand it. And they knew that the people wouldn't go for it. And 
they didn't think they could turn it around in that year and they said 
“If you want us to, we will continue.” And at that point I didn't think 
that we could turn it around, so I went to Dunlop.

What about Sweden in 1989 when Wayne Rainey crashed late in the 
race while he was chasing Eddie Lawson, who went on to win his 
fourth World Championship? 

Obviously he was pretty destroyed. Again, I wasn't. l've never set 
anything up so that we have to win. Winning's really a plus, but I’m 
not going to live my life disappointed that we didn't win a World 
Championship or every race. I’m not really disappointed that I lost the 
World Championship in '83. It doesn't really have anything to do with 
me now. Whether I’m a four-time World Champion or a three-time 
World Champion didn't really mean anything to me and it still 
doesn't. And I may be a little strange. But I’ve seen a lot of racers make 
it their whole ambition in life to win a World Championship and once 
they win it they fall apart. I’m just not that type of person. 

I never really thought about it for me. Because my money as a team 
owner didn't grow or get less. It's about business. And more money 
means a better team - more engineering, more testing. l've never even 
looked at that. I never even thought about it. Wayne could've won the 
World Championship, but until you brought it up I never thought 
about me. 

I knew we were going to win the World Championship eventually. 
I never had any doubts about that. That year, the motorcycle had our 
exhaust pipe spec, our pistons and cylinder modifications from us. 
That's when we beat Eddie at Hockenheim. I started to put it together 
just that year. When I rode the bike, and what a piece of... I reckon it 
was the wrong kit. And we did our own. And it wasn't anything 


magic. I said I wanted the exhaust pipes from 1985. And everybody 7 


went, the Japanese went, "No way." So Bud (Aksland) build the pipes 
for me and we altered them a little bit, but we went back to a different 
specification exhaust pipe completely. I remember Eddie left, because 
they couldn't fix the carburetor problem. When in actual fact it was 
never the carburetors to begin with. And we did our own cylinder 
modifications and the pistons were lighter than standard and we had 
the best Yamahas on the race track. Ahd to me, that was the exciting 
part, not whether we would win. I knew Wayne would win the World 
Championship. 


After Wayne Rainey's crash at Misano in 1993, did you consider 
quitting? 

I really don't think in the two weeks or week that I had to be with 
Wayne after that, I considered anything. It’s just a blur. I never really 
thought about it. My main thought was Wayne and how to fix him. I 
never pondered on the idea. It was brought up to me from probably 
the press, if I was quitting or not. I don't think I really had time to 
think about it. I had to go from there right to Laguna and that was a 
big major production. I never really thought about it. I think Wayne 
thought about it more than I did. I think Wayne was more of an inspi- 
ration, like he's always been: "Don't worry, 111 be back. Don't worry 
about me. And, hey, I want you to continue because I want something 
to do later." It was more that than me talking about quitting or actual- 
ly thinking about it. 

Something that drastic makes a pretty big imprint in your life. 
Wayne was a very special racer for me and like a brother, really. I’m 
more cautious. I’ve always been very cautious with the riders. If it's a 
question of losing a race or winning, the chance to fall down - I'll take 
losing any day. There's always another race I can win or they can win. 
I really kind of beat that into him. That Superman armor was kind of 
high at that point. It was kind of hard to get him to finish second. It 


was impossible on that day. He was going to win no matter what. I 
just don't want another rider to get into that position. I don't know 
what I'm going to do if they do, because I couldn't do anything with 
Wayne that day either. I talked to him twice before the race to just get 
him to calm down. But he was pretty focused on annihilating every- 
one and winning his fourth World Championship and you just 
couldn't get him out of it. 


When the 1996 season started there were a lot of people who wrote 

your team off. Did you feel vindicated when Norifume Abe won? 
No, I really have faith in (Kenny Roberts) Junior's ability to 
ride a motorcycle. When Wayne came over to ride a 500, he 
had a lot of experience, but everyone said the same thing. 
What the hell are you doing? I mean Honda let him out of 
their contract to leave because they basically thought he 
wasn't going to make it. 

It was more behind-the-scenes reasoning for the two 
young guys because, literally, we had nothing else. Luca 
(Cadalora) had made up his mind that he could win on a 
Honda and that was it. You weren't going to turn that 
around. Basically, there was nobody else. I took Junior, Marl- 
boro wanted (Jean-Michel) Bayle, and Yamaha wanted Abe. 
It's one of those things that if you don't keep on top of it and 
keep the youriger riding pool building up, and that's what 
the school's for. Someday I want to have a B-team, because I 
want the young riders learning what they need to learn 
younger. Because we're never going to get the longevity out 
of this game unless you bring them up sort of 18, 19, 20 years 
old. You've got to make them faster, safer and uncomplicat- 
ed to get the longevity. And one of the things that Formula 
One has on us is longevity at being stars. In motorcycle rac- 
ing, one of the problems is that they're a star just before they 
say, "I'm out of here." 

There's no questionrthat it's (racing motorcycles) more 
physically demanding, and there's pressure on yourself 
because of the danger involved in pushing it to that enve- 
lope. But that's also the name of the game. We push it a little 

farther in our lives than somebody else might. It doesn't mean that we 
have to give up. We're not the AMA. We're not just going to give up 
on it. The pursuit of better riders, safer race tracks and faster motorcy- 
cles is going to keep going. We're not giving up on any of it. 


What other races stand out in your mind? 

Obviously, winning the first World Championship at Nurburgring in 
1978.. And that was a ho-hum race. All I had to do was ride around 
and beat (Barry) Sheene and he was as scared as I was of the place. It 
wasn't a major feat. I just had to ride around with him, as a matter of 
fact. 

Hard races that I won, I remember Paul Ricard in 1980. The 
Suzukis, the three of them were just blowing me off down that 
straight. There's no way I could pass them and get ahead of them far 
enough that they wouldn't be right on me down the main straight and 
then, about halfway down the back straight, all three of them would 
go by. It was (Randy) Mamola, (Marco) Lucchinelli, and (Valentino) 
Rossi. I can still picture them going by me. And they were all sitting on 
their seats. That's when they found out if they sat on top of their seat 
they could pick up like 500 revs or something. So I’m watching these 
guys go by me sitting on their seats so I start sitting on my seat, think- 
ing what a bunch of idiots these guys were. It didn't make any differ- 
ence in my Yamaha at all. 

That was a fun race because it was a long race track and it was a 
hard race track. I finally timed it to where there were two lapped rid- 
ers, or a lapped rider. And that's what I used to have to do. When I'd 
see the right opportunity to lap someone at the right spot, to be able 
to get three or four bike lengths on someone so they couldn't draft 
me and pass me again. And I did it. And in one lap I dropped like a 
second and a half or two seconds and split. I had the two seconds, 
and once I had that two seconds, I went a second, a second, a second. 
And I ended up winning by like 10, 15 seconds. And even Yamaha, 
they knew they weren't going to win that race. We were like 20k (12 
mph) down. It was embarrassing. And we won that race. It’s little 
races like that that I think about more than I do '83, winning so 
many. 

I think that in 1983 I had a lot of good races with Freddie because I 
felt that I was at a disadvantage. I had 3-year-old Dunlop tires made in 
Japan against the very good opposition of Michelin and that three- 
cylinder, which was a very good combination. And a lot of times I 
spent out of the seat and holding my breath and trying to make that 
thing work. It was very hard to ride because it didn't have much of a 
powerband. That was when they had the rotary. A year later they 
came out with a reed valve which really helped it out. 

All I remember that year is that I’d always start eight seconds 
behind. By the time I got started, Freddie had eight seconds on me. It 
just seemed like every race track we'd be "Minus 8." And Га be like 
seventh or eighth the first lap because all the three Hondas were gone 
and the Suzukis were gone and then the Yamahas. Me and Eddie had 
to push eight steps before we could bump it and start it. And the 
threes were taking three steps and most of them were sitting on it and 
taking the three steps. 

The same thing happened with Wayne (Rainey) the next year on 
the 250. Wayne kept wanting to race the pace car on the ffrst lap. That 
was when I knew that Yamaha wasn't going to help. They were sup- 
posed to help me on the technical part of it, and they didn't. Basically, 
they didn't really want a 250 race anyway. They just wanted to sell 
bikes. At the end of that year I didn't put in the normal proposal. I said 
if we're going to do this we have to do it like this and it has to be 
worth this much money and that's what we need to do it. And every- 
body said, "No, it's not worth it." 








Kenny both 

proved as rookies that they were proba- | 
bly the best. I don't really see the down 
side for them. If it’s just a complete shit 
house, yeah, okay, there's going to be à 
big downside. They're trying to work 
hard on their confidence and styles and | 
endurance and skill to be great road rac; | 
ers, not just to be racers. And I think that I 
worked with them last year and Kenny is | 
just ready, he doesn't know much about 
engineering. He just believes that we're 
going to do it. And we will do it. It's not a 
question that we're not going to do it. We 
will do it. You don't have this many good 
people involved in a project and have a 
disaster with the kind of money that 
we're spending. It's not a backyard effort. 
Yeah, there may be some liability hiccups, 
something may get heat-treated wrong or. 
whatever. The Japanese went through 
that years ago. But we still had problems 
with the chassis. 

But they generally finish every race. 

We had a huge impressive record on fin- 
ishing. We don't want to hurt that. We're 
going to make every effort, every effort: 
Our staff that's working on this project is | 
not a small staff. I couldn't tell you how 
many people are involved. I couldn't tell | 
you how many TWR has and then you 
have outside contractors. We probably 
have a lot more people than Yamaha has 
to do their effort, but they've been doing 
it a long time. I think that our riders hav 
been very supportive. They didn't have 2 
contract, they had a rough-out contract. 
Not until two weeks ago did we say 
we're going racing. Marlboro had some 
real problems this year with reorganizing | 
their whole motorcycle-racing activities. 
And no one knew until two weeks ago 
whether we were going racing or not. 
And all this has been done in that length 
of time. And the Modenas deal just go 
signed three days ago. 

Did Marlboro dropping Wayne Rainey 
have an effect on this program? E: 
No, Wayne's deal last year was from 
Italy. So it really doesn't have anything to. 
do with Phillip Morris in Lausanne 
(Switzerland). I think that Wayne had a | 
proposal in to have a two-rider team, but 
when the Italian guy (Loris Capirossi) 
left, then it had to be somebody else. 
Yamaha made a pretty big effort to get 
the Marlboro cóntract. Their prices are 
very competitive. Much more than mine. 
Which is what makes us feel good. We 
are an expensive racing program. There's 
no question about that. We have more 
engineers than they probably have 
mechanics at Yamaha. But we have engi- 
neering strong points too. Our engineers 
are at each race, most of them. And we 
can do things quicker. 

There was talk that Jean-Michel Bayle 
might have ended up with Rainey. 
Absolutely. I think that was very possi- 
ble. If I said, "Look I can't do this." And 
Marlboro said, "Kenny, this is way too 
risky for us." They had a much cheaper 
deal to go somewhere else. And, even if 
we had a contract, which we did have a 
contract on Jean-Michel, І would have 
sold it to them. No problem. If I wasn' 
going racing, I could play golf: I don 
have to do this.

\ © one can ever accuse Kenny Roberts of not putting his money where his mouth is. 
After a long and mutually successful ip with Yamaha, which bore a large 

í part of the high cost of racing, Roberts decided to leave them for 1997. That meant 
raising enough money to pay all the bills himself. s. 

It wasn't until January that he knew he had the money to keep going beyond the first 
year, despite being far enough along in the development to have a running proto- 
type. Once Modenas and Marlboro committed - Modenas for three years, Marlboro, as 
always, for one - Roberts could relax, only slightly. Roberts said in a press release that the 
cost was about the same as leasing machines from Honda for three years. That, he later 
said, isn't entirely accurate. 

The cost of leasing - not buying - a pair of 1996 Honda NSR500s was about $1.5 million, 
with a front-line team using about $800,000 in parts. The Roberts team will involve two rid- 
ers, so all of the costs are doubled. { 

"]t's not as cheap as that,” Roberts admits. “If a private team spread the cost out over 
three years, it would be about the same. My team, and my cost, doesn’t have anything to 
do with a private team. No team makes their own engine, their own carbs, because the total 
concept is of a Formula One race team, not a motorcycle race team. If you were to lease this 
motor you could build four bikes and go racing much cheaper.” 

But since Roberts is developing all of the parts, the motor and chassis, his costs are 
much higher. à 

One example is the carburetors. Instead of using production units, Roberts designed his 
own. 

"There was nothing in existence that worked," Roberts said. "Some things on the carbs 
are from our experience with Mikuni, but mostly Keihin racing carbs. Other features are 
ours. It worked the first time out. It was a big worry for me.” 

Separate from the running costs are the fixed cósts of racing, air fares, hotels, rental cars, 
meals and support for the team, which is the biggest in the racing and employed nearly 50 
people last year. 

In addition, Roberts hopes to have a separate European-based test team, using both his 
riders and longtime Roberts test rider Randy Mamola. 

Racing is not done in a vacuum and Roberts' enterprises in support of the sport are 
global. In the entrance of his race headquarters in Banbury, a small town about 70 miles 
northwest of London, a row of clocks keeps track of the local time at the various Roberts 
concerns. In time zones around the world, someone is working for, and with, Kenny 
Roberts. 

Banbury is in the heart of Formula One country. Nearly 60 percent of all Formula One 
teams are located there. The shop is bright, modern and airy, and, despite the fact that it's 
not completely outfitted yet, Roberts said they've already outgrown it. The dyno isn't in 
and the CADCAM system isn't up and running. 

“We're thinking that if we run the bikes outside every morning at nine we can drive the 
guy next door out," Roberts jokes. 

Banbury is where Roberts lives these days, in a rented house, after moving his Euro- 
pean base from the outskirts of Barcelona, Spain. When he lived in Spain he'd commute to 
the GPs in a twin-engine plane he shared with Wayne Rainey. Now that he's in the UK he'll 
likely have to get a plane of his own to get his engineers to and from the races as quickly 
and easily as possible. 

He owns homes in Hickman and Carmel, California, and Lake Tahoe, as well as two 
homes in Sitges, just south of Barcelona in Spain. Kurtis Roberts’ PJ-1 Racing Oils-backed 
Aprilia 250cc GP squad will be headquartered there, with Sparky Edmondson in charge. 

North of Barcelona, next to the Circuito de Montmelo, site of the Catalunyan GP, is the 
Kenny Roberts Training Ranch, the facility where riders from all over the world come to 
learn the intricacies of dirt-track racing. Many of the students are from Asia, but Yoshimura 
Suzuki's Pascal Picotte spent nearly a week there in February and is anxious to return. 

Bud Aksland runs the Roberts single-cylinder test facility in Manteca, 
California, doing much of the cylinder, exhaust pipe and ignition development. He began 
single-cylinder testing of the new Modenas KR3 in October. 

Roberts has a cooperative agreement with Orbital R&D, one of the largest two-stroke 
development companies in the world in Perth, Australia. 

Modenas, his sponsor, is a diversified conglomerate headquartered in Kuala Lumpur, 
Malaysia, where his three-rider team which contests the Marlboro Asia Pacific Road Racing 
Championship will be based. The series features 250cc production races in Malaysia, India, 
Indonesia, the Philippines and either Taiwan or China and the team will use Yamaha 
TZR250s. It was at the final race of the 1996 Pacific series that Roberts made his first signifi- 
cant contact with senior management at Modenas. Roberts' team is run by Zimbabwean 
Robbie Peterson, who raced a Yamaha YZR500 for Roberts in the F-USA Series. 

There will also be a race shop set up in Japan this year. 





Why do you do this? 


I do it because I enjoy it. But to enjoy this - 


you have to do it and you have to be suc- 
cessful and you have to make money on 
it. And if all three of those things don't 
work, then I don't do it. And it got to the 
point that I could have made a lot more 
money doing the Yamaha deal. Well, not 
now, because I've got more sponsorship 
than I knew. But, a week ago, before the 
Modenas thing came along, sure. With 
the Yamaha deal, I could've played golf 
and showed up at the races. I never 
enjoyed that and I’ve never been able to 
do that. And they hired me, years ago, to 
win races. And then they got me into 
their team to win World Champienships. 
Just to kind of put you to sleep in the 
company after a while, wasn't my idea of 
the right way to do it. I wasn't going to 
do it that way. There's basically two 
philosophies in the team. It's run Yama- 
ha's team the way they want you to, 
which is with no engineering. Or do it the 
way I wanted to, which is mostly engi- 
neering. It's just a different philosophy. 
For a long time you've said that motor- 
cycle racing should do something like 
this. 

I tried to talk Wayne (Rainey) into doing 
this for two years. And I would have 
helped him do that. That was my plan. 
But he went the Yamaha route so that just 
canceled that out. So I had to do that 
myself. But this industry needs this. 
There are huge problems in having three 
Japanese companies control racing. The 
whole history is in Japan. Great, I don't 
mind that. But I'd like to have some of it 
here, too. Or in America, or wherever I 
want it. Our industry, I look at the motor- 
cycle business as a little industry, a cot- 
tage industry - okay, it's small. But all the 
money from this cottage industry doesn't 
need to go to Japan. I have mechanics 
who have to eat and I have engineers 
who make products in Europe that have 
to survive too. l've never agreed with 
Honda, Yamaha and Suzuki. And I was 
always, through my career, was the guy 
who would stand up and say it. It's not 
changing my tune because I'm not with a 
Japanese company. I talked to Yamaha, 
actually forced them into building a (cus- 
tomer) motor. The only thing that I didn't 
win on that was getting it done in 
Europe. Because I actually wanted to 
build them here. Make it cheaper for the 
teams. If I’m going to be in this business, 
I'd like the business to continue and I'd 
like it to grow, and not just grow in Japan. 
That's not a problem, but I want it to 
grow worldwide. I don't just want it to 
grow in Japan. And I think, looking at my 
business, which is a small cottage indus- 
try in motorcycle racing, I would like to 
see it healthy, grow bigger, grow more 
healthy. I do not see how it can be done 
without a project like this. This is that 
project. This will allow us to grow from 
not only Japan. Not to mention the bom- 
bardment of enthusiasm and interest on 
this project is bigger than anything I’ve 
ever imagined in the motorcycle business. 
I don't know how I ever did things before 
after having this. I don't know how I did 
it. The whole thing. From the office to the 
manufacturing. Now it's a full-fledged 
business, not just a hobby. 

It wasn't a hobby before? 

It wasn't a hobby, but it was kind of a 
hobby for me. It was like getting on the 
phone and putting deals together, but 
doing it from California. And Yamaha 
would ship the bikes somewhere so it 
was nothing like it is now. Although it's 
a lot more work - it's really affecting my 
golf game - but it's also more interesting. 
The most interesting thing has always 
been, to me, engineering. After the big 
shakeup at Yamaha and them not want- 














ing us to 
do anything. 
And I have to say to them that was the 
best way to do it. They can't afford to 
have a little team like us do engineering 
for them. It's a big company. I wanted to 
do that. But, then again, they were hesi- 
tant to do that. I was happy for them to 
jump in with both feet and start engi- 
neering to help us win races. They 
should do their own thing. I'm really 
happy now because they have to jump in 
financially. That was the big thing. They 
doubted, they always tried to cut my 
team, running costs so it would be cheap- 
er. I said, “If you make our parts cheaper 
it'll be cheaper, but until you do that it 
won't be cheaper." I have to run this 
team this way. I think it was a good thing 
all in all. And I'm in engineering. I’m 
down there in the shop more than I'm up 
here. I want to know what's happening. I 
want to know why I can't get that built 
the way I want it. And if I don't have a 
guy that can do it, then ГЇЇ find a guy that 
can do it. 

Do you think you're good at it? 

I think I'm good at being able to get peo- 
ple to work with people. On my own, no. 
I'd just be building dirt trackers. For 
some reason, I can stay focused on what 
the job is and where we need to be. 
Because this job is at times really diverse, 
it's very diverse, obviously. In Malaysia, 
I met the prime minister. I had a meeting 
with him. That's getting into areas that a 
motorcycle racer doesn't really get into. 
And dealing with the company, the pres- 
ident of HICOM, one on one, is an area 
that as a kid who never graduated high 
school, that was only good at racing 
motorcycles, is an area that just takes 
experience. I don't know that I’m good at 
it. I just do it. I have no judge on that 
except that my business has been very 
successful in the span that I’ve been in it. 
And I think that I’m probably good at 
focusing in on the long-term target. And 
when the engineers start to get into 
squabbles about short-term project prob- 
lems, I can say, “Hey, wait." It's kind of 
worked out all right. l've been able to do 
it. People work with me for a long time. 
And everybody in this business is pretty 
temperamental. They're high-stress peo- 
ple that tend to blow up occasionally. I 
always thought that I was good with 
Wayne for example because when you're 
a rider you have a very closed focus 
point. It's very focused on his problems 
racing, and the PR bullshit would enter 
into that with the magazines and they 
would tend to get very narrow. Like 
Eddie (Lawson) was always very nar- 
row-focused like that. And with Wayne, I 
was always able to get him out of that 
and broaden him out a little bit, and I felt 
that was a real help. Because you can get 
so focused and so uptight when you're a 
racer, especially if you're losing and you 
know you should be winning. And I 
think that I’m probably good at that. You 
don't have to tell racers what to do or 
how to do it most of the time. You just 
have to make sure that he's looking at the 
full picture. And I tend to do that with 
engineers as well, with the people that 
are making the stuff. Because it's really 
easy to blow up. CN 




















and fears. A clean-sheet motorcycle design, utilizing the 

most advanced technology and the best people in their 
fields, with a very generous budget and a very passionate 
boss. 

That was the burden and gift that Warren Willing was 
given when he was told, about 10 months ago, by Kenny 
Roberts to seriously begin work on what would seven and 
a half months later become the Modenas KR3 three-cylin- 
der, two-stroke Grand Prix machine. As Willing and 
Roberts both point out, no one person is entirely responsi- 
ble for the design, but it's been Willing who's had the 
greatest responsibility in turning theory into reality. 

It wasn't something that the 44-year-old Australian 
came up with on the spur of the moment, Ever since a seri- 
ous accident ended his racing career in 1979, Willing has 
been involved in race management and engineering, join- 
ing Team Marlboro Roberts Yamaha in 1988. He's had 
designs in his head and on scraps of paper, and at the end 
of 1992 he proposed an engine concept to Roberts. That 
was when the FIM mandated new weight requirements for 
four-cylinder motorcycles which penalized them and 
rewarded twins and triples. 

“I had a basic layout which I wanted to work with, 
which isn't quite what we've got here, but the concept is 
the same," Willing says in a deep, yet soft Australian 
monotone. “Kenny talked with some people and laid an 
engine out like this. Is that going to work, balance-wise? 
The first response is "Wow, that's a strange idea. 1 don't 
think so.’ And then, sort of ‘I think it's going to be like this’ 
and the next thing is ‘Let me do some sums on it.’ And we 
found out that it should work. 

“It was an odd configuration. This one is not that dif- 
ferent. It's basically a twin-cylinder boxer with an extra 
cylinder on the side. Originally I was thinking of a 180- 

| degree boxer arranged, and what we've ended up with is a 
bent boxer for other considerations." 

Once Roberts told Willing to proceed with the project, 
on May 1, 1996, Willing began working with TWR 
Engines, one of the companies under the Tom Walkinshaw 
Racing (TWR) umbrella. Walkinshaw's people had been 
looking to get involved in motorcycles and this was a per- 
fect fit. 

“Basically, we started working with the design engi- 
neers and the design draftsman at TWR," Willing said. "So 
it’s a matter of working through the design process. It’s 
just a matter of putting up the details around the concept. 
‘If we can make the engine like this, can you physically 
bolt the thing together and get the integrity in the 
crankcase?’ So they had to look at it in more detail. Last 
count there were something like 800 or 900 drawings. 

"There are several drawings for every piece in the 
engine. With most things, if it's a casting, you start with a 
casting drawing. Then there's an initial machining draw- 
ing and a final machining drawing and all the processes 
we've got to deal with which are done after that. General- 
ly, the longer lead time items are the steel items, crank- 
Shafts. Just for longer manufacturing time, more details, 
all the treatments." 

Willing spends a great deal of time at Walkinshaw's 
facility in Leafield, about 20 minutes from their shop in 
Banbury. That's where the engines are assembled and 
that's where the dyno is. The engine first ran as a complete 
unit on December 14, though Bud Aksland had been doing 
development work at his single-cylinder test facility in 

| Manteca, California, since October. The frame, which was 
also farmed out to a local fabricator, arrived in October. 
The first prototype was fired up as a complete entity late in 


1 t's the type of project that every engineer both dreams of 


“Tt was nice to see it start up as a motorcycle,” Willing 
said. "We'd had an engine a few weeks before that. On the 
dyno you get the power outputs and things, but you don't 
get a feel for what the actual engine feels like. When you 
put it in a bike and you can hang onto the throttle, you can 
get an initial feel for how it is." 

They ran it on an airport runway, first with Roberts, 
then with his riders, Kenny Roberts Jr. and Jean-Michel 
Bayle. Junior did wheelies, Bayle created imaginary chi- 
canes to test the handling. Whether it's on target or not 

| won't be decided until they take it, and another prototype, 
to Malaysia for a week's testing. The target the team was 
aiming for was simple. 

“It started with a machine that we 
thought was needed with a 500 Grand 
Prix bike to improve lap times and to 
get it to go forward," Willing explained. 
“A lighter, smaller package. And to

and the packaging. It wasn't an engine, and then we built a 
chassis around it. We knew where we wanted to put the 
bits as a total package and then work the compromises of 
engine design and packaging and mechanical layout to 
achieve that. The objective 1s to improve corner speeds, par- 
ticularly in turning in, and to improve straight-line speed 
through better acceleration and reduced frontal area.” 

That meant putting the radiator under the seat to 
improve aerodynamics om the KR3. Willing has kept a keen 
eye on the competition and knows the four-cylinders have 
gotten onto a treadmill to nowhere. 


One of Roberts' crew chiefs, Warren Willing, is the man 
most responsible for designing the Modenas KR3. The 
Australian is a former racer and team manager. 


"The four-cylinders have got a huge radiator because of 
where it's mounted," he said. “Апа because of where it's 
mounted it's very inefficient. So it has to be big to do its job. 
The engine puts out a lot of power which dictates that the 
bike has to be strong and heavy and the tires have to be big 
to handle that power. You lose a lot in the ability to turn the 
bike in every time there's a step up in rear tire size. That's 
one of the things that's happened over the last few years. 
You increase the power, you increase the tire size and you 
directly lose the same time in turning in that you picked up 
in accelerating out of the corner. So the lap time stays the 
same, but in different parts of the circuit you're doing 
things slower and faster. 

"The three-cylinder seemed the best compromise. To get 
the twin-cylinder competitive with the four means develop- 
ing new technology for the pistons. We're not in a position 
to dó that (the current FIM regulations give threes a 33- 
pound weight advantage over the fours). One of the things 
is that 15 kilos is a significant advantage when you're rid- 
ing around for 45 minutes. But to do that you've got to 
downsize a lot of things." 


The Modenas KR3 is tiny, almost as small as a 250, 


though about five kilos (11 pounds) above the FIM mini- | 


mum of 115 kilos (253 pounds) for triples. 

"The bike is well overengineered,” Willing says, adding 
that this is as heavy as the bike will ever be. ^We certainly 
tried to design it with reliability in mind because you can't 
learn anything if it keeps breaking. I’m sure we're going to 
have breakages. I’m sure there are going to be things that 
we haven't anticipated. It should be built quite-strong and 
then we can work back from there. It’s the way to engineer 
things, rather than engineer it as light as possible and have 
things break and learn. At the end of the day you've got to 
go racing.” j 

And you have to race against the Japanese factories. 

Current speculation puts the output of a factory NSR500 
Honda at around 200 bhp. The first numbers on the KR3 
put the number at around 150, with Willing expecting the 
number to reach 165 by the time they start testing. And 
there’s more in it. 

“We set targets for what we wanted to initially start 
with and we're pretty happy that we've achieved those tar- 
gets with an initial cylinder arrangement,” Willing said. 
“We know that there’s a lot more potential left in there. 
One of the ways of comparing engine to engine is brake 
mean effective pressure (bmep). The current technology of 
the high-performance engines are around 200 psi bmep. 
We set targets that are quite conservative but still should 
make us competitive as the initial target. We've got that on 
a single cylinder. We've still got a little bit of detailing to 
update it with the three-cylinder, but the potential's there. 
But we've still got 10 or 20 percent margin below the per- 
formance level that we're getting out of the existing cylin- 
der. It has that development area. If we were only putting 
out 150 bhp and we were on the same bmep, then we'd 
panic. But we looked at all that and we knew that with the 
conservative targets, if we could achieve them it would still 
be competitive." 

Willing estimates the factory Honda NSR500V twin 
makes about 140 hp with very high bmep figures. 

“So there's not a great deal of margin left in there,” 
Willing said. "So what you've got to do is rev the engine to 
get the horsepower up and that's the problem they've got 
and that's what they're trying to overcome.” 

Power-to-weight ratio is often used as a performance 
benchmark, but Willing says those numbers are deceiving. 
There are other factors to take into account. 

"Power-to-weight ratio determines acceleration up to a 
point, Willing said. "What you've got to look at is total 
resistance, which is a combination of rolling resistance and 
drag, air resistance. The acceleration is determined by the 
excess of power you have to attain a certain speed. It may 
take 50 hp to do 200 kph (about 124 mph). But what deter- 
mines acceleration from 200 to 205 or at any point, is the 
excess of power over what's required to do that speed. It 
brings in the aerodynamics and power-to-weight ratio. It's 
all factored in to get the overall performance. If you can 
reduce the drag in the front area you can still have a heav- 
ier power-to-weight ratio, but still accelerate faster at high- 
er speed than a bike that had a better power-to-weight 
ratio, if it had a high running resistance." 

Those concerns are yet to be addressed. What Willing 
has benefited from in this project is the freedom to get 
things done. For some time Roberts has been frustrated by 
the amount of time it took Yamaha to react to problems. 

"They can't just react to what you want," Willing says. 
"They've got to look at it in the overall context. Whereas 
the decision making on development is going to be a fairly 
close-knit group that can make that decision as to when it 
can be implemented and do that." 

For example, Willing said the team looked at different 
technologies in crankshaft seals. When they didn't perform 
as expected, they were able to design and have a new seal 
manufactured in 21 days. 

“Whereas normal lead time for having a seal made is 12 
weeks for the tooling and then another 90 days to put it 
into production. There's a lot of talented small firms and 
we ended up using those people," Willing says of the rac- 
ing industry around Banbury. 

Given the nearly impossible deadline, some in the 
project have said that they would have liked another 
year's development. Despite only spending 18 days in the 
past 10 months at his home in Australia, Willing doesn't 
agree. 

"The work expands to meet the time that's available," 
he explains. "And by setting a deadline of April 13 (the 
date of the season-opening Malaysia GP) you've got to go 
racing. That's the focus of everyone's attention. If you had 
an extra year you probably wouldn't be that much further 
along. You've got to set a deadline and go for it. That's 
what racing's about." 


the man with the plan

{ һе year: 1976. I was 12 years old 
and had just opened up an issue 
of one of my dad’s motorcycle 
magazines that had arrived in 
the mail. Upon casually flipping 
through the pages, I came across a big 
color picture of a racer on a bright red 
Honda, cranked over in a berm. 

He was wearing striking red, white 
and blue racing clothes and a white 
Valvoline, Mid-Ohio, 125cc U.S. GP rac- 
ing bib. His hair was flying out of the 
back of his helmet and his red Jofa 
mouthguard was unsnapped and flutter- 
ing in the breeze. 

Who is this dude? I thought to myself. 
I was very impressed. 

Long before you could get your hel- 
met painted in the latest vogue colors by 
Troy Lee, tune in ESPN2 and watch Jere- 
my McGrath, Jeff Emig and Doug Henry 
win the very latest supercross, purchase 
baggy motocross clothing or turn on 
your trusty computer and E-mail Super- 
mac at his personal web site, there was a 
young motocross racer named Marty 
Smith, and what he attempted to pull off 
in 1976 is arguably the single most ambi- 
tious feat in the history of the sport. 

In 1974 Smith, a relatively unknown 
Team Honda rider, raged out of the 
baked suburban landscape of San Diego, 
California, to win the inaugural AMA 
125cc National Motocross Champi- 
onship. Super talented, polite and good 
looking, Smith was the Eddie Vedder of 
1970s American motocross - he even 
looked like him. 1974 would be a precur- 
sor of things to come from Marty Smith. 

In 1976 Smith, after losing the first 
national of the season, went on a ram- 
page, reeling in six consecutive national 
victories, thus allowing him to claim his 
second consecutive AMA 125cc National 
Championship. Smith was, by all 
accounts, in a league of his own. But that 
was all about to change. 

Prior to the start of the 1976 race sea- 

son, key racing and marketing executives 

at the Honda Motor Corporation - both 
in Japan and in America - made a collec- 
tive decision that Marty Smith would 
compete in both the AMA 125cc National 

Championship Series and the FIM 125cc 

World Championship Series, concurrent- 

ly. It was an ambitious plot that would

E = \ ў However, for Honda, that was not а 

problem as this “two-front war” would 

generate tremendous worldwide expo- 
sure for their potent, and hugely popular 

CR125. With confidence in Smith and its 

motorcycle, Honda’s plan - and all of its 

subsequent logistics - soon fell into place. 

The young and confident Smith also 
liked the idea, as he was more than will- 
ing to take on both his countrymen in 
the United States and the world- 
renowned Europeans who, at that point

National and World MX circuit in the same year. "| felt like I was in a class of my own 
at that point in my career,” Smith says. “I 
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felt like I could go to any race and 
pretty much win any race. I was real 
confident and I knew that no one 
was going to beat me. I also knew 
that no one was training like I was. I 
was also very confident in my motor- 
cycles. 

“The plan was Honda’s idea,” 
Smith continues. “Basically, they felt 
that since I dominated in '74 and '75, 
they figured I was going to win the "76 
National Championship and they want- 
ed it all. So they wanted me to go out 
and win the FIM World Championship 
as well.” 

For Smith, it was the opportunity of a 
lifetime. At no time in the history of the 
sport had any rider and manufacturer 


made a serious run at both continental * 


championships. But, as time soon 
would tell, the task at hand would be 
both grueling and daunting. Both 
Smith and Honda were working in 
some very foreign and unforgiving 
territory. 

“I basically told them right away 
that I would do it because I felt that I 
could do both,” Smith says. “Being 
that I had never done it before and 
had never experienced that kind of 
travel, I felt that I could do it easily. 

"However, once I got into it, I 
realized that I may have bitten off 
more than I could chew. Because 
travel from one week to the next, 
from Europe to America, was 
pretty tough. It would be over to Europe 
for two weeks then back to America for a 
week or two, then back to Europe for a 
week, then America for three weeks; it 
was just crazy." 





As fate would have it, it was the 
motorcycle, and not Smith or Honda, 
that provided the intrepid operation with 
the most trouble. Fabricated in Japan, 
` and constructed of the best materials and 
technology available to Honda, the bike 
was a Pandora's box of mechanical prob- 
lems. 

“We had a lot of problems with the 
motorcycle in '76," Smith says discourag- 
ingly, even now, some 20 years later. 
“Our Honda works bike was basically 
junk in 1976. They had entered me in the 
GPs that year and I think I only finished 
half of those GP motos because of 
mechanical failures. I never did crash 
myself out of the race - I didn't finish 
because of mechanical failures on the 
bike. 


race in France - it was the year of the bad 
drought over there - and it was a really 
dusty track. I got the holeshot and had 
like a 45-second lead, then halfway 
through the race, I was just killing them, 
I snapped a chain on one of the down- 
hills. I came in, and the mechanics were 
doing whatever they could do, and basi- 
cally fixed the bike and I went back out 
there for the second moto. 

"About five laps into the race, I had 
about a 25- to 30-second lead and I broke 
a chain on the exact same downhill, so 
that was two DNFs right there. Then, in 
Belgium, at Gaston Rahier's home track - 
he was the defending 125cc World 
Champion - he got the holeshot in the 
first moto and I passed him - and remem- 
ber this was his home track - and people 
could not believe that this American kid 
was beating him on his own track. I don't 
think he could believe it either. 


“I can tell you right now, there was a 





“I passed him and was pulling away 
and I snapped a frame in half over one of 
the jumps - basically toed it out like a 
chopper, so I didn't finish the first moto. 
Then, for whatever reason, the FIM 
wouldn't let us change frames, so I 
couldn't ride the second moto either." 

However, it wasn't just the motorcy- 
cle that caused confusion in the Team 
Honda camp. Smith, who had never 
competed outside of the United States, 
would soon find out that racing in Amer- 
ica and racing in Europe were, at times, 
drastically different from each other. On 
more than one occasion, Smith would 
find himself in a bizarre situation, no 
doubt caused by the two unique worlds 
colliding. 

“I didn't know anything,” Smith said 
in a self-effacing tone of voice. “In fact, at 
the first race in Italy, Gaston went out 
and won the first moto and I finished sec- 
ond. I don't remember the amount of 
time he beat me by, but in the second 
moto, I won. In the States, shat’s first 
overall. So when it came to the trophy 
presentation, they had the podium there, 
and I got up and stood on the number- 
one step of the podium. 

"Gaston came over to me and said in 
broken English, ‘Marty, you must get 
down. I won first place, I thought he was 
joking with me е 
because I won the 
second moto, but 
then I learned the 
overall scoring was 
done on elapsed 
time. So actually he 
beat me by a couple 
of hundredths of a second. I was really 
bummed.” 

What did he think of the Belgian 
World Champion who would soon prove 
to be-his fiercest rival in Europe? 

“At first Gaston came off as pretty 
cocky and arrogant, but he had good rea- 
son to be because he was the defending 
World Champion and no one could beat 
him,” Smith recalls. “Once I started beat- 
ing him - I mean when my bike was good 




































Smith won 
two 125 
and one 
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and running I could beat him at will - I'm 
sure he didn’t like that. However, after 
the season wore on, we ended up getting 
along real well. He was a good guy.” 

As the European-based Grand Prix 
season wore on, Smith, despite all of the 
problems incurred by his motorcycle, 
actually was making a great showing of 
himself. The long-haired American ran at 
the front consistently, and if the bike held 
together long enough, was a constant 
threat to win on any given Sunday. But 
all was not well. Despite putting forth the 
best effort possible, Smith longed for 
home. 

"I hated Europe,” he says. “I absolute- 
ly hated it and I couldn’t wait to got back 
home. Part of the problem was that I was 
so young and couldn't really appreciate 
what was going on around me. I had this 
factory ride that was taking me all over 
the world to do these races and see all the 
different tracks and different circuits. I 
just didn’t know how lucky I was at the 
time. I didn’t like the food. I didn’t like 
the people. I didn’t like the way the peo- 
ple stared at me all the time. I just didn’t 
like the whole deal.” 

The tracks of the FIM Grand Prix cir- 
cuit, however, were a different matter. 
Even though he was having a tough time 
coming to terms with the strange ways 
of Europe, Smith 
enjoyed the racing, 
and his results were 
there to prove it. 

“I liked all of the 
tracks," he says. 
"There was one 
track in Germany I 
had a real tough time with. I just couldn't 
adjust to it, and Hawkstone Park in Eng- 
land was a real tough track for me as 
well. I don't think I did very well there, 
either. Otherwise, I really liked the tracks. 

“1 remember I won the GP in Den- 
mark and the U.S. GP at Mid-Ohio, but I 
don't really remember my results at most 
of the GP races. I think I got fifth or sixth 
at the German GP and I went real well in 
Italy with the exception of the second- 





moto DNF. In Finland, my bike seized 
and I DNFed both motos in Belgium. 
France, I DNFed both motos. It was a 
tough season over there." 

The Grand Prix riders of Europe were 
another matter to contend with. Coming 
from America, Smith did not know any 
of them - or how to pronounce their 
names, for that matter - and sorting them 
out and getting to know their strengths 
and weaknesses was another variable to 
factor into an already drastically steep 
learning curve. 

"Jizy Churavy, Zdenek Velky, the 
Russians, were just great guys, real great 
guys," Smith says fondly. "They were the 
nicest guys on the circuit. They gave me 
a lot of respect and we all got along real 


а it, and І couldn't 


to get back home.” 





well. Roger Harvey, Pavel Rulev, Dario 
Nani, I remember all of those guys. I got 
along with everybody over there, but it 
took me a little while to get them all fig- 
ured out.” 

Meanwhile, thousands of miles away 
back in America, there was a surprise 
waiting for Smith. And it wasn’t a home- 
coming gift. While Marty Smith was 
fighting for the red, white and blue on 
the hallowed circuits of Europe, a wild, 
young racer named Bob Hannah was 


_ beginning to make a name for himself in 


California. 

Aboard a stock factory Yamaha, Han- 
nah was eagerly waiting for Smith’s 
return in order to show him that there 
was a new kid in town; a kid who want- 
ed nothing more than to knock the 
charming and hugely popular Smith off 
his pedestal. 

“Oh yeah, I had heard of Hannah,” 
Smith said somewhat ruefully. “I knew 
he was a fast rider and that he was going 
to be tough to beat; I didn’t really know 
how tough. I was really surprised at how 
fast he was going.” 

Upon arriving back in the United 
States to defend his AMA 125cc National 
Championship, Smith realized he was in 
trouble as Hannah immediately put his 
mark on the class, blitzing to five overall 


wins in the first six AMA 125cc Nation- ` 


als. For all intents and purposes, it was 
over from the beginning. 

Smith would not win a National in 
"76, and the abrasive and cocky Hannah 
was immediately cast into the lead role of 
America's small-bore division. In Smith's 
defense, the bike he was competing on in 
America was nearly as evil as the one he 
raced in Europe. 

"The bikes I rode in the Nationals and 
the bikes I rode in the GPs were two dif- 
ferent motorcycles," Smith remembers. 
"In fact, toward the end of the season in 
the Nationals, I ended up riding one of 
Donny Emler's FMF bikes because they 
were far superior to the works bikes that 
year. I mean, that FMF bike was fast! It 
was real comfortable and it was depend- 
able. It was a bike I felt real confident 
with. 

^With the works bike, we didn't know 
if it was going to break, and they were 
sending us over parts from Japan, and 
we didn't even know what they were. 
However, Honda insisted that we use 
them and they just weren't working. I 
just felt fortunate that Honda eventually 
let us ride the FMF bike because they 
could have just said: ‘No, you're riding 
the works bike and that's it.' ^ 
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- years in a row, I had 


However, despite those aggravating 
problems, Smith still put his best foot for- 
ward and made the best of a somewhat 
lackluster year in the States. Even though 
the AMA season hadn't gone the way he 
had hoped, Marty was still happy to be 
home - at least for the time being. 

"The Nationals meant more to me 
because that's where all my fans were," 
Smith says in retrospect. "In Europe I 
didn't have that many fans. In fact, I 
think most of the people over there 
didn't like me because I was beating their 
guys. At the Nationals, after winning the 
championship two 


a lot of fan support. 

"It was just being 
back in America, as 
well. You know the 
lingo, you know the 
food, you know the 
tracks - some of them we would see two 
or three times a year - and you know all 
of the people. Then you go to Europe and 
you don't know anybody and don't like 
the food, you don't speak the language. 
There is just no comparing the two 
places. 

“It didn't affect how I rode. I still rode 
real well because I actually ended up 
third overall in the GPs. At that time, it 
was the best an American had ever done 
over there. I could have won the thing if 
it wasn't for all of the mechanical fail- 
ures. The jet lag didn't really bother me 
at all." 

While there were numerous prob- 
lems, challenges and disappointments for 
Smith in both Europe and America, the 
year 1976 certainly held some very bright 
moments for the San Diego native. In 
fact, I vividly remember seeing a picture 
of Smith immediately after the Grand 
Prix of Denmark. 

Within the picture, a weary, but

happy Smith is sitting in a lawn chair - 
certainly brought from back home - a 
pretty blonde girl is sitting in his lap, he 
has a victory wreath around his neck, a 
number of Japanese and American tech- 
nicians are standing around him, he is 
drinking a bottle of champagne and he is 
smiling big. Does Marty Smith remember 
that moment? 

"(Laughter) Yeah, right, I do remem- 
ber, and that's my wife. You know what, 
I probably didn't sleep well the night 
before. A lot of the time the food was 
crappy, we were staying at all of these 
hotels in different 
countries and a lot 
of times we did a 
lot of driving, as 
well. We drove to 
each country, we 
didn't fly. 

“I remember we 
had a rental car and the big race-truck 
van and we just drove from country to 
country, through all of these border 
lines and a lot of times we would get 
hung up in customs and we would have 
to give the guards a bunch of stickers 
and T-shirts or something just to get 
through. Still, that was a great memo- 


What about the aforementioned pic- 
ture of the 1976 Mid-Ohio United States 
Grand Prix, where despite the ups and 
downs of the season, he took the mea- 
sure of Bob “Hurricane” Hannah? 

"Oh yeah, it was great, Smith recalls 
very fondly. "It was a good race for me. I 
know that my United States bike was 
better than my European bike. I know 
that I could win both motos because I 
had won both motos, with holeshots, the 
year before in "75. In "76, I did the same 
thing. 

“1 remember Hannah was behind me 
in moto one and was dogging me hard, 








pushing me. I remember once I brake- 
checked him and it dropped him back 
like five seconds. I don't know if he 
stalled or tipped over, or what. I won 
again in the second moto, as well. 

"The bottom line was that I got both 
holeshots and won both motos that day. 
It felt good because I beat Hannah, who 
was the new kid then. You know a lot of 
people say that Hannah was faster than 
me that year, and Bob was a very good 
rider then, but he had a far уре bike 
with that OW20 
Yamaha. That bike 
was superior, it was 
really good. I could 
have beat him with 
my bike that season, 
but it just wasn’t my 
year.” 

While the year 
1976 will long be 
remembered for the 
potent rivalry be- 
tween Marty Smith and Bob Hannah, it 
appears that the struggle was more a fig- 
ment of people’s - and journalists’ - imag- 
ination than any real bad blood between 
the two. ; 

Smith explains: “You know, there was 
always razing about Hannah. Everybody 
thought that we hated each other, and it 
probably looked like it out on the track, 
but who has friends on the track? 
Nobody does. We actually got along real 
well. On the starting line, or in the pits, at 
the hotel, or in restaurants, we got along 
just fine. 

“That whole myth that we hated each 
other was done by the riders. It didn’t 
bother me. My dad always used to tell 
me that there would be somebody to 
come up and kick my butt one of these 
days, and Hannah was the one to kick 
my butt. And a few years later, Hannah 
had somebody kick his butt.” 

Surprisingly, all of the travel and jet- 
setting - and jet lag - wasn’t that big of a 
deal to Smith. It was just something he 
put up with in order to pursue his 
dreams in the sport he loved so dearly. 

“A young kid could handle all that 
travel,” Smith says. “It wasn’t a big deal 
to me. I was young and could handle 
going back and forth to Europe and 
America every week. I’m sure a guy that 
is 24, 25, 26, or even 30 years old would 
have a harder time with it. I was racing 
because I loved the sport. I wasn’t doing 
it to make a living at it. I never went into 
the sport to make a living. I was doing it 
for fun, and all of the money and that 
just got handed to me. So I was enjoying 
going back and forth for the most part." 

When all was said and done and the 
curtain closed on the 1976 campaign, the 
reviews were mixed on Smith's overall 
performance. While a number of detrac- 
tors felt that what he had attempted to 
accomplish was far too comprehensive 
and exhausting, Smith doesn't really see 
it that way. 

"I lived it and was there," he says. "I 
know what it was like to fly all over the 
world and race the bike. Anybody that 
was back at Honda with their feet up on 
the desk or whatever, listening to what 
was happening and seeing all of the 
results, may have felt that it was too 
much for one person to do, but in reality, 
it could be done. 

“I felt proud about what I accom- 
plished, but I didn't feel good about not 
winning a championship in either series. 
We tried to win both and didn't win 
either, so that was kind of a downer. I 
just had to remind myself that we 
weren't on as good of equipment as we 
could have been on. I feel confident that 
if I had a bike as good as the one I had in 
"74 and '75, I could have won both the 














National and the World titles that year. 
But Honda was into making a lot of | 
changes on that '76 bike and it just. | 
wasn't up to par." 

When the European Grand Prix cir- 
cuit concluded, Smith packed up and 
hightailed it home, never again to 
return. In his rush to return to America, 
did he ever contemplate going back to 
avenge his run at World Championship 
glory?. 

"I'm glad I did it, but no, I hated 
Europe," Smith says 
bluntly. “I did not 
like it and still don’t 
like it. I could care 
less if I ever went 
back there. The peo- 
ple were rude, the 
food was terrible. 
End of story. The 
whole place was 
strange. 

"There меге 
some nice people in the Scandinavian 
countries; the people were really friendly 
and the scenery was pretty. But the coun- 
tries like France and Italy and Germany, I 
don't know, it just wasn't to my liking. 
The people were really into it over there. 
But still, being an American, they didn't 
look at us like they looked at their own. 
Even then, we were the rebels. We were 
the bad guys." 

Now, 20 years later, Smith believes 
that Europe is a warmer place for the 
American riders, but that doesn't mean 


that they would be able to fight for them- 


selves in a war of two worlds. 

"The caliber of riders today - these 
guys don't train," Smith claims. "I used 
to ride every single day for 45 minutes to 
an hour, without stopping. I was in really 
good shape and none of the guys do that 
these days. Taking that into. considera- 
tion, they probably would have a harder | 
time traveling back and forth week after 
week. 

“But now, things over in Europe are 
different. The food is probably more’ 
Americanized, there are more Americans 
going over there now, so they probably 
receive a warmer greeting. Back then 
there were only one or two Americans 
racing there - Jim Pomeroy and Brad 
Lackey - the Europeans treated me like 
crap back then. But these days, I think it's 
a lot better for the Americans. Maybe it 
would be easier these days." E) 

Is there a rider today, in the modern | 
era of 18-wheel trucks, TV crews and 
personal trainers, who Smith believes. 
could pull of the incredible feat he 
attempted in '76? 

"Jeremy McGrath - and I've always 
said that. He has the same attitude I did 
because he is racing because he loves it. I 
started racing because I loved it. I didn't 
sit by my phone and wait for a call from 
Honda or Yamaha. It just happened - and 
I was pretty surprised when it did. That's 
why he is doing so good now, because he 
loves the sport and it pretty much 
shows.” 

Amazingly, in a young sport that 
seems to forget its past all too easily, 
Smith’s name is still a big deal in the 
world of American motocross. Based in 
El Cajon, California, Marty Smith stays 
busy teaching motocross schools and 
staying involved in the sport he still 
loves. 

“The schools are doing great,” Smith 
says proudly. “This has been an epic 
month for me - a record month as far as 
business goes. Every year, and this has 
been going on for the past three years, 
my schools have been getting bigger and 
bigger, and I’m proud of that. I’m also 


very proud that my name is still out... | 


there.” a

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DIRT TRACK 


Editor's note: The following is the AMA's 
five-year plan to revitalize the sport of 
American dirt track racing. It is being pre- 
sented in its entirety, just as it was when 
AMA President Ed Youngblood unveiled it 
before a congregation of team owners, riders, 
officials, media and dirt track racing fans in 
Cincinnati, Ohio, on February 14. The 
assembly totaled more than 100, and after 
much discussion, the majority of attendees 
responded to it in a positive fashion. While 
nobody involved in the sport knows exactly 
what the future will bring, this plan repre- 
sents the sanctioning body's commitment to 
take dirt track racing into the 21st century 
and beyond, and a compass heading to get it 
there. 


great deal of concern has been 
expressed about the decline of 
professional dirt track racing 
within an environment where 

young people seem to be turning to 
motocross and road racing, for which 
racing-quality serial-production equip- 
ment is readily available. A wide range 
of ideas and suggestions has come from 
all quarters about how to revitalize dirt 
track racing. While many are good 
ideas, taken individually, each repre- 
sents a “Band-Aid” approach to a large 
and complex problem. 

Discussions between the American 
Motorcyclist Association and the Profes- 
sional Motorcycle Racing Owners 
Group undertaken during 1996 resulted 
in the decision to confront the issue as 
any business would confront a large and 
complex problem, namely through a 
strategic planning process which would 
attempt to define the problem in its 





entirety, divide it into smaller manage- 
able segments, establish priorities, then 
identify strategies which should, over 
time, result in beneficial and managed 
change. 

This approach has resulted in a five- 
year plan which we hope will reverse 
declining trends and take professional 
dirt track racing to a healthier state 
between now and the year 2001. How- 
ever, before delineating that plan, I 
would like to talk briefly about the dirt 
track strategic planning project as a 
whole and how it intends to proceed in 
three stages. 

While the problem has many facets, 
it was the feeling of the strategic plan- 
ning group, based on the intensity of 
opinion among enthusiasts, riders, 


teams and the press, that the first aspect 
to confront was the overall quality of the 
professional racing program. Iri other 
words, better grass-roots activity will 
lead nowhere if the sport remains trou- 
bled at the highest level, and effective 
marketing cannot be undertaken unless 
we are convinced that we have a mar- 
ketable product. 

Consequently, the planning team has 
initially focused on evaluating the 
“product” from top to bottom. While 
time has been spent on other important 
issues, the main focus has been on 
improving and repackaging the profes- 
sional racing program, which will be 
outlined today as the proposed five-year 
plan. 

The second phase of the planning 
process will focus on marketing, includ- 
ing sponsorship and television. This 
phase has already begun, and the devel- 
opment of a systematic plan to get better 











dirt track coverage on television will be 
the central item on the agenda of the 
next meeting of the planning group. I 
estimate that this phase of the planning 
project will continue through most of 
the 1997 season. During this phase we 
intend to expand the strategic planning 
team to better incorporate both the 
rider's and the promoter's point of view. 

Finally, a third phase of the strategic 
planning process will address dirt track 
racing at the grass-roots level. We have 
noted revitalized dirt track activity at 
the amateur level in some parts of the 
country. We intend to bring the organiz- 
ers of strong amateur programs into the 
planning process, identify the ideas that 
appear to be working and develop plans 
to disseminate that information to other 


interested parties throughout the coun- 
try. Members of the dirt track advisory 
committee of the AMA Congress will 
play a significant role in this phase of 
the planning process. 

Furthermore, the AMA will take 
steps during 1997 to improve its ama- 
teur dirt track national championship 
program as one of the keys to improv- 
ing dirt track racing throughout Ameri- 
ca at the grass-roots level. 

The first phase of our strategic plan- 
ning project was initiated in August last 
year, and was finalized just a month 
ago. I want to thank everyone who has 
participated in the project, and that 
includes the team owners, promoters, 
fans, officials and the press, who have 
submitted ideas, suggestions and 
insights to the planning group. You all 
have made vital contributions. 

As is customary with any strategic 
planning process, we began with a 








SWOT Analysis - an identification of 
Strengths, Weaknesses, Opportunities 
and Threats affecting the current AMA 
professional dirt track program. 

First we'll discuss the strengths and 
opportunities. 
- Quality of the Grand National show: 
Perhaps the greatest strength is the 
quality of the Grand National show. I 
am speaking of what happens from flag 
to flag, which compares favorably for 
sound, excitement, color and quality to 
any motorsport in America. In terms of 
the ability of the athletes, and the close 
parity between machines, dirt track rac- 
ing has probably never been better. It 
has been a goal of the strategic planning 
group to not inadvertently damage this 
asset while seeking solutions to other 
problems. 


- Fan loyalty and enthusiasm: Clearly, 
the program benefits from fan loyalty 
and enthusiasm. To protect and 
strengthen this asset, ways need to be 
found to give the paying customers bet- 
ter value. 


- Camaraderie; Sense of community: 
Camaraderie and the sense of communi- 
ty among dirt track riders and teams is 
the glue that has kept the program 
together. Competition is intense on the 
track, but cooperation prevails other- 
wise. For example, just think of how our 
young athletes compare favorably to the 
arrogance, aloofness, backbiting and 
rivalry that exists in leading forms of 
automobile open-wheel racing. We need 
to nurture and reinforce our strong 
sense of community. 


- Cost of equipment: At first blush 
many will doubt that the cost of equip- 
ment is a strength. АП forms of motor 
racing are expensive, but to put Grand 
National dirt track racing in perspective, 
we must compare it to the other options 
that a team owner or rider has today. 
With Japanese factory support behind 
road racing and motocross, huge sums 
are spent, but rarely talked about. The 
true cost of racing is hidden within fac- 
tory racing budgets. Consider that you 
can probably campaign a Grand Nation- 
al dirt tracker for two seasons for the 
cost of puffing a superbike on the pole 
at Daytona. Wherever we plan to take 
dirt track racing, we should avoid a 
course that would lead it away from its 
current relatively economical equipment 
formula. 


- High interest among promoters: 
There is also a high interest among pro- 
moters. Dirt track racing still has many, 
many individuals ready to promote an 
event, and we need to give them better 
and more diverse opportunities. 


- Officiating: We believe that in its cur- 
rent state, officiating can be classified as 
a strength. AMA Dirt Track Manager 
Bruce Bober and his team have achieved 
better cooperation, improved morale 
and a higher-quality show during the 
past two seasons. 


- AMA/PMROG relationship for mar- 
keting coordination: We also believe 
that the AMA/PMROG relationship, as 
it has evolved during 1996, must be 
regarded a strength. Concerned parties 
have stopped the unproductive practice 
of trying to figure out who to blame for 
the state of dirt track racing, and have 
refocused that energy into communica- 
tion, resource-pooling, cooperation and 
problem-solving. 

Yet dirt track racing remains a threat- 
ened form of the sport, and the strategic 
planning group has done its best to 
identify the weaknesses and threats that 
must be overcome. 


- Dirt; inconsistent medium: First, dirt 

is a fragile, weather-sensitive and incon- 
sistent medium. When we turn in a 
poor-quality show, it is often because 
we are struggling to make a track rid- 
able. 


- Vulnerability to weather: We lost two 
live major network telecasts this year 
because the show could not go on due to 
weather. This is a problem that is inher- 
ent in the sport. It will never be elimi- 
nated, but we may be able to find ways 
to reduce our vulnerability to weather 
and track conditions. 


- Limited equipment availabilty: Per- 
haps one of the greatest threats to Grand 
National competition is the limited 
availability of competitive equipment. 
The escalating cost of Honda parts is 
moving the program closer to one-brand 
racing, and teams express concern about 
the future availability of parts and sup- 
port for Harley-Davidson XR engines. 
One of the key questions facing the 
planning group has been, “Where will 
we get the future power plants for 
Grand National racing?” 


- Absence of television; sponsorship: 
For a variety of reasons, dirt track racing 
has not received television coverage 
comparable to other forms of motorcy- 
cle competition. It is clear, though, that 
our effort to get dirt track racing on tele- 
vision suffers from the absence of an 
advertiser base. Road racing, motocross 
and supercross get coverage because 
major manufacturers are ready to spend 
their advertising dollars. No similar 
support is forthcoming for dirt track rac- 
ing. And the absence of television and 
limited involvement by motorcycle and 
aftermarket companies has made spon- 
sorship harder to come by. 


- Appearance of facilities: Access to 
high-quality facilities has declined over 
the past two decades, and many oval 
tracks have disappeared or been 
changed from dirt to pavement. Truth- 
fully, some of the facilities currently 
used in Grand National competition are 
of such a quality that it may be better 
not to expose through television. 


- Quality of the show: Overall, the 
show needs improvement. Shorter pro- 
grams and greater consistency are being 
achieved, but the Grand National series 
remains plagued by delays. 


- Number of events: The number of 
events may be a weakness since it is diffi- 
cult for teams to maintain quality equip- 
ment through so many races, and spon- 
sors may not want to support so many 
events. Different opinions prevail on this 
subject, but I suspect all would agree that 
a shorter Grand National series might be 
preferable if it included only larger, high- 
er-quality facilities, bigger purses and 
full series television coverage. 


- Inadequate farm system: The number 
of riders competing at the Grand 
National level is frighteningly few. This 
is related in part to the availability of 
equipment, but there is no doubt that it 
is exacerbated by an inadequate farm 
system. 

This SWOT analysis leads to an eval- 
uation of the current AMA professional 
dirt track program. 


- Questionable relevance of 250cc as an 
entry-level machine: First, it is doubtful 
that a 250cc class provides relevant 
experience for entry-level professionals. 
It probably teaches little applicable to 
graduation to the big twins, and most 
first-year professionals have probably 
been cutting their amateur teeth on 
much larger machines anyway. 





- Questionable entertainment value of 
600cc as Grand National substitute: 
While debate will continue about bring- 
ing 600cc singles into the Grand Nation- 
al class, there is little doubt that they, by 
comparison to the big twins, do not pro- 
vide the entertainment value that fans 
are looking for at the highest level. 


- Confusion of the Pro-Am program: 
We believe that the AMA's Pro-Am pro- 
gram has brought confusion rather than 
value. It likely has helped destroy pro- 
fessional racing below the Grand 
National Championship level, because it 
has given promoters a cheap option 
where they can obtain professional rid- 
ers with no purse, no medical insurance 
and a very low sanction fee. This option 
needs to be closed off in favor of some- 
thing better for professional riders and 
teams. 


- Impending crisis in Grand National 
equipment: Most serious is the impend- 
ing equipment crisis facing Grand 
National racing. How to identify, test 
and evolve toward the engines of the 
future without upsetting the current 
Grand National show is one of the great 
challenges faced by the planning group. 

Having evaluated the current pro- 
gram, based on its strengths and weak- 
nesses, we can move toward articulating 
our "needs" in the process of moving 
toward a healthier program. 


- Reasonably protect current invest- 
ments: We need to make a very serious 
effort to protect current investments. 
Significant changes are required, but 
they cannot be implemented overnight. 
Changes must be staged and announced 
in advance to enable team owners to 
phase out and fully amortize current 
machines. 


- Maintain Grand National show qual- 
ity: However this is undertaken, it needs 
to be done with careful attention to pro- 
tecting and maintaining the quality of 
Grand National racing. It would be dan- 
gerous to conduct radical experiments 
within the Grand National class. 


- Improve equipment availability: We 
badly need greater availability of equip- 
ment and involvement by more brands. 
This need can only be filled by moving 
toward serial production engines. 


= Create better transition from amateur 
to professional: We need to create a bet- 
ter, more logical, more effective, more 
rider-friendly transition from amateur 
to professional dirt track racing. 








- Improve the consistency and quality 

of events: We need to improve the con- 
sistency and quality of events if dirt 
track racing is going to better satisfy 
fans, become more televisable and be 
taken seriously by sponsors. 


- Find a way to identify and develop 
the next generation of engines: And we 
must find a way to. develop the next 
generation of engines. The XR750 will 
not (and should not) prevail forever, 
and the RS750 may already have 
become too costly to be practical beyond 
the life of the current remaining exam- 
ples. 

Consequently, through SWOT analy- 
sis, program evaluation and needs 
assessment, the strategic planning team 
has drafted a five-year plan that we 
hope all stakeholders in the dirt track 
community will embrace and support. 
We are well aware that details will con- 
tinue to be debated, but we urge all who 
are concerned about the future of dirt 
track racing to take an open-minded and 
big-picture approach to this plan. 

Before describing its components, I 
would like to define the objectives of the 
plan. It is intended to better define the 
division between amateur and profes- 
sional levels of competition, improve the 
training and transition of riders to the 
Grand National level and eliminate the 
features of the current Pro-Am program 
that have caused confusion and been 
damaging to professional racing. One of 
its main objectives is to create an oppor- 
tunity for riders and teams to select 
from an abundance of new, readily 
available engines. It is designed to cre- 
ate a laboratory for the development of 
the next generation of Grand National 
engines. We don't yet know what that 
next generation will be, but the plan cre- 
ates an opportunity for experimentation 
and development to take place without 
disrupting the current Grand National 
class. 

In this way we hope to meet the 
important objective of facilitating neces- 
sary change at the highest level without 
disadvantaging current teams. The 
objective is to create a staged transition 
to long-term solutions. And we plan to 
continue to improve and professionalize 
the Grand National show and better 
position it as high-value entertainment. 
So, let's look at the five-year plan, 
unrolling it one year at a time. 

First, we propose no radical or dis- 
ruptive changes during the coming year. 
The year 1997 will be used to introduce 








and publicize the plan while we focus 


on qualitative improvements in the cur- ` 


rent program. 
First we will introduce new, formal, 


documented event evaluation proce- 


dures on the Grand National circuit. A 
written evaluation procedure has been 
developed in which the AMA, the 
PMROG, the riders and promoters will 
all participate. This procedure is not for 
placing blame on failings, but rather to 
identify, through clear communication 
among all parties, the areas where 
improvements can be made. This evalu- 
ation procedure will become the AMA's 
sanctioning yardstick for systematically 
upgrading the series. АП of us - the pro- 
moters, the teams and the sanctioning 
body - need to adopt a Total Quality 
Management mentality. TOM works 
only when all parties buy into the 
process of shared responsibility. It can- 
not be confrontational. It must be coop- 
erative. 


1997 


During 1997 we will introduce the 
AMA National Hot Shoe Series. In the 
short term, this program is designed to 
consolidate our confusing array of 
Regionals, Nationals ànd other events 
that exist below the Grand National 
level. In the long term it will enable us 
to alter the current Pro-Am program, 
and it will provide a development field 
for venues and promotions that may not 
yet be up to Grand National standards. 
Think of the relationship between Busch 
Grand National and Winston Cup rac- 
ing within the NASCAR program. It is 
our intention that a similar relationship 
will be achieved between AMA Hot 
Shoe and AMA Grand National, provid- 
ing more opportunities for riders and 
promoters alike, as well as more good 
quality events for the fans. 

We have strongly recommended that 
the AMA test a paved venue at the 
Grand National level in the near future. 
We are not suggesting that dirt track 
racing will eventually be replaced by 
paved ovals. However, we believe that 
as we look for better, more manageable 
facilities, pavement is likely to play an 
important role. To gain more knowledge 
in this area, we hope to include a paved 
venue in the new National Hot Shoe 
Series during 1997 or 1998. 

Key to stability in the five-year plan 
is a commitment to maintain the current 
Grand National equipment rules for five 
year. This commitment will enable 
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teams to fully amortize current equip- 
ment while we attempt to identify the 
powerplants that will drive Grand 
National racing beyond the year 2001. 


1998 


In 1998 we will begin to introduce 
more substantive changes, based on a 
strong consensus that the AMA needs to 
return to a system of graduated licens- 
ing in its professional dirt track pro- 
gram. We will eliminate Pro-Am racing 
as we currently know it, and introduce a 
new entry-level professional license, 
similar to what we once called the 
Novice class. Novice riders must be at 
least 16 years old and have documented 
experience in amateur competition. Rac- 
ing rules will provide that Novice riders 
compete and earn advancement points 
in either of two classes: either 250cc two- 
stroke singles or 350 to 600cc four-stroke 
singles. We believe that market forces 
should determine the future of these 
classes. If both are popular, then both 
can prevail. If one or the other emerges 
as the class of choice, then appropriate 
decisions can be taken later. 


1999 


With year three we can fully phase in 
three classifications of professional 
license. Novice riders earning sufficient 
points will graduate in 1999 to a Junior 
license, and will move to larger 
machines based on an entirely new 
engine formula. Let me add here that 
over the next few months we hope to 
find better nomenclature. Frankly, we 
are using the terms “Novice” and 
“Junior” simply because we haven't 
thought of something better. We will 
welcome any suggestions. 

This will be the year where we create 
the laboratory for development of future 
engines. The Junior level will introduce 
a new class for 1000cc twins. Most man- 
ufacturers are currently producing twin 
configurations that will be eligible for 
this class. Because the engines are large, 
some rules will be applied to limit per- 
formance. For example, engines will be 
carbureted and a limitation will be 
placed on carburetor size. Technical 
rules will be finalized during the com- 
ing year so that riders, dealers and team 
owners will have more than a year to 
prepare for the class. 

While the engines must be based on 
cataloged factory components including 
cases, cylinders and heads, the rules will 
allow for liberal development. Stroke 
and bore can be changed, enabling 
tuners to take engines up or down to the 
1000cc limit. 

Purpose-built chassis conforming to 
current dirt track rules will be allowed. 





Wheel and tire restrictions may be pre- 
scribed to limit performance, and we are 
considering the application of a claim- 
ing rule in this class to keep develop- 
ment and spending within reasonable 
limits. 

At this point I need to explain how 
the current 883 class will be affected. 
The 883s have been a successful experi- 
ment in that we have learned a lot about 
the potential of a serial-production 
engine in dirt track racing. However, the 
class is not growing. Maintaining stock 
machines has proven more costly than 
we had hoped, and enforcement to stock 
rules has been a costly and contentious 
nightmare. Furthermore, 883s as a 
potential spec powerplant for future 
Grand National machines would only 
take us further down the-one-brand 
road. Consequently, with 1999 the 883 
class as we know it will be eliminated. 
This engine, however, will be eligible for 
development as a 1000cc Junior engine. 

Also, in year three the National Hot 
Shoe Series will begin to provide racing 
opportunities for all classes, including 
Novice, Junior and Expert. АП licensing 
levels will be allowed to compete in a 
600cc class, though we may need to 
exclude the upper echelon of Grand 
National competitors. Juniors and 
Experts will be eligible to compete in the 
1000cc class. 

At this stage the National Hot Shoe 
program should become an arena for 
abundant activity, giving promoters 
large fields of riders and giving riders 
opportunities for a lot of racing. For 
example, Expert and Junior licensed rid- 
ers owning both a 600cc single and a big 
twin could enter both classes. 

We think this fertile playground of 
experimentation will be where we begin 
to identify the Grand National engine 
formula of the future. 


2000 


No radical or fundamental changes 
will be introduced for year four of the 
plan. This will be a year for observation, 
continuing experimentation and evalua- 
tion. We will focus on refining equip- 
ment rules to keep the 1000cc class excit- 
ing and competitive, and we will begin 
to create a concept of the next genera- 
tion Grand National engine. At this 
stage I expect the AMA will need to con- 
vene a team of experts from factories, 
teams, riders and officials to guide the 
process. 

Depending upon circumstances - 
depending on whether we believe we 
have learned enough from the 1000cc 
class, and considering the quality of 
Grand National equipment and compe- 
tition, by the year 2001 - we will decide

In the 125cc main event, Team

all three went down in a heap and Gad- 
dis’ Nielsen teammate Shawn Morgan 
grabbed the lead. Palmer, SCB/ Ajax 
Kawasaki's Trey Owens, SMP/House of 
Motorcycles’ Grayson Goodman, Yama- 
ha of Troy’s Todd DeHoop and 
SMP/House of Motorcycles’ Josh Taran- 
tino were next in line. 

Palmer kept the pressure on Morgan 
while SCR/Pro Circuit/Xtreme’s 
Jeromy Buehl passed DeHoop, and 
Palmer squeezed by Antunez, who 
already had passed Owens. At the 
halfway mark, Morgan still held a slight 
lead on Palmer while Buehl had 
Antunez testing his lines and Goodman 
was in fifth with some room. 

Owens, Tarantino and DeHoop now 
had Gaddis trying to pass. Gaddis took 
DeHoop and Tarantino in the whoops, 
but Owens stopped his drive at seventh 
place. Owens held sixth and Goodman 
kept fifth. Antunez tried Buehl but set- 
tled for fourth with Buehl third. 

In the last lap, Morgan's feet flew off 
the pegs in the whoops, but he held on 
and kept Palmer in second for his first 
win in front of the hometown fans. 

"I'm so excited," Morgan said. "I 
really wanted to win here in Denver for 
my fans, family and sponsors - and now 
(mechanic) John Old has to let me cut 
his hair." 

Morgan made it two for two in main 
event starts in the 250cc final, but Jones 
stuffed him and took the lead. Antunez, 
Stephenson, Gaddis, DeHoop, Palmer,

Tommy Clowers, Goodman and Emig 
Racing /Excel's Josh Kellogg completed 
the field. 

Antunez went after Morgan and 
passed for second. Stephenson used the 
whoops to get past Morgan for third.

Clowers held 
down sixth, Morgan fifth. 

Jones missed the dou- 
ble/triple section and 
went down, and Antunez, 
Palmer and Gaddis all 
raced for the top spots.

“The.race went great,” 
Antunez said. “The earlier 
crash wasted my wrist 
and I wasn’t sure I could 
race.

The start of Saturday's 125cc main 
event was a disaster for Antunez as he 
was sent off the track with Jones grab- 
bing the lead. Palmer was running a 
cool second and was ahead in points at 
that moment. Stephenson, Owens, 
Buehl, Goodman, Gaddis, DeHoop and 
Morgan all gave chase. 

Gaddis passed Goodman in the air. 
Palmer was testing Jones. Morgan 





passed DeHoop. Jones was leading with 





Palmer and Stephenson close by and 
then the pack of Gaddis, Goodman, 
Buehl, Owens, Morgan, DeHoop and 
now Antunez emerging at the end of the 
group. 

Antunez went nuts and banged his 
way past DeHoop, Morgan, Owens and 
Goodman, all for valuable points. Team- 
mate Stephenson made a great late-race 
pass for second on Palmer. Jones took 
the win, followed by Stephenson, 
Palmer, Gaddis, Buehl, Antunez, Mor- 
gan and DeHoop.

LIMOGE, FRANCE, FEB. 25 
ч onda-mounted Cyril Esquirol of 
France could well have felt a lit- 
| Че cheated as he climbed from 
his machine after scoring a third 
place in this year's Gilles Lalay Classic. 
While third place in such an event is 
something to feel good about, for him it 
was a story of so close, yet so far. 

Esquirol had led the complete day's 
action from the early-morning qualifica- 
tion up until the clock rang at 9:20, only 
10 minutes before the event would fin- 
ish at the top of a place called Dead 
Crow Hill. 

"It was my fault," Esquirol said. "I 
hit a rock with my chain and it broke, 
then it took a long time for my crew to 
get help to me, but yes, I am very 
Sorry." 

The eventual winner, Kawasaki rider 
Laurent Charbonnel, finished some five 
minutes ahead of second-placed David 
Castera and a further five minutes 
ahead of Esquirol. But his win on a 
course that he, in fact, designed was 
very much a hollow one. 

Like every year, the 220 riders set out 
from the city of Limoge - no thick 


clouds, snow-covered hills or ice-rid- . 


dled trails - this year's event was run in 
fantastic conditions. But still it was an 
event.many did not complete. Even the 
great Stephane Peterhansel struggled; 
sure enough, he made it to the finish, 
but under extreme pain and suffering. 

The first riders-to leave Limoge were, 
of course, the star-studded internation- 
als - Giovanni Sala, three-time World 
Champion; Anders Eriksson, two-time 
World champ; Peterhansel, five-time 
Dakar winner and most successful ISDE 
rider over the past 10 years, and 
Esquirol, the two-time winner of the 
GLC and riding for the huge France 
Honda team. 

Then, of course, there was 1996 win- 
ner Charbonnel and a long list of possi- 
ble challengers, but once the action 
started, it was KTM-mounted Christian 
Boulet, World Enduro regular, who took 
the first of the four specials, his time of 
four minutes and 8.33 seconds just bet- 
ter than Charbonnel, who clocked in 
with 4:12.62, followed by Castera, 
Esquirol, Laurent Pidoux and Eric 
Bernard. With five French riders leading 
the way, it was looking ominous for the 
likes of Sala and Eriksson, who finished 
eighth and 14th, respectively. 

“1 have been told the course is very 
difficult, so ГЇЇ take it a little slow,” Sala 
said. ^I want to be there at the end, not 
now." With his smile still intact, Sala 
was not worried by his place. As for 
Peterhansel, his 16th place was not a 
true indication of his performance as he 
lost time in a pit mixup. 3 

The slight Esquirol was soon to make 
his charge, though. The second special 
was his ahead of Charbonnel, Peter- 
hansel, Bernard and Boulet. Sala and 








Eriksson were yet to challenge the might 
of France. In fact, Eriksson could only 
claim 18th place. With the GLC just 
hours old, the Swedish rider was found 
wanting. 

"It's only early, but it's always tough 
here," he said. "The French are on home 
ground and I am not." 

Stage three, and again Esquirol 
showed he is determined to reclaim the 
GLC crown. "I want to win for sure," he 
said. “The early times mean nothing, 
but I'm riding well and with that comes 
good, fast specials." 

This time Bernard - the star of the 
final round of the world enduro cham- 
pionships back in September and Dakar 
rally rookie - scored second, just quick 
enough to edge out Charbonnel, Sala 
and Peterhansel and, yes, World champ 
Eriksson again failed with a 17th place. 

The last of the morning specials was 
held in the hills above Peyrat-Le 
Chateau and a huge spectator turnout 
gave the sometimes extrovert Esquirol 
the chance to really show off his talents, 
his winning time well ahead of Peter- 
hansel, Bernard, Sala and Boulet. 

When the morning's times were 
added, it was Esquirol who was the best 
qualifier with a total of 18:32.58, while 
Bernard was next with 18:39.68, fol- 
lowed by Charbonnel, Sala and Boulet. 
Peterhansel was penalized for breaking 
one of the rules and receiving help from 
his crew, dropping him from sixth to 
20th, a position that could well have

(Left) Cyril Esquirol 
had led the entire 
event until breaking 
his chain 10 minutes 
from the finish. He 
still salvaged third. 


been difficult to recover from on the 
tough afternoon course. 

With the riders a little freshened up, 
it was back into action with again the 
special above Peyrat-Le Chateau play- 
ing host to Esquirol's skills. While the 
morning winner led the riders, it was 
the brilliant Peterhansel who blasted his 
Yamaha past several of the competitors 
and into fourth place after only one 
hour of action. 

“1 knew I needed to make up some 
time or it would only get harder, but it's 
left me tired," Peterhansel said of his 
early charge. 

Despite the knowledge that Charbon- 
nel had been the man to make out the 
course (as he has done every year), 
Esquirol looked in totally dominant 
form, arriving at the not-so-muddy val- 
leys and blasting through with ease, 
while his followers only seemed to find 
the area of mud that would swallow the 
complete bike. 

“I was stuck up to my armpits and 
could not get out," said British ISDE 
rider Wyn Hughes, who was carried 
from his machine in somewhat worse 
than normal state, his arms and legs 
locked in severe cramp. "I could not get 
my hands off the handlebars, it was hor- 
rible." His GLC finished on stage three. 

It was not only the Welsh mud lover 
who was troubled by the course. Peter- 
hansel sunk down to his taillight and 
was not finding the mud as forgiving as 
the thick Sahara sands. 



















"Twenty minutes I tried to get out of 
one area," Peterhansel said. “It left me 
totally drained." His mud riding always 
was a question, but still he carried on. If 
it's one thing you do not question about 
the Dakar king, it's his desire to win the 
GLC. 

Following Esquirol was Charbonnel. 
His 1996 charge on Peterhansel will long 
live in the memories of the French 
crowds, and this year they were out in 
force to support him. 

“Т got a lot of help last year," said 
Charbonnel, a longtime friend of Lalay. 
"It gives me a lot of happiness to win 
here. Charbonnel, while a long way 
back from Esquirol, was not so far 
ahead of Castera, who was looking like- 
ly to make some type of charge on sec- 
ond place. 

“1 could see Laurent and I knew the 
crowd was probably giving him more 
support than they gave me," "Charbon- 
nel said. ^But the people in France are 
not against me; it worked out okay." 
Still, as Charbonnel would enter a steep 
hill, the crowd would give him the num- 
ber-one sign, while Castera would get 
little of anything. 

By the time the GLC had reached its 
halfway stage (for the evening), Esquirol 
was at least 10 minutes ahead of Char- 
bonnel, and in this event 10 minutes 
may as well be 10 hours. Making up sec- 
onds in the darkness was nearly impos- 
sible. Charbonnel could only hope for 
an error by Esquirol and the way the 
Honda rider was performing, it looked 
like an impossible wish. 

With the hours ticking away and 
total darkness giving the riders near to 
no chance of seeing the now-huge mud 
patches, slowly but surely, the slower 
competitors dropped like flies. Of the 
100 qualifiers, only a little over 30 
remained. Most had been pulled up by 
the officials. 

Another Welsh mud lover, Rob 
Smith, was not so unhappy to be given 
an early mark. 

` “It’s fair enough," he said. “Once 
you're around an hour behind tlie 
leader, then they pull you out. With the 
darkness, it's the only fair thing to do, 











otherwise you'll have riders out there all 
night. Still, though, I had some energy 
left." 

One hour remained when news came 
out that Esquirol was racing to his third 
GLC win, but the news was much too 
optimistic. The Honda France team was 
looking confident - their man had given 
the team a huge lead by GLC standards 
and he was riding with such precision. 

Charbonnel was now riding without 
his goggles, and the white face of the 
defending champion seemed to stare 
into the oncoming darkness às if to put a 
spell on the leader. It had worked on 
Peterhansel, so why not Esquirol. 

Then it happened. Esquirol, while 
bobbling on one of the tough, rocky s 
tions that many riders complained were 
too difficult, lost concentration, clipped 
a sharp rock with the edge of his chain 
and came to a standstill. 

“АП was going great," Esquirol said. 
"I have never felt better - strong, fast, 
"perfect - then I just stopped. I sat there 
with nothing to do but wait for someone 
to come and help. It was a long wait." 

In the time it took Esquirol's crew to 
arrive, Charbonnel was past and on the 
way to his second GLC win - robbery, 
luck, whatever. The thin Charbonnel was 
not smiling through his open-faced hel- 
met as he reached the end of his quest. 

The crowd gave him the now-famil- 
iar help up Dead Crow Hill. "They 
again helped," Charbonnel said. "This 
year I had more energy, it was not as 
close, but for Cyril I am sorry. He rode 
very well." 








The other finishers were in total 29 - 
25 French riders, three Italians and a 
sole Swede. Sala claimed fourth place. 

“I rode very slow early, waiting for it 
to get tough, but it never did," Sala said. 
“Ву the time I decided to really ride 
hard, I could only catch the four-stroke 
of Pidoux. I'm 33 years old. Maybe I'll 
never win the Gilles Lalay Classic." 

Eriksson, whose 12th place was still a 
strong performance, was not overly dis- 
appointed.

“I found the rock sections very 
strange," he said. "They were like trials, 
you had to jump from one to the other, 
but I did my best; that is all you can ask 
from me." 

Just ahead of Eriksson came the two 
other Italians, Arnoldo Nicoli and Mario 
Rinaldi, 10th and 11th, respectively, 
putting some international flavor into 
the top field. 

As one rider by the name of Sven 
Erik Jonsson mentioned a couple of

years ago, "To beat the French in this 
event is not going to get easier." The 
only rider to do so is, in fact, Jonsson, 
and you can be sure he is correct in his 
opinion. 

Sorry or not for Esquirol, Charbonnel 
joined Esquirol and another two-time 
winner, Jonsson, as the winningest rider 
in the short six-year history of the event, 
which pays respect to the late Gilles 
Lalay, a rider who could well have been 
shadowing his old friends.

rench riders won two motos out of 
Five: to the delight of a crowd of 

15,000 at the Beaucaire Classic, but 
it was 24-year-old American newcomer 
Mike Brown who clinched the overall 
victory in Europe’s most prestigious 
warmup race. 

The Rinaldi Yamaha teamster led on 
the opening lap of each race, but was 
content not to ride beyond his limits so 
early in the season and benefited from 
the mistakes of others. 

“I got a little tense and my forearms 
pumped up in the first race when 
(Sebastien) Tortelli was hounding me 
and the crowd was going wild for him,” 
Brown said. “Then in race two, the front 
brake hooked me off. It must have 
taken a rock because the disc was bent. 
I was happy to chase Tallon (Vohland) 
home in the last one because I knew the 
French guys were back in the pack.” 

The Johnson, Tennessee, resident 
went 2-3-2 for the win. 

Vohland, the other half of the Rinal- 
di American double act, had lost his 
chances in the opener: 

"I banged bars with Joel Smets out of 
the gate," Vohland said. "He went 
down and I must've been around 30th. 
Those guys at the back were going so 
slow on the first lap and I hit one going 
into a turn and flew over the bars." 

After that the world number three 
went 2-1, each time advancing from lower 
leaderboard starts, to place fifth total. 








Even though last year's Beaucaire 
winner Yves Demaria was already com- 
plaining, first about rear suspension 
problems (the Martin team he rides for 
later claimed a flat tire) and then a stick- 
ing rear brake, the home crowd had 
plenty to cheer about as Tortelli won the 
opening 10-lap moto, but a fall in race 
two and oil on the front disc from a 
leaking fork leg in the finale cost him 
further success. 

Kawasaki teammate Frederic Bolley 
took up the challenge to win race two 
and the overall lead, but he was can- 
noned off the track by the effervescent 
Andrea Bartolini in the final 25-minute 
moto. 

The Italian made a dramatic impact 
as he debuted the four-stroke Yamaha. 

“I made a good start in race one but 
tangled bars halfway up the straight 
with someone," Bartolini said. "I was 
happy to come back to seventh." 

The Errezeta teamster soon moved 
into the top six of race two, but sudden- 
ly was downfield and forced to pull out. 

"I don't know why, but the motor 
just stopped in a turn and I lost a lot of 
places," Bartolini said. "Then I was able 
to restart it, and before I had ridden 
much further the silencer fell off. I was 
not aware of any impact." 

Then came that ferocious third race 
and a magnificent fourth place, the best 
by a 500cc GP contender all day, but not 
quite enough to enable the Italian to 
score more points on the day than Brit 
Kurt Nicoll, having his first race since 
breaking his leg at the British GP last 
June aboard the latest 368cc KTM.

Swede Peter Johansson, the-other' 


Yamaha 400cc teamster, crashed out for 
the day in the first moto, but fortunately 
initial fears of a broken leg and shoulder 
were not confirmed. 

“1 clipped the rear tire of (Jaimy) 
Scevenels’ Honda when he slewed side- 
ways on the approach to a jump," 
Johansson said. “I landed front wheel 
first on the hay bales and flew over the 
bars. I feared the worst at first, but I 
only have heavy bruising to the left 
thigh and right shoulder." 

Stefan Everts rode immaculately all 
day on his factory Honda but was clear- 
ly not keen on getting involved in colli- 
sions at this stage of the season. 

“1 also had a little arm pump in the 
first race," Everts said. "It's the first time 
I have ridden on hard tracks this year." 
He missed the podium by one place. 

Fellow Belgian Marnicq Bervoets 
rode to three steady finishes but was 
never on the leaders' pace. But the John- 
son/Bieffe Suzuki rider always has been 
slow in his buildup for the new season 
and will surely find a challenging pace 
in the three weeks remaining to the 
opening GP. 

Little went right for his close friend 
Smets, Belgium's leading hope in the 
500cc series. A single last-moto 14th 
place was his only reward on the proto- 
type 440cc Husaberg after early depar- 
tures from the first two motos - first in 
the collision with Vohland and Nicoll 
out of the gate in race one, then on the 
second lap of moto two as he discov- 
ered, entering a downhill turn, that the 
rear brake line had been severed in an 
earlier collision. But Smets proved he 
would have had the pace to stay on the 
leaderboard when he rejoined the track 
late in moto one to learn the track and 
had no difficulty maintaining a top-six 
pace. 

Brown was the fifth American win- 
ner in the last six editions of the Beau- 
caire race, adding his name to those of 
the late Donny Schmit (1992), Bob 
Moore (1993) and Vohland (1994-95). 
But in the 20 years that the race has been 
run, Schmit is the only rider of any 
nationality who managed to win both 
the French Classic and a World title in 
the same season. 











Eight of the last 15 winners wore a 
World crown at some time in their 
career, however, and Goat Breker, the 
first American winner of the race in 
1988, is one of only two who never won 
a medal.

GFI Winter MX Series South, Final Round

T eam Chesterfield's Bob Moore 
proved once again to be the best of 
the best by winning the 125cc Pro 

division during the final round of the 

GFI Winter Series held at Glen Helen 

Cycle Park. 

Moore joined nearly 600 other racers 
who competed on the long, fast and 
somewhat technical course. The new 
track had an almost European flavor as 
many riders found themselves riding at 
speeds higher than normal. 

“We have doubled our gate on prac- 
tice days with the new track," said park 
manager Steve Niles. "We have had lots 
of wind, so the track's not as dressed up 
as normal, but everyone likes the new 
design. 

Southern series champs were deter- 
mined by the close of racing and will meet 
their Northern California counterparts for 
a one-day showdown in late April to 
determine overall state champions. 

Twenty-nine of the fastest Pros lined 
the start gate for the single 30-minute 
125cc Pro moto. When the pack rounded 








the first turn, it was a rookie Pro leading 
the way. “The kid Bob Hannah trains,” 
yelled one spectator as Danny Smith 
from Idaho screamed his NCY-backed 
Yamaha wide open down the first 
straightaway. 

Smith’s lead was short-lived - per- 
haps the pressure of leading the likes of 
Robbie Reynard, Casey Johnson, Moore, 
Craig Decker and Shaun Perolio was 
more than he could manage as he bob- 
bled and dropped from the top 10. 

“Turmoil” was the only word to 
describe the first three laps of the race 
while the riders sorted themselves out. 
Team Chaparral’s Mike Brandes hit the 
deck early and was dropped back to 
12th, while Moore took the lead. 

“My bike is pretty much worn out. I 
have been practicing on it for 11 weeks,” 
Moore said. “I couldn’t push it too hard 
because I was afraid it may seize.” 

Moore really didn’t have to push 
much as he opened up a 10-second 
cushion just past the halfway point 
while Johnson, Reynard and Decker set- 
tled into the top spots. 

For the next 15 minutes, the positions 
stayed well defined with the only real 
battle taking place for seventh among 
Brandes, Upton and Jiri Dostal. Brandes 
settled that argument by coming up 
with the moves and pulling away, while 
Upton and Dostal battled down to the 
wire for eighth with Upton getting the 
nod at the finish. 

Moore crossed the finish line with a 
13-second lead over top California pros 
Johnson, Reynard (Oklahoma), Decker 
and Perolio. 

One might wonder with Moore rid- 
ing at warp speed in the USA, why he 
would travel to Europe to each year, “I 
am riding better then ever and I want to 
race here in America,” Moore said. 
“This will be my last year racing in 
Europe. I am trying to put something 
together with FMF to race in the USA 
next year.” 

Speaking of Europe, German World 
Motocross star Pit Beirer leveled the 
competition in the 250cc Pro division 
with a hands-down, runaway victory. 

Brandes was an early challenger, but 
a rear flat tire deflated his hopes of a 
win, while Johnson also had problems 
of his own and dropped to third. In the 
end, Beirer blew them away, perhaps 
fueled by his love for the track that emu- 
lated many of the courses back home. 

Decker rode conservatively in second 
for most of the race while Johnson, 
Upton and hard-charging Pro Circuit- 
rider Billy Joe Mercier rounded out the 
top five. 

Billy Payne piloted his Team Thou- 
sand Oaks Kawasaki to the day’s overall 
125cc Intermediate class win. Payne bat- 
tled Jimmy Varis in the first moto as 
both future pros left the competition in 
the dust and waged a private duel for 
the lead. That battle went down to the 
wire with Varis trying every move in 
the book, but Payne kept a cool head 
and won the race. р 

Tim Beatty finished а distant third 
after working up from a mediocre start 
while Jason Abbott, Ryan Orr and Mark 
Tilley rounded out the top six. 

The second moto saw last year’s 
AMA minicycle champion Bryan 
McGavran pull the holeshot and never 
look back. McGavaran simply smoked 
the field on his Pro Circuit Yamaha en 
route to the second-moto victory. Unfor- 
tunately for McGavaran, his 16th-place 
first-moto finish left him a disappoint- 
ing eighth overall behind the day’s 
champion Billy Payne.

double class victory by winning the 
Mini Experts and Supermini divisions. 
Shimp mixed it up with Team NCY 
Yamaha's Sean Hamblin and Team R&D 
Racing Engines’ Chris Rogers through- 
out all four motos of racing. 

The highlight of Shimp’s day had to 
be the perfectly executed block-pass on 
the last lap of the Supermini race for the 
overall win on the day. 

“Radical” Ron Turner made a rare 
California appearance and came out on 
top of the Over 40 Expert class. Turner, 
the former king of Saddleback, shot 
down Kenny Zahrt in the first moto 
after a convincing pass. 

Suzuki rider Mike Webb crossed the 
line third but was no match for Turner 
or Zahrt, while “Wild” Chet Malito, for- 
mer desert ace Brent Wallingsford and 
Jim Domann rounded out the top six. 

What about series points leader Mark 
White? A crash on the opening lap left 
him a disappointing seventh. But White 
got his revenge by winning the all- 
important second moto, leaving Turner 
a bit confused at the finish. In the end, 
Turner won the overall (1-2) while Zahrt 
finished second (2-2), White third (7-1), 
Domann fourth (6-4) and Wallingsford 
fifth (5-5).

Terlecki terrific at 
Golden State MX

SALEM, OR, FEB. 16 

Round Two of the two-round Pacific Northwest 
CMC Golden State Motocross Series, held at the 
Oregon State Fairgrounds’ Exposition Arena, 
saw Honda-mounted Ryan Terlecki beating all 
comers in two Professional classes. 

Terlecki won the 125 and 250cc Pro classes to 
take home top money for the day. Joining the 
JT/Throttle Jockey-backed rider in the Profes- 
sional winner's circle were Don Bisceglia and 
Kenny Olsen, victorious in the Over 25 and Over 
30 Pro classes, respectively.

Hagseth, though, was unable to duplicate his 
impressive runaway win in the second round. 
Terlecki won the moto to beat Moore, Leach, 
Hagseth and Bisceglia. Terlecki, Moore and 
Hagseth were the top three overall. 

Terlecki buried the competition in the 125сс 
Pro class, having a much easier time in the quar- 
ter-liter class. Behind him, though, was a two- 
way fight for runner-up between Moore and 
Hagseth, a. spot which went Hagseth's way in 
moto one.

Ebers conquers 
Corpus Christi MX

CORPUS CHRISTI, TX, FEB. 16 
Joe Bob Ebers topped two Open/Beginner/Over 
25 motos on a sunny Sunday at Oso Creek MX. 

Behind Ebers' KX250 were eight other riders 
pushing and passing their way toward the front 
of the pack. Doc Ellis kept his Honda 250 right 
on Ebers' tail in the first moto. Tony Stamper on 
a KX500 had a shot at the lead in the second 
moto, but went down in a berm before the first 
lap was over. Stamper and KX250-mounted Jake 
Warren swapped third and fourth place around 
while Dustin Ellis on a KX125 and Glen Rose on 
his RM250 consistently tried to get around Mike 
Riley's KX250. They rode a great race for the 
fifth position. 

Five 80s and three 60s lined up for serious 
competition in another combined-class race. 
James Maiden on his YZ80 took first place and 
Tim Stamper on a KX80 had second place in 
both motos. 

Josh Stamper on a KX80 went from four 
positions behind his brother Tim in the first 
moto to third place behind Tim's second in moto 
two. Drew Ward rode his KX60 right up there 
with the 80s in both motos, coming in first over- 
all for the 60s. 

These people came to get some riding time 
in and two motos was not enough. At the riders' 
meeting, it-was decided that just for the thrill of 
it, a 20-minute Grand Prix Open race would take 
place after the regular motos. 

When the big bikes had made half a lap, the 
60s and 80s were turned loose.

Garrahan grand at

Brian Garrahan aced the 250cc A class at the 
1997 Prairie City Grand Prix hosted by the Polka 
Dots Motorcycle Club.

To the others, Га 
just have been a bump in the road, a 
skip in the CD, a smudge of mascara, a 
small distraction from the phone at 
hand. j 
Even if many of us aren't willing to 
admit it consciously, we on motorcycles 
are the most vulnerable users of the 
public highways. What about pedestri- 
ans, you ask? While they might be near- 
ly as naked as a motorcyclist, l've never 
seen one sustain 50 mph for more than a 
few feet. 

Even in light of this vulnerability, we 
solemnly accept the dangers that the 
malignant stupidity of the "average" 
driver presents. People, good, nice peo- 
ple with families and all the_requisite 
values for whom driving is only a sec- 
ondary activity to talking on the phone, 
putting on makeup, listening to music 
or smelling their own seat, treat driving

with a nonchalance that suggests invin- 
cibility.

It is because of our comparative vul- 
nerability that when something even 
slightly bad or menacing happens to us - 
you know, the odd unsignaled lane 
change or left-turn-in-path - we have the 
tendency to get a tad bit peeved. Even 
though you know everyone makes mis- 
takes, you don't tend to be too under- 
standing when you're the front-row eye- 
witness of one of these acts and riding a 
motorcycle. Some variation of dumb ass! 
is my usual response, though the epi- 
thets bouncing around the inside of my 
helmet are usually somewhat more 
offensive. I know they can't hear me, 
but despite the futility of it, I scream 
anyway, ultimately offending only 
myself. 

As I'm sure the street riders among 
you are probably aware, the occasion to 
scream usually comes several times each 
week, often in the midst of the best rid- 
ing and mood of the day. Last week, 
however, was completely above and 
beyond in both incident and personal 
response. It's an enchanting tale of 
boundless stupidity and total lack of 
forethought, based upon an alarming 
and profound delusion of persecution. 

As I motored along at around 5 mph 
over the 25-mph speed limit, feeling 
good in the warm morning sun, a 
woman in a Honda came to tailgate me. 
There was a 15-length margin to the car 
which I followed. I neither gained nor 
lost ground on our leader. I looked in 
my mirrors repeatedly to see if she had 
backed off. She had not. In fact, as we 
crested the hill we traveled on, she 
moved to pass me - on the right, and 
right toward the rear of a parked truck.

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So I drew the only concealed 
weapon I had.

Why would she need 
help from me then? 

Though I never enjoy the stupid risk 
of my life, inattention seems somehow 
better to me now, because, after almost 
killing me, at least they usually act as 
though they are sorry about it. It 
allows me to see their humanity, and 
to be understanding which shows me 
mine, and in turn allows me to enjoy 
my ride without being exposed to any- 
one’s deeply buried, fermenting ugli- 
ness.
